PARIS iS THOUGHT TO BE SAFE. 


Sittumstances Indicate That the Amer- 
dean Liner Is Not in the Hands 
of the Enemy.

Lioyd’s 
agent at the Lizard reports that the Paris 
passed on the westward voyage, and it is 
quite certain it has not been seen nor heard 
from since. 


No Spanish Ships About. 

In spite of the rumors about Spanish men- 
of-war hovering on the English coast the 
truth seems to be that the Spaniards were 
not sharp enough to arrange for the capture 
of the Paris and not a sign of a Spanish 
vessel has been seen. The torpedo de- 
stroyer Audaz, which was reported to have 
left Queenstown in pursuit of the Paris, 
fs still in that harbor, though vigorous ef- 
forts are being made to get it to sea as soon 
as possible. A Glasgow correspondent tele- 
graphs that. the Audaz may leave before 


Ciles, professor of naval architecture in the 
Glasgow University, has examined the 
Audaz on behalf of the British government 
and reports its bow so badly twisted that 
it will have to be partly rebuilt.

SPAIN’S TIME UP 
President McKinley’s Ulti- 
matum Expires at Noon 


and He Calls the Na- 
tion to Arms. 


READY FOR ACTIVE ‘WAR. 


By the Middle of the Week the 
Army Will Be in Camp and 
Ready to Move to the 

South Coast. 


LITTLE TO FEAR FROM SPAIN 


Squadron Now at Cape Verde Will 
Hardly Dare Cross the Atlantic 
to Oppose America’s Su- 
perior Naval Force. 


PLANS FOR ARMY ORGANIZATION. 


Washington, D. C., April 23.—[Special.]— 
At noon today the time allowed Spain to 
give up Cuba peacefully expired and this 
hour was fixed upon by the President as 
the proper moment for committing the coun- 
try to a distinct war policy in advance of the 
declaration by Congress. The formal proc- 
lamation calling for 125,000 volunteers was 
signed at noon, and on Monday the or- 
ders from the War department will go out 
to the Governor of each State. It is ex- 
pected that the troops of the National 
Guard will be in camp in the different States 
not later than Wednesday. 

The first step was taken immediately 
after the signing of the proclamation by 
the issuance of orders to the organized 

ilitia of the District of Columbia, and 
before dinner-time the drums were beat- 
ing and the roll was being called within 
sight and sound of the White House, The 
District militia will go into camp on the 
grounds of the Soldiers’ Home on Mon- 
day morning. Orders would have gone -to 
the States this afternoon had it not been for 
the desire of the President to avoid begin- 
‘ning the organization of the volunteers on 
Sunday. 

By the middle of the week the United 
States will once more have a grand army 
‘under arms, and a week or ten days later 
.2e troops will begin to move towards the 
South, unless Havana should capitulate in 
the méantime. 

according to law the volunteer forces 
are called out in proportion to the number 
of able-bodied men in the State, hence IIlli- 
nois will be called upon to furnish 8,048 
volunteers for the federal service. It Is the 
purpose of the War department to organize 
u volunteer force of 125,000 men as an aux- 
iliary to the regular army, preparatory to 
the immediate occupation of Cuba. The 
House passed today and the Senate will pass 
on Monday the bill reorganizing the regu- 
lar army in such a way as to permit of its 
rapid increase up to about 60,000 enlisted 
men of allarms. This will give a total force 
of regulars and volunteers of 185,000 men, 
and from these, according to the usual pro- 


men in Cuba when the time comes, 


Blockade Is Effective. 


The blockade proclaimed yesterday has 
been made effective and will be recognized 
by foreign nations. It will be extended to 
the eastward as rapidly as circumstances 
permit. The intention is to cut off the sup- 
plies of the Spaniards as far as possibie 
while our troops are being mobilized to oc- 
cupy the island. The orders to the fleet, 
commander are to keep well out to sea and 
avoid the fight with the forts unless it be- 
comes absolutely necessary. It is believed 
that it will take from two to four weeks to 
organize the army of occupation and this 
time will be utilized in preparing a fleet of 
transports, to carry the soldiers from the 
gulf to Cuba. 

Admiral Sampson's fleet is already con- 
ducting war operations and the squadron 
under Commodore Dewet at Hongkong is 
preparing to seize the Philippine Islands at 
once, 

The chances are that Congress will pass 
a formal declaration of war unless present 
plans are changed, so as to define the posi- 
tion of ntutrals and limit the operatfons of 
the Spanish ships. to a reasonable radius 
from their own base of supplies, which is 
practically the Canary Islands. 

So far as can be learned, the Spanish ships 
have not yet committed any overt act, and 
for very good reasons. The Cape Verde 
Islands are Portuguese possessions and 
cannot be made a basis of operation against 
the United States. Spain has four armored 
cruisers there and six torpedo boats with. 
a half armored passenger steamer and some 
coliiers. To all intents and purposes this 
is the only Spanish fleet likely to cause the 
United States any trouble, and it is not be- 
lieved that it would dare to cross the At- 
lantic, for its steaming redius cannot be 
much over 8,000 miles, and it could secure na 
coal on this side of the ocean. 

The latest reports indicate that while 
Spain has a number of ships at or about 
Cadiz, including the Pelayo, its only real 
battleship, there is hardly one of the fleet 
now ready for sea. For This reason Navy 
department officials give no credence what- 
ever to stories about the capture of the 
ocean liner Paris or of the steamer Shenan- 
doah, belonging to Arthur Sewall, although 
no one knows where that ship was and it 
might have been picked up somewhere near 
the Spanish coast. 

It is well understood that if the Paris on 
got safely away from British waters = 
is no ship in the Spanish navy which could 
overtake itt. 
Navy department people discredit all ru- 
mors of sensational intentions on the part 
of the Spanish nayy, and particularly in re- 
gard to the battleship Oregon, now com- 
ing northward to join the Cuban fleet. Its 
only possible opponent is the torpedo gun- 
boat Temerario, now at Montevideo, which 
could by no possibility prove a satisfactory 
antagonist to the battleship on the high 
seas. Torpedo boats can ac¢omplish some- 
thing in shallow water by making sudden 
dashes on dark nights, but are nearly help- 
jess on the ocean. The Termerario is but 
little over half the size of the gunboat Mari- 
etta, which accompanies the Oregon, and if 
ite approach were discovered only a few 


miles off the six rapid fire guns on the 


portion, it Ought to be easy to land 100,000 


Marietta would undoubtedly dispose of Yhe 
torpedo destroyer, to say nothing of the 
battery of twenty fapid fire guns of the 
Oregon itself. 

It is the belief of the Navy department 
that the Spanish ships will make no attack 
whatever on the naval force of the United 
States, but will confine its attention to pick- 
ing up a few merchant ships in retaliation 
for the prizes made by the blockading squad- 
ron off Havana. The intention of the admin- 
istration at the present time is not particu- 
larly directed towards the navy, for it is ex- 
pected that the blockading operation will 
be largely of a peaceful nature. 


Officers for the New Army. 


The organization of a large army of 
soldiers has been the first real step towards 
driving the Spanish out of Cuba. To lead 
this army President McKinley will at once 
send in the names of a number of experi- 
enced soldiers. When the volunteer troops 
are once massed they will be rapidly organ- 
ized into brigades, divisions, and army corps. 
A brigade will consist of three regiments, a 
division of three brigades, and a corps of 
three divisions. The army corps will aver- 
age about 30,000 men and will probably be 
four in number for the volunteers, making 
four Major Generals. There will be three 
divisions in each corps at least, which will 
provide places for twelve more Major Gen- 
erals, so that the President will have an 
opportunity to raise about sixteen officers 
to a high command rank. Speculation is al- 
ready going on as to the lucky ones, and 
among the names mentioned are those of 
Fitzhugh Lee, Theodore Roosevelt, Basil 
Duke of Kentucky, General Roe of New 
York, General Snowden of Pennsylvania, 
General Lew Wallace of Indiana, ex-Senator 
Manderson of Nebraska, and General H. V. 
Boynton of Ohio. Illinois will certainly have 
a Major General, as its quota alone will come 
near to making a division of three bri- 
gades. It is believed at the War depart- 
ment that Governor Tanner could not be 
made a Major General without resigning 
hig position, inasmuch as the volunteers are 
all to be mustered into the service of the 
United States, and thereby immediately lose 
their identity as State troops. Should he be 
. willing to resign, or should he be found 
eligible without, resigning, his name may 
be considered, but otherwise the most prom- 
ising candidate seems to be General Johp 
C. McNulta, 

It is understood that the President is con- 
templating appointing as Major Generals 
for volunteers several regular army officers 
who were recently forced on the retired list 
to open up the line of promotions. This will 
bring into active service at once such ex- 
perienced fighters as Tony Forsythe, Frank 
Wheaton, General Ruger, General Blizs, 
General Carr, General Stanley, and/others 
who saw service during the rebellion and 
are still vigorous men. There is a possibil- 
ity that the President may send in some 
names Monday to head off political pressure; 
but to utilize the services of the retired offi- 
cers a declaration of war will be necessary. 

General Joseph Wheeler of Alabama was 
at the White House this evening and asked 
the opinion of Attorney General Griggs re- 
garding a Spanish merchantman which put 
into Biloxi, Miss., today to discharge its 
cargo. Attorney General Griggs and the 
President were both of the opinion that 
Spanish ships in our harbors prior to the 
proclamation of blockade and those coming 
to our ports within such a time as to have 
made it impossible for them to have become 
aware of the existence of a blockade, should 
in fairness be given the opportunity to dis- 
charge their cargoes and return to their own 
country unmolested. Of course no cargoes 
will be permitted to go out with returning 
ships, but the President and the Attorney 
Genéral bogh feel that it would not be strict- 
| ly in the line of honorable warfare to canturé 
the boats now in harbor, or those which are 
likely to arrive within a few days, or even 
to take them upon the high seas, provided 
they show by their clearance papers that 
there was no intention to run the blockade. 


More Cabinet Changes. 


More Cabinet changes in anticipation of 
real war are impending. Secretary Sher- 
man may retire any day. His succeesor will 
probably be Judge Day, his present assist- 
ant, ex-Senator Edmunds, or ex-Secretary 
Foster, although the latter is an attorney for 
Spanish claims and might be ineligible. Sec- 
retary Long is afflicted with insomnia end 
nervous prostration. His health, or lack of 
it, may force his retirement almost any 
time. General Alger, Secretary of War, is 
a sick man, but a plucky one. He will not 
give up until he breaks down entirely. For- 
tunately for the country, President McKin- 
ley, in spite of all his anxiety and hard work, 
is splendidiy well, and fully capable of mas- 
tering the serious situation in which the 
country finds itself. The war is here and the 
President is ready to meet it with the same 
vigor he showed in endeavoring to secure a 
peaceful settlement. 


BLOCKADE OF THE PHILIPPINES 


American Squadron to Move from Chi- 
nese Waters for This Purpose 
Tomorrow.

SHERMAN ADMITS RETIREMENT. 


He Denies that He Resigns as Secre- 
tary of State Because of I)] 
Health. 


New York, April 23.—[{Special.]—The 
Washington correspondent of the World 
says: ‘Secretary of State John Sherman 
has placed his resignation in the hands of 
the President, and it will be accepted. It is 
understood that William R. Day, the As- 
sistant Secretary of State, will be nomi- 
nated to succeed him. Secretary Shermap, 
when seen this evening at his residence, de- 
clined to discuss the subject, but finally 
said: 

“*]T am now in my 75th year, and I think 
a younger man should be at the head of the 
State department, especially in time of war, 
and I am perfectly willing and ready to yield 
my place to a younger man. I have placed 
my resignation in the hands of President 
McKinley. 

+] desire it distinctly understood that, in 
office or out of office, there is no unkind feel- 
ing vetween the President and myself. An- 
other thing I wish understood is that the 
talk that the reason for my retirement from 
public life is ill-health is not true. I have 
had but six days’ sickness since I have been 
in the Cabinet. Of course I am not as strong

On Board Flagship New York, April 22.— 
[Via Key West, Fla., April 23.)—I am writ- 
ing at sea just half way across the gulf be- 
tween Key West and Havana, over a smooth 
sea with a sparkling breeze and cloudless 
sky. The fleet is steaming in perfect tropi- 
cal weather. It is war, but the grim reality 
is hard to comprehend, and before sunset the 
squadron will be off the coast of Havana 
ready for action or blockade, most probably 
the latter. Admiral Sampson has not dis- 
closed his orders, but all day the course of 
the fleet has been sduthwest, which, allow- 
ing for the current of the gulf stream, is in 
a direct line from Sand Key Light, off Key 
| West harbor to Morro Castle. 

The first shot of war has been fired and sa 
far as we know the first capture made by 
the United States navy. At 7 o’clock this 
morning the fleet was steaming slowly fif- 
teen miles from Key West, which was below 
| the horizon li Cruisers and torpedo boats 
were acting as scouts on the flanks, scat- 
tered over an area of five miles. A Spanish 
tramp steamer from Fire Island, Miss., with 
lumber for a Spanish port, was sighted fly- 
ing the red and yellow flag. The Nashville, 
two miles away, was ordered.to give chase 
by signals from the flagship. The Spaniard 
piled on coal apd changed its course itn full 
flight. The Nashyille, faster and gaining 
rapidly, fired across the bow, but the fugi- 
tive did not heave to, so bells 
were fired‘to hit. One “throtigi the 
steamer forward of the engine-room and it 
stopped. A boarding party on the Nash- 
ville’s launch took charge without resist- 
ance, and the ship was taken into Key 
West. The prize money will not amount to 
much per man, as, according to rules, all 
ships within signaling distance are entitled 
to a share. The capture aroused great en- 
thusiasm, because the first blood was drawn 
for the American navy. 

The departure this morning Was quiet and 
the ships simply stole away tosea. Early in 
the evening many officers were ashore at the 
hotel, when word was received from the 
dispatch boat for all hands to be aboard not 
later thanj9 o'clock, Then ensued a scene 
of excitement, with hurried farewells and 
last messages, and it was all stirring. But 
on board the ships the contrast was notice- 
able, because the crews, trained and disci- 
plined through all these weeks of prepara- 
tions for instant action, stood at their posts, 
eccupied with the duties in hand. I came 
aboard the flagship at midnight and there 
was no more stir nor confusion than if the 
New York had been at anchor at Bar Harbor, 
when the white squadron had not put on the 
grim war paint and navy life was a gay fes- 
tival. | 


Signals from the Flagship. 

It was 4:25 this morning when from the 
signal mast on the flagship flashed a string 
of lights. On the bridge of every vessel, 
strung along for eight miles at anchor with 
cables short up, the Captains were waiting 
and watching, with night glasses fixed on 
the flagship, and through the squadron 
flashed and .twinkled in red and white lengths 
the message: 

“Get under way at once.” 

Steam was up, and exactly one-half 
hour later, at 4:55, the New York was under 
way, with signals out for the order of forma- 
tion, and every ship directed to join the 
movement was under way astern and taking 
its place in the column. 

On the quarter Weck of the New York 
Admiral Sampson was pacing quite as ‘taci- 
turn as if commanding a coast survey tug. 

On the fore and aft bridges were the cffi- 
cers of the ship and Captain Chadwick in 
command, and signal men were busy whirl- 
ing electric indicators which set rays of 
light sparkling from a dozen mastheads. It 
was then and is now more like a yachting 
erulse or practice evolution than the first 
movement of an American fleet against the 
enemy since the civil war.- This impossi- 
bility of realization is worth special em- 
phasis more and more as we approach 
Havana, while officers are smoking, chat- 
ting, and dumping cordiais in the wardroom 
and steerage after luncheon. 

Dawn was breaking rosy and flawless over 
the dancing blue water as the long column 
steamed out to sea with Sampson’s orders 
to get under way at once circling the globe 
over cable wires, the most momentous tid- 
ings to break the peace of the American re- 
public since the shot fired on Fort sumter 
echoed around the world. 

Two monitors had to be left behind, the 
Terror and the Puritan, because repairs and 
coaling were necessary, but they will join 
the squadron as soon as possible, probably 
within two days. The Marblehead, Deiruvit, 
and Helena are also in port coaling. The 
signal was given for column formation be- 
tween nine and ten knots speed, and this has. 
been kept up all day, except for the stop 
when the steamet was captured. 
Ahead, the Porter and Ericsson, torpedo 
boats, acted as scouts, keeping about two 

ahead of the big ships. These small 
craft dance and plungé like chips in the long 
gulf swells, while the battleships march on 
stately and steadily, as ifon railroad tracks. 
Next behind the torpedo boats is the May- 
flower, a wicked looking flyer with its for- 
midable battery, also acting as a scout.

WILD RUMORS ARE RIFE. 


United States Army Believed to 
Have Started. 


TROOPS RAGGED, BUT BRAVE.

On board the Triton, fifteen miles north 
of Mariel, Cuba, daybreak, April 23.—

Company, New York World.}]—Havana is 
making a tardy, frenzied effort to prepare 
for war with the United States... When your 
correspondent left there last night—running 
the gantlet of city guard, regular troops 
massed outside the city, and the scouting 
guerrillas—to get this uncensored. dispatch 
through, the whole City of Havana was in 
a state of the wildest excitement. - 

Ten ships of the United States navy were 
off Havana at sunset. People expected the 
bombardment to begin this (Saturday) morn- 
ing. The wildest reports were circulated in 
Havana, and were credited. It was believed 
that the whole United States army was on 
its way in tranhsports,from the gulf ports. 
There were predictions that the actual! in- 
vasion of Cuba might begin Sunday. The 
newspapers have no reliable news. Cable 


claimed that there were 25,000 soldiers in the 


City of Havana able for service in defending 
the land approaches. The truth is tnat 
there are.probably less than half that num- 
ber. The arriving troops are filthy and 
ragged, but they are strong and full of pa- 
triotism. In fact, there is @ warlike spirit 
everywhere. Even 10-year-old boys are en- 
listing; and they mean business, too. 

Prices of all kinds of food shot up 20 per 
cent on the 13th, 5 per cent on the 15th, and 
10 per cent on the 2ist. And even at these 
high prices it is almost impossible to buy. 

Army rations, however, and coal are pour- 
ing into Havana. 

On April 18 the steamship Reina Maria 
Christina brought as a gift from the Span- 


dards in Mexico 6,534 sacks of cornmeal, 


beans, rice, and coffee. 

On April 20 there were over 85,000 tons of 
coal on the wharves besides the cargoes of 
three big vessels, which were discharging. 
Four other vessels will coal here on their 
way to Havana. 

News of the final action at Washington 
caused a great popular burst of indignation, 
followed by a whirlwind of patriotism. Great 
crowds surrounded the Governor General’s 
palace and thronged the parks. La Guerra 
(war) was the frenzied word. One man be- 
came so delirious that, to show what he 
would like to do to the hated Yankees, he 
sank his teeth into his bare arm and swal- 
lowed the blood. 

The rebel forces have received large acces- 
sions. The native Cubans feared there would 
be a draft by the Spanish officials and they 
preferred to fight with their friends than 
against them. It is estimated that more 


than 2,000 have gone into the field since 


April 13, and may have been sent back by 
the leaders. There is no food for some and 
no arms for many. The Cubans that nave 
been sent back rejected have gone into the 
Spanish mobilized forces, but they won't 
fight, hard. 

As for General Blanco’s armistice, so sol- 
emnly talked about in Europe and enunci- 
ated in Cuba, it is a farce; more so, even. 
than Cuban autonomy. Colonel Delgado had 
two skirmishes yesterday, his camp being 
attacked by a Spanish column. Several 
men were killed on both sides, and Mr. 
Holmes helped to bury them.

ENGLAND WILL KEEP HANDS OFF 


Great Britain Instructs Colonial Governments with Refers 
ence to the War Between United States and Spain. 


HOME OFFICE SENDS INSTRUCTIONS TO CANADA. ~ 


All Persons Are Prohibited from Leaving the Dominion to Enlist 
in the Army or Navy of Either Nation. 


RIGHTS OF WARSHIPS IN BRITISH PORTS DEFINED. 


Vessels of Either Nation May Remain No Longer than Twenty-four Hours After 
Making the Necessary Repairs. 


Ottawa, Ont., April 23.—[{Special.]—Since 
the relations between Spain and the United 
States became strained the British govern- 
ment has been in daily communication with 
the Canadian government regarding the sit- 
uation. The home authorities have im- 
pressed upon the administration here the 
importance of refraining from any action 
calculated to irritate eithér of the countries 
involved. The desire of the imperial gov- 
ernment, as communicated through the Gov- 
ernor General to the Cabinet here, is that

The rumor that four new twelve-inch 
Krupp guns had been mounted to the east 
of Morro is without foundation. The truth 
is, the guns are on their way, and the 
mounts for them are rapidly nearing com- 
pletion, and if the attack upon Havana is 
delayed much longer the Coljimar batteries 
will really be formidable. 

A pontoon bridge has been built across 
Chorrera Inlet in the western suburbs of 
Havana for the transportation of sand for 
the embankments of the two Vedido and 
Santa Clara batteries. This work is not 
completed, and as matters now stand one 
twelve-inch shell might disable the two big 
Santa Clara guns if it struck the still bare 
masonry. 

A two-inch water pipe is being laid under 
the neck of Havana harbor to supply Morro, 
Cabans, and the Coljimar batteries. Alarm 
was spread in Havana at the beginning of 
this work by the display of a signal on Morro 
reading, ‘“‘harbor closed.’”’ Every one 
thought at once that the Americun fleet was 
at hand, but the signal was only for the 
protection of the pipe layers. 

There are hourly drills in all the batteries, 
but there is no more firing of the guns in taf- 
get practice on account of the lack of am- 
munition. General Blanco deems it wise to 
save all his projectiles and powder for the 
day of actual need. He is reported to be 
short of ammunition already. 

With the single exception of the sand pro- 
tection the defenses of Havana have 
not been materially stréngthened thus far, 
although long lines of work are under way. 

‘On April 21 these Spanish warships were 
in the harbor: 

Alfonso XII.—Second-class cruiser. This 
vessel will not be able to move for a month 
on account of tubes for her boilér or con- 
denser having been stolen. They cannoi be 
replaced here.

The machinists at work on 
it are waiting for parts that cannot be made

Marques de Ensinada—Second-claad’ cruis- 
er. Under repairs. 
Antonio Lopez—Fourth-class gunbcat.

On April 17 the autonomy commission, 
composed of Sefiors Dolz, Giberga, Rabell, 
and Sola, left Havana for Santa Cruz del 
Sur, which is close to the station of the 
Cuban government.

PLANS FOR A LAND ATTACK. 


Admiral Sampson May Easily Capture 
Havana by Attacking Mari 
anao Bay. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Key West, Fla., April 23.—[Copyright, 1898, 
by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World.}]—The plan of campaign in 
Cuban waters decided upon by the officers of 
the United States fleet is as follows: ‘The 
battleships and monitors are to run into 
Marianao Bay, seven miles west of Morro 
Castle, within easy gun range of Havana. 

The Bay of Marianao, it is shown from 
soundings, has no bottom. The whole fleet 
can lie there to menace or bombard Havana 
without the Spaniards being able to fire a 
shot from the Morro guns in return. 

There ‘s nothing but the batteries of Re'na 
and Castilo de Principe in sight of the bay. 
The modern guns of Santa Clara and Morro 
cannot train upon it. From the bay the 
modern batteries lie about northeast. Their 
guns cannot train back more than north- 
“rhe mortar batteries of Vedado alone are 
effective. It is an even question if they can 
be trained far enough around to the west 
and the south. The practice of these guns 
observed by the correspondent several weeks 
ago was 80 bad that it was then seen that 
their shots would probably do more damage 
to the Town of Marianao and its fort than

Your correspond- 
ent has obtained frem an official source a 
forecast of the proclamation, as well as the 
outline of the laws against foreign enlist- 
ment, which will be invoked to preserve the 
good relations between the British empire 
and the belligerent states. 

The proclamation which the occasion calls 
forth will, at the outset, recite that a state 
of war unhappily exists between the United 
Sates of America and his Majesty the King 
of Spain and will invoke the provisions of 
an act passed in the thirty-third and thirty- 
fourth years of her Majesty’s reign. entitied 
“an act to regulate the conduci of her Maj- 
esty’s subjects during the existence of hos- 
tilities between foreign states with. which 
her Majesty is at peace.” 


Will Enforce Neutrality. 


After a lengthy preamble reciting the fact 
that Great Britain is at peace with the 
United States and Spain, the royal proclama- 
tion declares: 

“If any shall presume in contempt of our 
royal proclamation and of our high dis- 
pleasure to do any acts in derogation of 
their duty as subjects of a neutralsovereign, 
or in violation or contravention of the law of 
nations in that behalf, or more especially in 
breaking or endeavoring to break any block- 
ade lawfully and actually established by or 
on behalf of either of the said powers, or by 
carrying Officers, soldiers, dispatches, arms, 
ammunition, military stores, or materials, 
or any article or articles considered and 
deemed to be contraband of war, accord- 
ing to the law or modern usages of nations, 
for the use or service of either of the said 
sovereigns, that all persons so offending, to- 
gether with their ships and goods, will right- 
fully incur and be justly Mable to hostile 
capture, and to the penalties pronounced by 
the laws of nations tn that behalf. 

“And we do hereby give notice that all 
our subjects and persons entitled to our 
protection, who may misconduct themselves 


and of thelr-own wrong, and that they will 
in nowise obtain any protection from us 
against such capture or such penalties 
aforesaid, but will, on the contrary, incur 
our high displeasure by such misconduct.” 

The foreign enlistment act, which is in« 
voked, ‘recites the duties of British subjects 
in greater detail. Under that measure it is 
a penal offense for a British subject, without 
permission, to accept, or to agree to ac- 
cept, any commission or engagement in the 
military or naval service of any foreign 
State at war with a friendly state. Even 
persons who are not British subjects, but 
who happen to be in British territory, are 
—_ from enlisting except by permis- 
sion. 

The building and equipping of ships for 
war is also interdicted. Any person who 
builds a vessel for the service of a foreign 
State at war with a friendly State may be 
imprisoned and forfeit the vessel. The 
game prohibition apples to allowing a ship 
to be dispatched to a belligerent State.

FORECAST OF NEUTRALITY PROCLAMATION SOON TO BE ISSUED.

neutrality, it will not be forfeited if the 
contractor notifies the Secretary of State 
and gives security that the ship will not be 
delivered, without license of her Majesty, 
until the termination of the war. - 

It is also provided that it is illegal to pre-~ 
pare or fit out a naval or military expedi- 
tion against a friendly State. Any person 
who aids, abets, counsels, or procures any 
offense against the measure is made Iiable 
to punishment as a principal offender. In 
addition to this, the coaling and ‘provision- 
ing a belligerent vessel is usually restricted 
by the Admiralty to such an extent as to 
‘amount to a prohibition. That belligerents 
are prohibited from. bringing prizes into 
British waters, and no belligerent vessels 
putting into British port may remain longer 
than twenty-four hours after making any 
necessary repairs, but it cannot leave with- 
in twenty-four hours of the departure of any 
vessel belonging to the other belligerent 
power.

Chattanooga have been filled with sleepers, 
coaches, and stock cars, so that the handling 
of government trains is becoming a matter 
of not a little concern to railroad officials. 

A portion of the Ninth Cavalry, colared, 
from Fort Robinson, Neb., was first to arrive 
this morning. Other trains followed in brief 
space of time, and by 8 o'clock six,.troops of 
this regiment had arrived, and the first sec- 
tions started for the park.

The Eighth Infantry, from Fort Russell, 
Wyoming, composed of eight companies, ar- 
rived on four trains about 8 o'clock over the 
Memphis division of the Southern railway. 
It was under the command of Colonel Van 
Horne. The companies composing it are 
Companies A, B,C, D, B, G, and H. A dand 
of thirty-two pieces and a large hospital 
corps were brought: along. In all there 
were about 500 men. The command was 
taken to the park about 9 o'clock.

Naval Reserve Today. 


AT THE GREAT NORTHERN 


Commander Harrison Notifies 
the Men by Telegraph. 


EXPECTS A GOOD SHOWING. 


Executive Talks of the Acceptance of 
Troops. 


WAITS FOR THE FORMAL CALL. 


Governor Tanner will review the Chicago 
Naval Reserves at noon today at the Great 
Northern Hotel, where he and Mrs. Tan- 
ner arrived from Springfield yesterday aft- 
ernoon. The Governor disclaimed any mili- 
tary significance to his visit. 

The notice that the Executive was tq re- 
view the naval militia was received at the 
armory, 20 Michigan avenue, last night in 
the shape of a telegram from Commander 
Harrison as follows: 

Peoria, Ill., April 23.—Notify officers and men 
that the Governor will review them at noon to- 
morrow at Great Northern. I will be with the 
crew. EDWARD H. HARRISON. 

The tars received the news with joy, as it 
is the first time that either the Governor or 
the Adjutant General has accepted any of 
the many invitations to review the battal- 
ion. Commander Harrison and the other 
officers have for years been trying to get 
the Governor to Chicago to inspect the men, 
without success until yesterday. The men 
will be on duty all day tomorrow. Their 
other duties are related elsewhere in THE 
TRIBUNE. 

Governor Tanner said he had been given 
to understand that a written opinion from 
the Secretary of War at Washington regard- 
ing his offer to lead the National Guard of 
the State was now on its way here, but that 
he had not been advised as to the character 
of its contents. 

“I have nothing to give out regarding the 
probable movement of the State troops in 
response to the President's call,"’ he said, 
“ because I have received no advices yet 
from Washington touching on the matter. 
My action will depend entirely on that. If 
the call is what I would term an emergency 
call I presume I shall order the troops to the 
front with as much expedition as possible. 

“If, on the other hand, thet call will allow 
a little time for preparing the men for the 
work ahead of them, as I am inclined to 
think it will, I will establish a rendezvous 
at Springfield for preliminary disciplining 
and hardening. I do not think the men will 
be sent to the front inside of ten days or two 


‘weeks, but, of course, that is merely a mat- 


ter of speculation on my part, depending on 
the character of the call which I shall receive 
from the national authorities. 

“I have been waited upon while in the 
city by Captain Hartigan, representatives 
of the ‘ Blue and the Gray,’ the Sons of Vet- 
erans, and the Ninth Battalion with the re- 
quest to commission them for service, but 
my answer has been the same as contained 
in my recent interview in THe Trisunr— 
that I did not feel authorized to take any 
action in the matter until advised definitely 
as to the number of troops which Illinois 
will be expected to furnish, and that if more 
than the present quota is asked for I will 
consider only such offers as are accom- 
panied by fully organized bodies of troops.” 

The Governor said he had not seen General 
Fitz-Simons while in the city and was doubt- 
ful whether he would during his stay here, 
as he expected to return to Springfield as 
early today as possible. 

Regarding the question of the postpone- 
ment of the Republican State convention he 
said he had nothing to offer, one way or the 


other. 


THEY ARE PROUD TO BE FIRST. 


District of Columbia Troops Will Go 
Under Canvas Gayly Monday 


Washington, D. C., April 23.—[Spectial.]— 
By direction of the President the troops of 
the Distr National Guards will go into 
camp early*®n Monday morning. This camp 
will be established in the southern portion 
of the Soldiers’. Home grounds. They are 
the first troops called out by the President 
and will respond to the number of 18,000 
strong. The District guard occupies a pe- 
cullar position, and they ‘have always 
claimed that they would be honored witb 
the first call. They are organized under 
a special act of Congress and the commis- 
sions of the officers are signed by the Pres- 
ident, the same as are the commissions of 
the regular army officers. By virtue of this 
distinction, when they are absent from 
Washington they take precedence over all 
other organizations of the National Guard 
and are always given the post of honor, 
Brigadier General George H. Harries, who 
is in command, has given orders for the 
whcle guard to report early on Monday 
morning at the armory, prepared to go Into 
camp. Six hundred volunteers will be taken 
from the guard as the quota of the District 
under the provi#ion of the volunteer bill, 
which was signed by the President yester- 
day. To maintain the guard at its present 
queta the vacancies will be filled by re- 
cruiting, and these men will be held subject 
to further calls. When the order was is- 
sued by the Sécretary of War calling upon 
the troops they were overjoyed, as the sus- 
pense of the last ten days was at an end and 
they had something to look forward to. 
When THE TRIBUNE correspondent visited 
the armory tonight he found the merriest

RAIN FALLS ALL DAY IN STEADY, DISMAL DOWNPOUR 


By Tomorrow Night Twelve Thousand Troops, with Horses and 
| Artillery, Will Be in Camp on the Old Battlefield. 


SIX ‘HUNDRED AND SIXTY-FIVE 


CARS SO FAR UNLOADED. 


Trackage Room for One Hundred and Seventy-five Cars at ‘a Time Is Being 
Provided and Delay Will Soon Be Minimized. 


GENERAL BROOKE SAVED FROM SERIOUS INJURY BY AN AIDE. 


{BY A TRIBUNE STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., April 23.—[Special.]— 
Troop after troop, company after company, 
the soldiers of the union poured 'n an un- 
broken stream into Chickamauga battlefield 
yesterday. From long before the bugles 
sounded the first call for reveilie to hours 
after the last notes of “taps” had been 
sounded by the bugler at headquarters on 
Lytle Hill and taken up and repeated by the 
dusky trumpeter of the Twenty-fifth off to 
the right, and echoed up and down the Lafa- 
yette road from the cavalry in Viniard’s 
field along to the Fifth Artillery on the ex- 
treme left near the McDonald House, the 
clatter of horses’ hoofs over the hard pike 
running past the Dyer house, the jingle of 
sabres, and the creaking of the long trains of 
white covered, blue bodied government 
wagons never ceased. 

All day it rained, sometimes in perfect 
sheets of water that soaked through the 
Sibley tents and stood in puddies on the 
earthen floors, and again the rain fellina 
steady dismal downpour that was qnly in- 
terrupted to permit of the more effective 
showers. Every little rill-in the park be- 
came a creek and the creeks swelled cut 
and foamed and thrashed and made the 
wagon mules snort and rear when their 
drivers drove them pell mell down a hill 
and across a ford. 

The rain had not'the least effect in delay- 
ing the work of detraining and the going 
into camp of the arriving regiments. Just 
at gray dawn troops B and’! of the Second 
Cavairy led their horses off the cars at 
Battlefield Station and ran their wagons 
down in front of Bagwell’s store, while the 
rain fell as though a cloudburst had oc- 
curred not far away. Through the down- 
pour the Second marched to Viniard field and 
put up their tents on the ground that after 
the heavy rain looked like a’ swamp. All 
during the day it was the same. Jupiter 
Pluvius. showed mercy to no one, but sent 
rain down on the infantry and the artillery 
as they detrained in the same liberal spirit 
that it had been poured down upon the 
éavalry. | 


City of Tents Has Grown. 


But the baggage trains and the.commis- 
Sary wagons never halted and by night the 
city of tents had grown And a much bigger 
army was toeing the fayette road than 
there was last night. The center was espe-. 
clally strengthened. In the Dyer field Col- 
onel Arnold of,the First Cavalry was in com- 
mand of a brigade camposed of the First, 
the Ninth, and the Tenth Cavalry. The 
Ninth and Tenth.Cavalry are the colored 
troopers.

sides of him. The General paid little atten-. 


tion to the seething. tide that swept pastand 
down the pike from the trains, and his disre- 
gard almost cantsed him an injury. He was 
standing with his feet well planted in the 
muddy road, when a team drawing a 
heavy wagon became frightened and plunged 
down the road straight at the General. The 
roar and rattle about him and the passing of 
a battery which was going past on a gallop 
drowned the noise made by the runaway 
team and the shouts of the soldiers who saw 
the General’s @anget. When the horses 
were almost on the General an aid attached 
to his staff rushed up and ‘caught him by the 
Shoulders and jerked him backward out of 
the way just in the nick of time.

ALL TROOPS ARE AT MOBIL 


Arrival of the Michigan Regulars

Thousand Men. 


Mobile, Ala., April 23.—[{Special )}—The 
Second Battalion of the Nineteenth Infan- 
try, from Fort Brady, Lake Superior, Mich., 
arrived in camp this morning about lJ 


o'clock. It is composed of Companies E, 


Captain French; G, Captain Smith; A, Cap- 
tain Verneau, and H, Captain Hall. All 
the troops which are to come to Mobile 
have now arrived, and there are now in the 
tented city about 4,000 men and officers.

TWO MORE POSSIBLE PRIZES. 


Troops at New Orleans Leave for Chick- 
amauga, but Others Will Take 
Their Places M y: 


New Orleans, La., April 23.—[Special.]— 
Reports sent out from this city last night 
tu the effect that the two Spanish ships, 
Catalina‘and Jover, had been pursued from 
this port were entirely without foundation. 
Today the British steamer Orion reached 
port and Captain Brown, its commander, re- 
ported to Collector Wilkinson that he had 
passed both the Catalina and Jover seventy- 
five miles out. The vessels were making @ 
bee line for Cuba and no American vessél 
was in pursuit. Unless the Spaniards change 
their course very soon, however; they 
run straight into Captain Sampson's big 
fleet and join the prize ring at Key West. 

There is, however, still another chapter in 
the Catalina-Jover mule incident, which de- 
veloped today, when a large announcement 
Was printed of a proposed auction of mules, 
The mules proved to be none other than the 
consignment which was left behind py (the 
Spanish ships, and tnternational complica- 
tions are likely to arise over the matter. The 
prospects are that the mules will be confis- 
cated by the United States government. The 
Surveyor of the Port said it was quite prob- 
able that the mules would yet be seized by 
the government as being contraband of war. 

The title to the live stock is now held by 
Séefior Gearno de la Vega, a Cuban subject, 
who claims they are his private property 
and that his reason for not shipping them 
was a fear that they might be seized by the 
American navy, and, being on board a Span- 
ish ship, would then be legitimate prey. 

There are also conflicting statements as to 
the ownership of the Catalina, Sefior Vega 
claiming it belongs to a Spanish company, 
while 6thers interested in its cargo claim it 
belongs to the Del Corral company, com- 
posed of Englishmen and domiciled in Eng- 
land. 

The Fourth Battalion, United States Light 
Artillery, commanded by Captain Anderson, 
nephew of Anderson of Sumter fame, which 
came to New Orleans three weeks ago from 
Kansas, received orders today to leave at 
‘once for Chickamauga, and within a few 
hours the command was on its way to the 
big rendezvous at the National Park. 

Today but one company arrived, Company 
G of the Twenty-third Regiment, and at an 
early hour today they were quartered with 
their comrades. The little command had 
a four days’ march from Fort Ringold on 
the Mexican border, and the men are the 
brownest of ali the sunburned bluecoats. 

Colonel Jamcs M. Moore, Quartermaster 
for the Department of California, arrived 
this morning, accompanied by his chief 
clerk, Mr. Brice. Colonel Moore went at 
once to Quartermaster Scully’s office, and 
there the two officers entered into a confer- 
ence. 

Colonel Moore said the First Infantry from 
the Presidio, San Francisco, Cal., would be 
here Monday morning. General Shafter and 
his staff’ will also be here with the troops 
Monday morning. 

In the United States Court today six Span- 
lards declared their*intention of becoming 
American cititzens, and all agreed that the 
United States was good enough for them. 

The first call upon the Louisiana Naval 
Battalion was made today when five men 
each were detailed to the signal stations at 
Mobile and Port Eads. A station will also 
be established at Galveston. 


MICHIGAN PREPARES A CAMP. 


Militiamen Will Be Held in Readiness 
for the Call to Go to the 
Front. 


Lansing, Mich., April 23.—[{Special.}]—All 
arrangements for mobilizing the Michigan 
National Guard at Island Lake were com- 
pleted tonight. A detail of thirty men, un- 
der command of Sergeant’ Scott of Grand 
Rapids, went to Island Lake today, and will 
arrange the camp. Headquarters will be 
established there on Monday morning, and 
the companies will move from their re- 
spective stations on Tuesday morning. All 
the camp equipage was shipped from here 
tonight, and it is expected that Tuseday 
night will see 3,425 enlisted men and 160 
officers in camp.

Farragut Veteran Association 
_ Adopts War Resolutions. 


LOOK FOR MORE HEROES. 


Old-Time Tars Expect American 
Sailors to Win Honors. 


BANQUET ON ANNIVERSARY. 


Memories of life before the mast and of 
fights at sea were revived last night by 
veterans of the Farragut association at their 
banquet given at the Palmer House in cele- 
bration of the thirty-sixth anniversary of the 
day when Admiral David G. Farragut and 
his fleet passed the fortifications of the Con- 
federate army below New Orleans, 

Reminiscences of the past served to incite 
the ardor of the one-time sailors, three cf 
whom were with#arragut when he broke the 
chain and swept past the batteries, and they 
toasted the new navy with the same zest 
with which they did honor to the old. They 
prophesied that the present conflict will de- 
velop naval heroes to rival Farragut, Porter, 
and Cushing, and asserted with the enthusi- 
asm of men who know the thrill of danger 
that American sailors will never be cowards, 
whatever the peril that faces them. 


Cheer the New Navy. 

At the conclusion of banquet, speeches, 
and stories Captain William G. Morris, who 
was commandant before New Orleans of the 
Horace Beales, flagship of the third division 
of the fleet, offered a war resolution, which 
was adopted withcheers. It was as follows: 

The Farragut Veteran association, in meeting 
assembled to celebrate the thirty-sixth anni- 
versary of the passage of the Farragut fleet below 
New Orleans, April 24, 1862, desires to place upon 
record its confidence in the navy of the United 
States, and to assert that in itg opinion the navy 
of the United States will in the present conflict 
maintain the heroic history that has belonged 
to it since the days of the revolution. 

The veterans who met were not many in 
number, but to each belonged a record of 
active service. All. but one—Colonel John

of the Tennessee—were men of the navy.

Colonel Long delivered the first toast, 
“The Flags of the Nations,”’ The Spanish 
flag, he said, for three centuries had signi- 
fied only bloodshed and cruelty. 

Says Cuba Will Be Free. 

“Spain,” said the speaker, “ was in the 
sixteenth century the largest colonial gov- 
ernment in the world, but one after one its 
colonies have won their independence until 
now but ome is left—Cuba—and she, thank 
God, will soon be free.’”’ 

When Colonel Long turned from the flag 
of Spain to the banner of the United States 
all effort at restraint ceased and the speaker 
was again and again interrupted. 

“Our own glorious Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,” he said, “‘ represénts a grander and a 
nobler sentiment. It speaks in the language 
of colors. The white typifies purity, the red 
valor, and the blue’ justice.”” 

Captain Morris told the story of the capt- 
ure of New Orleans and delivered a eulogy 
upon Farragut, whom he characterized as 
the greatest American Admiral and as the 
hero for American sallors to emulate in the

these resolutions into effect; and, 


‘« Whereas, by an act of Congress, entitled ‘An act to provide for the ip. 
creasing of the military establishment of the United States in time of war, 
and for other purposes,’ approved April 22, 1898, the President was author. 
ized, in order to raise a volunteer army ,to issue his proclamation calling for 
volunteers to serve in the army of the United States. 

“‘ Now, therefore, I, William McKinley, President of the United States, 
by virtue of the power vested in me by the constitution and laws, and 
sufficient occasion to exist, have thought fit to call for, and hereby do ca}} for, 
voluntegrs to the aggregate number of 125,000, in order to carry into effeos 
the purpose of the said resolution, thesame to be apportioned as far as prac. 
ticable among the several States and Territories and the District of Colum. 
bia, according to population, and to serve for two years, unless sooner dis.

Washington, D. C., April 23.—[Special.]— 
The proclamation calling for 125,000 troops 
was issued today, after an opinion had been 
recélved from Attorney General Griggs in 
regard to the Jega! points raised yesterday 
and submitted to him last night. The point 
at tssue was in the fifth section of the bill, 
which stipulated the proclamation should 
state the number of men desired * within 
such limits as may be fixed by law.”’ 

The Attorney General advised the Presi- 
dent that the joint resolution recognizing the 
independence of Cuba and authorizing a 
volunteer army, approved yesterday, constl- 
tuted sufficient authority for the proclama- 
tion. 
The call for 725,000 t was the result 
of the urgent recommendation of War de- 
partment officials. The numerical strength 
of the contemplated volunteer army as set 
forth in the proclamation today is a develop- 
ment from the original Limit of 40,000, which 
was generally talked of a week ago, and 
which was deemed sufficient in the councils 
at the White House. War department au- 
thorities, however, have repeatedly urged a 
larger army. General Miles was at first in 
favor of a force of 60,000, to be amalgamated 
with the regulars, and other military author- 
ities advocated a material increase in the 
strength of the volunteers. 

Within the last day or two the President 
has been urged to make an initial call for 
200,000 men, and it was in concession to the 
representations made to the officials that 
the call was increased from 100,000, at 
which numerical strength it remained until 
this morning. 


Call to Governors Monday. 


The actual calls for troops addressed to the 
Governors of the respective States will not 
be issued until Monday. This will appear in 
the form of a notification of the Presidentia] 
action today, and will be signed by Secre- 
tary Alger. The reasons for this delay, it is 
said, are largely due to the necessity for se- 
curing additional supplies and for arrange- 
ments of transportation of the volunteers. 

It is expected that these troops will be 
mobilized at convenient points within each 
State. The place of mobilization will be left 
to State authorities. In New York Statethe 
concentration will be at Peekskill; in Penn- 
sylvania it will be at Mount Gretna. From 
these points, all of which will be accessible 
to railroad facilities, the troops will be gath- 
ered at the Southern points of mobilization. 
The work of final equipment will probably 
be delayed until the troops are concentrated, 
but there are many details which must be 
perfected before the volunteer soldiery can 
be taken to the Southern camps. 

The authorities of each State will be ad- 
vised of the quota of men expected to be 
furnished as a fractional contribution to 
the 125,000 volunteer force. As has been 
repeatedly stated in these dispatches, pref- 
erence will be given to the organized militia, 
The call, however, is tn no respect a sum- 
mons to the Nationa! Guard. Organizations 
which are volunteer in their entirety will 
probably lose their identity in the reorgan- 
ization which will be effected in the later 


Stages of the proceedings. 


There is a provision in the law establish- 
ing the Volunteer army, which permits the 
retention of regimental and company offi- 
cers in service with the militia organization 
enlisting as a body in corresponding grades 
in the same organization when it shall have 
been received into the service of the United 
a volunteer army.

SOME ARE MORE CAUTIOUS 


Point Out Why Germany Should 
Be Strictly Neutral. 


VIEWS OF COMMERCIAL MEN. 


Berlin, April 23.—[Copyright, 1898, by the 
Associated Press.]—With singular unanim- 
ity, the German press of every class is con- 
demning the United States for the course 
taken towards Spain. All the German pa- 
pers impute to the United States selfish and 
base motives and praise the attitude of 
Spain, in contrast with “the undignified 
—— which the United States is pursu- 
ng.” 

The most rabid of all the German papers 
in this regard is the Tageblatt, which usually 
has, been friendly toward American aspira- 
tions. The deep interest taken by the Ger- 
man public in the matter is shown by the 
fact that prarctically the entire space of the 
newspapers is given up to news relative to 
the Hispano-American struggle. Every- 
thing emanating from Washington is dis- 
cussed in hostile temper or sarcastically 
commented upon, while pro-Spanish state- 
ments are indorsed and applauded. .The 
semi-official newspapers, if not favorable 
to the United States, are at least more cau- 
tious. They steadily point out why Ger- 
many ought to and will maintain the strict- 
est neutrality, laying stress, among the 
reasons they advance for such a position, 
upon the fact that millions of Germans born 
in the@United States heartily side with their 
adopted country in the present quarrel with 
Spain. 


Follows Its Own Policy. 


The organ of Prince Bismarck, the Yam- 
burger Nachrichten, insists that Germany 
must follow the policy which will be the most 
useful to her own interests. “It is wholly 
indifferent to Germans,”’ says the newspa- 
per, “ whether Cuba remains a Spanish col- 
ony or becomes an American independent re- 
public. But German-American interests 
must be watched, and attention must be pdid 
to the feelings of Germans in the United 
States.”’ 

The Nachrichten, however, characterizes 
the action of the United States as an “ inso- 
lent piece of presumption against the rest 
of the world, an absolutely unjust ou‘rage, 
quite analogous to the interference of Grecce 
in Crete.”’ 

In concluding the Nachrichten says: 
“But Germany's theoretic opposition to 
Monroeism can only be practically enforced 
when German interests are practically con- 
‘cerned, which is not now the case.”’ 

Therefore the Nachrichten counsels the 
strictest neutrality, saying: ‘“‘ It must be 


. left to Spain individually to resent Ameri- 


can insolence.”’ 
Other semi-officital German newspapers, 
looking to the future, insist upon the im- 
portance of Germany’s doing nothing to in- 
cur the lasting enmity of either of the op- 
ponents. . 
The Schlesische Zeitung emphasizes this 
opinion :{n saying: ‘‘ There are millions of 
Germans iri the United States who love their 
old home, but feel in this matter the same 
as the other citizens of the United States.” 


Question of Commerce Raised. 


The paper points out that this fact, to- 
gether with the interests of Germany’s com- 
merce with the United States, are such 
tangible and weighty reasons for prevent- 
ing the breaking of neutrality in favor of 
Spain that they cannot be overcome by 
mere sentiment or sympathy. 

This paper concludes: 

“While individually Germans may view 


» with indignation the jingoistic, rapacious,. 
“pharisaical game now playing at Washing 


ton, the same indignation must be felt In 
regard to the Spanish reign of terror in 
Cuba. The German government, therefore, 
has merely to guard the welfare and the 
interests of the German people. This bids 
us let events take their own course.” 

The Vorwaerts concludes a long article 
upon the war between the United States and 
Spain by saying: ‘‘ The ‘enemies are too 


that the war will end in the utter exhaus- 
tion of Spain. To Spain's loss, however, 
there will be no corresponding gain to the 
United States. Thus the war, not matter 
how it erids, means a great disaster, and, 
even the dollar-crazy Americans will Hardly 
be able to call it ‘ good business,’ ’’ 


Views of Commercial Men. 


Commercial men, particularly shippers and 
exporters, regard the war as favorable to 
German interests. 

The Russian Ambassador at Berlin, Count 
von Soten-Sacken, in an interview with the 
correspondent of the Associated Press, 
which, presumably, voiced the opinion of his 
government, said: 

‘“*It must be recognized that the Madrid 
Cabinet throughout has maintained a per- 
fectly correct, peaceable, and dignified at- 
titude, while the government of the Uniied 
States has been behaving in a manner which 
cannot be approved by believers in either 


Justice or peace, This is the common impres- 


sion in Russia, even in official circles. 

*“ After the recent behavior of the United 
States the conclusion is inevitable that 
might is going before right in the Cuban 
question, 

“So far as I know, Russia, like Germany, 
will preserve a strict neutrality.” 


TROOPS TO MASS AT RICHMOND. 


Plans for the Reception of a Large 
Number of Fighters in the 
Southern City. 


Richmond, Va., April 23.—[Special.]— 
Richmond is rejoicing over the selection of 
this city as a place for the mobilization of 
troops. The announcement came in the 
nature of a surprise. 

Three days ago President John L. Williams 
of the Fair Grounds company tendered 
through Governor Tyler to the War depart- 
ment the free use of the company's property. 
The Chamber of Commerce and the Young 
Men’s Business association met and by 
resolution invited the Governor to send 
troops here. Governor Tyler and General 
Fitzhugh Lee wrote personal letters to 
Secretary Alger advocating the selection of 
the city. 

Colonel Joe Lanestern, the Inspector Gen- 
eral of the Virginia militia, went to Wash- 
ingtcn and personally interviewed the War 
Secretary. Notwithstanding these efforts 
the Richmond people were afraid they had 
applied too late. rs 

No arrangements to receive the troops 
have been made, but the military authori- 
ties and the business associations will meet 
tomorrow and prepare for the coming of the 
soldiers. The site offered consists of about 
sixty acres of land, beautifully located, in 
the western part of the city, on Broad street. 

he exposition buildings, including a hall 
that seats 15,000 people, are located there; 
a splendid electric line of cars passes the 
place. The equestrian statue of Robert E., 
Lee is within a stone’s throw, and the Con- 
federate Soldiers’ Home is not far away. 

The grounds are near the fashionable 
residences of the city and a favorite drive is 
along the roads passing the grounds. This 
is the former site of Camp Lee, where the 
confederate troops were mobilized in 1861 
and organized for war.

Clement A. Griscom Jr., one of the 
managers of the American line, laughed at 
the idea of the capture of the Paris. 

“There is not a vessel in the Spanish 
navy which can steam within two knots of 
the Paris’ speed,”’ he said.

PARIS CAPTURE IS IMPROBABLE. 


Alarming Reports Discredited and the 
Ship Is Thought to Be Safely « 
Out at Sea.

London, April 23.—{Copyright, 1898, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]—Englishmen were startled today 
by the suddenness with which the operations 
of war were brought to their own shores 
by the reported capture of the Paris by a 
Spanish cruiser in the English Channel. 
The story went through various phases 
during the day. First it was a capture, then 
that the Paris put back to Yarmouth Roads, 
Isle of Wight, and finally that it had put 
in to Fotland Bay, on the same island. 


the Paris was 200 miles west of the Lizard 
at the time reported captured, and at 7 p. 
m. I received the following dispatch from 
Hurst Castle, the signal station at the en- 
trance to the Solent, where the Paris must 
have been seen had it returned to the Isle 
of Wight: “ Paris passed here, outward 
bound, at 3 o’clock. yesterday, and has not 
been seen here since.”’ 

This, taken in conjunction with Yhe fact 
that it was signaled when it passed the 
Lizard at 11:28 p. m., shows no foundation 
for the circumstantial statements concern- 
ing the alleged return or the report that it 
had been captured, current on Friday night 
-before the hour it was signaled at the Liz- 
ard. 

‘Itds plain the whole story ts a fabrication. 
It has not returned to the Isle of Wight 
or any other English port, and if it were 
captured there could\ be no means of know- 
ing. the fact unlesg Bighted at sea in the

Captain Watkins kn of the danger of 
capture and before starting offered the pas- 
sengers the option of going ashore and get- 
ting their money refunded. This suggestion 
was received with good natured ridicule. 
‘Judging by the temper of the passengers, 
especially the women, when leaving South- 
ampton, they will be decidedly disappoint- 
ed. if the voyage passes without adventure. 
Captain Watkins’ plan is to keep well in 
shore until the British isles are cleared 
and then make a course wide of the ordinary 
beaten Atlantic route. 

Francis C, Brown, local agent and West- 
ern general manager of the American line 
of steamers, expressed the utmost confidence 
in the safety of the City of Paris, and 
scouted the reports of its having been 
captured by a Spanish crufser. He declared 
it was altogether too speedy to be over- 
hauled by any of the Spanish warships. 

‘The report that I have received tele- 
grams to the effect that the City of Paris 
has been captured,’’»he said, *‘ is without a 
particle of truth. The only message which 
I have received on the subject is one an- 
nouncing that it had passed the Needles, on 
the Isle of Wight, at 3:35 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. 

“That being true there is mighty little 
chance of its capture, for with open water 
there is not a cruiser in the Spanish navy 
to whith it cannot show a clean pair of 
heels. It can easily steam pver twenty 
knots an hour, and under pressure it can 
spurt at a better rate. 

‘Captain Watkins, its commander, is an 
experienced and cautious sailor. An un- 
usually sharp lookout will be kept for other 
boats, and no one concerning whose identity 
- there can be the slightest doubt will be al- 
lowed to get within striking distance of the 
big liner.’’

WAKING ANEW AR 


Reorganization Bill Is 
in the House. 


FAVORED BY M’KINLEYS 


Total of 61,000 Men Secured by 
the Measure, 


FAULTS OF THE OLD SYSTEM. 


Washington, D. C.,.April 23.—The House 
today passed the army reorganization bill 
at the urgent request of the President and 
Secretary of War, but the Senate did not re- 
main in session as was expected, and the bill 
will not go to the President until next week. 

Some fear was expres on the Demo- 
cratic side that the bill might increase the 
regular army in time of peace, but an amend- 
ment prepared by Mr. Bailey, which re- 
moved all doubt on this score, was accepted 
by Mr. Hull, and the bill passed by a unani- 
mous vote. The bill reérganizes the army 
into the three battalion formation d au- 
thorizes the twenty-five regimegts ‘of the 


infantry arm of the service to be recruited 


up to a total of 31,800 enlisted men. It au- 
thorizes the recruiting of the ten regiments 
of the cavalry arm of the service to a total 
of 12,000 enlisted men, the seven regiments 
of the artillery arm of the service to 16,457 
men, and the engineer battalion of five com- 
panies up to 752 enlisted men, including two 
non-commissioned officers, which makes a 
total for these four arms of the service, 
when at a maximum strength, of 61,010. The 
increase of officers provided for in the bill is: 
First—Twenty-five Majors, as provided in 
the first section of the bill. These Majors 
are to be a permanent addition to the com- 
missioned officers of the regular army. 
Second—One hundred and fifty commis- 
sioned officers to provide for the two infan- 
try companies in the Third Battalion and for 
man of the twenty-five regiments of infan- 
ry, 
Third—fighty-four Second Lieutenants, 
being. one for each of the e'ghty-four bat- 
teries of artillery when recruited to a war 
strength. The Second Lieutenants are only 
to be added in the discretion of the Presi- 


) ant is necessary and will be commissiored 
for each battery of artillery, it makes a total 
of commissioned officers in excess of the 
present number authorized by law of 259. 
Of this number, as above stated, twenty-five 
are Majors for the permanent Second Bat- 
talion, and the other 234 officers, it is pro- 
vided in the last section of the bill, shall, on 
the conclusion of hostilities, be either ab- 
sorbed by filling any vacancies existing in 
b the other companies of the service or by an 
honorable discharge, which may be deemed 
necessary to reduce the commissioned offi- 
cers of the army to the number now pre- 
vided for by the first section of this act. 


Important Amendments Made. 

The bill has been materially modified 
since it was recommitted by the House a 
fortnight ago. The following important 
proviso was offered by the committee ag an 
amendment: 

‘‘ Provided, That in the event of a call by 
the President for either er ete or the 
militia of the country, the President is au- 
thorized to accept the quotas of troops of 
the various States and Territories, including 
the District\of Columbia, as organized under 
the laws of the States and Territories, in- 
cluding the District*of Columbia.” 

Mr. Hull briefly explained some of the 
features of the bill. He said the infantry 
force of the army as at present organized 
was not efficient in time of war with only 
fifty privates. It placed but twenty-five 
men to each company in the fighting line, 
and made the regular army, which costs on 
a péace footing $23,000,000 per annum, mere- 
‘yv_ornamental. The number of privates in 
“each company had been placed in the bill 

at eighty-four, to conform whkh the organ- 
ization of the national guard in the majority 
of States. 


Purpose to Invade Cuba. 


Mr. Hull said that it was the purpose of the 
General of the army to effect a landing in 
Cuba at the earliest possible moment. It 
would take six weeks or two months te equip 
the volunteer army. 

The United States was doing what no other 
country on earth would dare do-it was 
going into war without provision for a land 
force. Congress made no provision for war 
until war was at hand. Our volunteer army 
would be organized while war existed. Our 
experts on coast defenses said it would be 
absolutely impossible to place volunteer 
forces upon the coast defenses within three 
months owing to the complicated character 
of the new machinery on the siege guns. 
This made the increase in the regular artil- 
lery force imperative. 


Democratic Opposition. 


Mr. Underwood [Dem., Ala.] vigorously 
opposed the medsure, which he declared 
could not possibly pags save under the stress 
of war pressure. 

Mr. Hay [Dem., Va.], who warmly advo- 
cated the bill, denied that the purpose of the 
bill was to give West Point officers com- 
mands which they would otherwise not ob- 
tain. 

Mr. Cox [Dem., Tenn.], a member of the 
committee, supported the bill, which, he 
sald, would make the army efficient in time 
of war. f 

Mr. Marsh [Rep., Ill.] explafned thé merits 
of the measure. 

'Mr. Hull said there could be no doubt 
about the ¢onstruction of the law. The 
supernumeraries would be mustered out 
when the war ceased. 

Mr. Bailey said he thought it was not a 
high compliment to the army to be told that 
the tmetficiency of the army on the eve of 
war was admitted. After thirty yeare of 
peace it seemed to him that the plans of the 
army to meet an emergericy should have 
been perfected. It was strange that an ob- 
solete formation should have been retained 
all these years, What he was particuiarly 
insistent about was that the supernumerary 
officers and men should be mustered out 
when the war closed. 

Mr. Dockery [Dem., Mo.] pressed the same 
point. Mr. Hull finally agreed to offer an 
amendment which would make the language 
acceptable to Mr. Balley. 

Mr. Lacey [Rep., Ia.] offered an amend- 
ment providing that “ during time of aciual 
war promotions for gallantry on the fleld 
may be made for any vacancies in any grade 
in the army without examination and with- 
out regard to seniority.” 


Reward of Fighting Ability. 


Mr. Lacey made a speech in support of his 
amendment, which aroused enthusiastic ap- 
proval. The provision of the bill, he said, 
would make promotions depend upon senior- 
ity and technical skill. Such officers as 
Custer and Sheridan, if the war should 
develop such, would be handicapped. Fight- 
ing ability should be rewarded, not ability 
to pass examinations. Mr. Lacey's state- 
ment that General Forrest, one of the most 
dashing Confederate officers, could hardly 
read armi. write, brought a storm of protests 
from the Confederate veterans. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Bailey was 
adopted, which provided that the army at 
the end of the war should be reduced to a 
peace basis bythe “transfer in the same 
arm of the service or honorable discharge 
under such regulations as the Secretary of 
War may establish ” of supernumerary com- 
missioned officers and men.

REGULARS GO TO CUBA FIRST. 


Belief That the Volunteer Forces Will 
Be in Reserve on 
the Coast. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) * 

Washington, D. C., April 23.—The Presb 
dent today called upon the people of the 
United States for the first time in thirty 
years to manifest their martial strength, 
the call this time being upon a united people 
to go forward to battle with a foreign foe. 
The Secretary of War created a new army 
corps. These actions, taken with other news 


of today, show. that the regular army soon

volunteers will be equipped and drilled. 

The Fresident’s proclamation, while actu- 
ally issued, Was not certified to the Gov- 
ernors of the States and Territories, and will 
not be until Monday. The reason is twofold. 
In the first place the War department de- 
sires to avoid destroyirg the present organ- 
ization of the National Guard, which ts to 
be called into service first. The guard regi- 
ments are composed of twelve companies 
and being officered more numerously than 
the regular army regiments, would have to 
be changed to correspond to the army organ- 
ization in order to comply with the law as it 
exists. The pending Hull bill, however, pro- 
vides for meeting just such an emergency 
and permits the use of the National Guard 
as organized. This consideration is more 
important than would appear at first, inas- 
much as many of the National Guard have 
volunteered only under. condition that they 
may serve as now organized. 

The second consideration which influenced 
the department in postponing the certifica- 
tion of the call until Monday is a desire to 
make sure that adequate arrangements can 
be completed by the quartermaster and com- 
missary departments for transporting and 
feeding the large number of men called for. 

Telegrams have been coming from almost 
every section of the country to Secretary 
Alger from Governors and militia officers 
conveying information as to the length of 
time, surprisingly short in many cases, that 
would be required by them to gather their 
forces ready for muster. The men, as fast 
as mustered in by regular army officers in 
the various States, will be brought to one 
of three great depots—namely: Washington, 
Richmond, and Atlanta—where they will be 
organized to meet the requirements of mod- 
ern army tactics.

The fact that Richmond is named as one 
of these points is taken in some quarters 
as an evidence that Fitzhugh Lee fs to re- 
ceive a volunteer commission, either as one 
of the four Major Generals er one of the 
nine Brigadier Generals provided for in the 
volunteer bill, for it is believed that it was 
largely at his instance that Richmond was 
selected as one of the points of concentra- 
tion. 

In anticipation of the certification of the 
President's call a vast number of letters and 
telegrams has begun to flow in upon Sec- 
retary Alger, offering the services of the 
senders as volunteers in the army. So nu- 
merous are these communications that the 
Secretary has asked the press to notify the 
people that such communications should 
be directed to the Governors “of their re- 
spective States and Territories, as he had 
no authority under the law to accept volun- 
teers directly.

Order by General Miles. 


The formal order for the creation of this 
army division, issued at the War depart- 
ment at the close of office hours, was as 
follows: 

** By direction of the Secretary of War the 
following orders of the President are pub- 
lished for the information and guidance of 
all concerned: 

The. United States troops assembled 
in the Chickamauga National Park will form 
an encampment, to be known as Camp 
George H. Thomas, and will constitute tem- 
porarily an army corps, under the command 
of Major General John R. Brooke. The 
corps Will consist of one division of cavalry, 
one division of infantry, and one brigade of 
light artillery. The cavalry and infantry 
divisions will each be composed of not more 
than three brigades consisting of three or 
more regiments each. The artillery brigade 
will be composed jf two battalions, each 
comprising five batteries. The corps com- 
mander will assign the senior officers pres- 
ent for duty with each arm to the command 
of divisions and brigades. 

“» The infantry regiments concentrated 
at New. Orleans, Louisville, Mobile, Ala., 
and Tampa, Fla., are constituted divisions, 
under the eOmmand of Brigadier General 
William R. Shafter, Brigadier General John 
J. Coppinger, and Brigadier General James 
F. Wade respectively. The division com- 
manders will form their divisions into brig- 
ades and Assign the senior officers present 
for duty to command them, | ;

The people of the District of Columbia 
will see a great many soldiers at the begin- 
ning of next week. By direction of the 
President, the entire National Guard of the 
District, 1,800 strong, has been ordered 
into camp on Monday morning at the Sol- 
diers’ Home, under the command of Brig- 
adier General Harries. The guard will not 
be directly in the service of the United 
States government, but, being in camp, 
fully equipped and armed, will be in a posi- 
tion for instant service in case of demand. 

While it is the purpose of the War depart- 
‘ment to secure only national guardsmen as 
far as possible under this first call for vol- 
unteers, yet, in States where there are no 
national guards, or where the number falls 
below the quota stated in the call, the 
States will be expected to supply the volun- 
teers, regardless of their lack of organiza- 
ee In fact, this must be done under the 
aw. 


Day of Wild Rumors. 


The Navy department was considerably 
excited today over a vast number of rumors 
which came from all sources reporting the 
seizures of ships. At the close of the day 
Secretary Long said that he had a notice of 
only one seizure so far, thateof the Buena 
Ventura, already reported. It has not yet 
been determined what disposition to make of 
this ship, nor has it been decided to order 
it before a prize court. 

No purchases of ships were made during 
the day, but all the energies of the depart- 
ment were bent toward the speedy equip- 
ment.of those already acquired. It is not 
belleved that any official notice has been 
received by the department concerning the 
blockading squadron, although rigid adhe- 
sion to the rule of not giving out any news 
as to the movement of ships might have pre- 
vented knowledge of any such dispatch from 
leaking out. 

Word came during the day in the shape 
of a cable from Martinique that the Spanish 
ships Alicante and Montserrat had sailed to 
day from 8t. Pierre for some Cuban port, 
having on board 800 men. It is likely that 
this information will be speedily communi- 
cated to Captain Sampson.

REFUGEES ARRIVE AT KINGSTON 


British Steamer Carries Twenty-seven 
Cubans from Santiago to 
Jamaica.

Kingston, Jamaica, April 23.—[Copyright, 
1898, by W. R. Hearst.]—The British steam- 
ship Ely, which has just arrived, having on 
board twenty-seven refugees from Guan- 
tanamo, Cuba, was placed in quarantine, 
The Ely cleared from Kingstgn for New 
York April 15, via Guantanamo, for a sugar 
eargo. The local junta endeavored to char- 
ter it to bring Cuban refugees from San- 
tiago, but her agent declined the risk. The 
Ely was consigned to Thomas Brooks & 
Co., the most important firm in southern 
Cuba, who have returned the Ely to 
Jamaica with the refugees, under strong 
pressure from Portuando, the well-known 
merchants of Santiago, who came on ‘the 
Brookline. It is believed the refugees ir- 
elude the most imfluential families of that 
section, and they will probably be released 
upon forty-elght hours’ duration, if the bill 
of health is clean. 


Indict Them Under Election Laws. 

True bills were returned by the grand jury 
yesterday egainst John Schmidt and Will- 
jam Richardson, both of whom are said to 
have violated the election laws.

SOME CRAFT SAFE IN PORT. 


New York, April 23.—[{Special.]—A careful 
review of the weekly compendium of the 
New York Maritime Register, just issued, 
shows that there are at the present moment 
on the high seas exactly 760 vessels flying 
the American flag.

The Baltimore 
and the Dom Pedro, which have also been 
engaged in the same trade, are now held in 
Baltimore by the owners awaiting develop- 
ments. 

Of the fleet of C. Morton Stewart & Co., the 
Glad Tidings, Captain Collier, is bound for 
Brazil; the White Wings, bound for Rio, 
Captain H. E. Klages, passed out of the

It finally became necessary 
to intimate to Secretary Sherman as gently 
as it could be done that the presence of a 
more vigorgogs Secretary of State has now 
become ind Spensable. 

Mr. Sherman was exceedingly slow to ac- 
cept this view and the interview between 


have been rather painful. Major McKinley 
still entertains a fond regard for the famous 
old financier, and the request for his resigna- 
tion, for it amounted to that, was only made 
when the public interests imperatively de- 
manded it. For a long time Judge Day has

ELIGIBLES TO BE DROPPED. 


Civil Service Commission Finds Au- 
thority to Reject Patrolmen Who 
Have Bad Records.

It 
was nearly 6:30 o'clock, however, and was 
growing dusk when the yacht was reached 
and the men taken off. They were in a 
thoroughly exhausted condition when res-

The boat was strained and battered as the 
result of the pounding it received, but was 
not seriously damaged.

Plot Against Lumbermen’s Loan

CHARGE ATTEMPT TO WRECK 


Indictments were voted by the grand jury 
yesterday against Attorney Edward Owings 
Towne and John L. Mowatt, charging them 
with conspiracy to wreck the Lumberman’s 
Building and Loan association of Chicago. 

It is charged that Towne and Mowatt, who 
is employed as a clerk by the receiver of 
the Mechanics and Traders’ Building and 
Loan association, attempted, by unwarrant- 
ed means, to cause a panic among the 3,000 
depositors and shareholders in the Lumber- 
men's Building and Loan association and 
force the concern into the hands of a re- 
ceiver. According to the assertions of the 
prosecution Attorney Towne visited various 
shareholders in the association and showed 
them a bill which he said he was going to. 
file asking for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. To this bill he is said to have solicit- 
ed the siggatures of at least nine stock- 
holders in the association, as that number 
is required before a bill can be filed in court.

Specu- 
lative inclinations may for a time band them 
together, but assuming burdens for other 
people’s sake is really neither the Wall 
street theory nor the Wall street practice. 

So far it has been easy to carry stocks. 
Money has been cheap. It is getting over 
that. Sterling exchange advances and gold 
imports are checked, perhaps stopped. Com- 
mercial per begins to sell with difficulty. 
Merchants and manufacturers are being 
turned down at their banks. Time money 
tightens all over the country. Evenon prime 
security collateral 6 per cent has already 
become the Wall street time rate. On 
call, with securities for collateral subject to 
sale offhand, loans at the end, of the week 
range from 3 to 3% per cent. For a long 
time past the ruling rate has been down 
around 1 percent. Banks are playing tag 


' with war time conditions. They are giving 


the scantiest possible accommodations on 
time. concentrating to the utmost their 
funds on call, so as to be ready for the cer- 
tain money market squeezes close ahead. 
Here, from the banking standpoint, its a con- 
servative, colorless statement, the expres- 
sion to nfe this evening of one of New York's 
most important bankers: 
“ Higher rates for money are altogether 
probable. In times like these when there are 
many dangers and possibilities of quick 
shrinkage in the value of collaterals it is 
unreasonable to expect the banks to extend 
themselves and to allow themselves to stand 
in danger. Ever since the Maine disaster 
we have been gradually strengthening our 
position. Today we are loaning no more 
money on time than we canhelp. We would 
much rather loan money on call, so that it 


' @an be readily called in when we want it. 


Money Has Been Too Cheap. 


“ Really the present money market is noth- 
ing more than is warranted by actual busi- 
ness conditions. Fora long time past money 
has been abnormally cheap. And cheap 
money is not usually a sign of a healthy 
state of affairs. Under no circumstances do 
I expect to see an early return to the old 
low level of rates. There is no use in dis- 
guising the facts; it pays to look the silua- 
tion squarely in the face. Apprehension in 
financial circles is going to mean tighter 
money. There may be no sudden and gen- 
eral calling’ of loans, but you can be sure 
that the banks will not™hesitate.to call for 


‘ more margins should security values begin |

to decline. 
Last November and December we had a 


' period of low rates for time money. Many 


Wall street people at that time seized the 
opportunity and borrowed funds for four, 
five, and six months. Many of those loans 
are now falling due and our banks are show- 
ing no disposition to renew them. It is posst- 
ble that from this will come an unusually 
large demand for loans’ which will not be 
immediately supplied.” 

Russell Sage talks much in the same way, 
only he adds positive predictions of security 
market liquidation and won't be surprised 
if there is an early panic. Mr. Sage has 
been home sick most of this week, but his 
clerks have not hada vacation. He has kept 
them busy calling loans. 

James R. Keene has become bullish. But 
e is worrying about his health, and he 
seems for the time to be pretty much out 
of the stock market. 


Flower as a Bull Factor. 


The most important factor on the bull side 
is former Governor R. P. Flower, whose as- 
sociates stand sturdily committed with him 
to the belief that standard stocks are al- 
ready selling below their intrinsic worth, 
and therefore are entitled to do better. , De- 
served prestige has been added to the Flower 
interest in the stock market, by the way, in 
which what are known asthe Flower stocks, 
particularly Rock Island and Chicago Gas, 
which have stood up against specially de- 
pressing conditions. 

While other Wall street leaders have been 
content to unload upon friends and follow- 
ers, the Flower stocks have been consistent- 
ly and persistently purchased by inside 
Though Governor Flower personally was for 
a couple of months absent from Wall street, 
his financial colleagues and personal repre- 
sentatives have been steadfast and true. 
The exhibit is, for Wall street, exceedingly 
creditable and wholesome. 

Throughout the recent decline in the stock 
market it has been over and over again an- 
nounced that some of the big insurance com- 
panies have been adding largely to their 
security holdings. If one-half of the cur- 
rent representations on this account are 
true, the policy-holders in some of the coat 
panies may find it advisable to do a Httle* 
scrutinizing. One company, for instance, 
was credited about a month ago with buying 
1,000 shares of New York Central stock in 
one lump, around 116. That stock has since 
been down ten points. This item alone 
would represent a loss of $100,000.

BE ORGANIZED. 


Its Formation Will Be in Accordance 
with the Spirit of the Christian Com- 
mission of 1861—Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey Will Join Hands with 
Illinois in the Undertaking—Meet- 
ing Is Called for Tomorrow Noon at 
Association Building. 


In response: to a telegraphic invitation 
from Philadelphia, signed H. C. McCook and 
George W. Bailey, Illinois and Chicago has 
been asked to unite with Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey in the organization of a National 
Relief association. The telegram was ad- 


dressed to B. F. Jacobs, and it announced 


that the two States would unite at a meet- 
ing tomorrow noon to organize in accordance 


with the spirit of the Christian commission 


of 1861. 
Mr. Jacobs read the invitation to the 


gathering at the regular weekly exposition 
of the Sunday-school lesson at Association 
Auditorium yesterday noon. He asked for 
codperation in securing such a gathering of 
ministers and laymen at the same place to- 
morrow noon as the dignity of the occasion 
and the spirit of the invitation warranted. 
Notification that a similar meeting to be 


held at the same hour in Chicago was wired 


to Philadelphia by Mr. Jacobs. 

“There is no question of the hearty co- 
operation of Christian Chicago and Illinois 
with Pennsylvania and New Jersey in a 
movement of this sort,’’ said Mr. Jacobs.

St. Paul Road’s Through Ser- 
vice to Denver Ends May 3. 


CHANGE IN A SCHED 


Rock Island’s New Time Card 
Cuts Off Its Connection. . 


EASTBOUNDSHIPMENT LIGHT 


Through train service to Denver by the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railway 
will be abandoned. Notice was issued yes- 
terduy by the passenger department of the 
road that, owing to a change of time to be 
made on Sunday, May 8, by the Chicago, 
Ro¢k Island and Pacific railway, whereby 
its train from Chicago for Colorado and the 
West will reach Omaha at 1:25 p. m. and 
leave Omaha for Denver at 1:30 p. m., it will 
be impossible for the St. Paul road to make 
that connection with its train No. 3 from 
Chicago. 

Breaking this connection necessitates the 


‘discontinuance of the St. Paul's Chicago and 


Denver sleeping car line, which. was run 
over the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
roal to Omaha and thence to Denver over 
the Rock Island road. Consequently the 
last Pullman sleeping car through from (‘hi- 
cago to Denver via that route will leave Chi- 
cago on the Chicago,’ Milwaukee and St. 
Paul's train No. 3on Tuesday, May 3. The 
change also necessitates the discontinuance 
of the St. Paul’s through tourist car between 
Chicago and California via the Midland 
route, and the last west-bound tourist car 
for Los Angeles left Chicago yesterday. On 
Sunday, May §8, the starting time of train 
No. 3 from Chicago to Omaha will be set 
back to 10:25 p. m., and the train will run 
via Monticello. 


East-Bound Shipments Grow Less, 


Notwithstanding the low rates at which 
the Chicago east-bound roads are taking 
grain and provisions to the Atlantic sea- 
board, east-bound shipments last week kept 
declining. The total shipments for the 
week from Chicago to local and through 
points in the East by the all-rail lines ag- 
gregated 69,662 tons, against 73,006 tons for 
the week previous and 52,655 tons for the 
corresponding week last year. 

The reason why the low freight rates do 
not stimulate the traffic is that the lake 
transportation lines are getting the bulk of 
the business. Last week's shipments by the 
lake lines amounted to 160,208 tons, against 
188,833 tons for the week previous. The 
percentages carried by the various roads 
were as folldws: Michigan Central, 8.8; 
Wabash, 7.3; Lake Shore, 13.1; Fort Wayne,

LAGS IN CHICAGO. 


BMALL ADVANCE HERE WHILE IT 
CLIMBS IN OTHER MARKETS, 


Indifference of July Delivery in This 
City Since the Maine Disaster Is 
Noticeable—Leiter’s Influence Be- 
lieved to Be Against This Future— 
His Agents Buying Off Grades—Con- 
ditions in Various Foreign Markets 
~—Local Traders Guided by Prospects.

The Chicago wheat market did little yes- 
terday in the line of correcting the dis- 
parity between it and the other markets of 
the world. The July delivery only ad- 
vanced % cent from the close Friday, at 
88% cents, while the same delivery in Min- 
neapolis and Duluth advanced 24@2% cents, 
and even St. Louis, the center of good crop 
reports, advanced 14% cents. New York was 
off % cent at the close of the regular mar- 
ket, but had a little curb boom by way of 
evening. up matters. 
The Chicago advance was only scored aft- 
er a decline of a full cent below the close of 
Friday, and on great provocation. 


.Conditions in Foreign Markets. 


The Liverpool market showed no further 
gain, but maintained all of the remarkable 
advance of Friday. Paris was up 1% to 
25% cents and Antwerp was up 1% cents. 

All this was not a circumstance to the ad- 

vices regarding Russian wheat. They were 
to the effect that Russian prices are up 15 
cents for a week and that Russia offerings 
to Great Britain have been withdrawn. 
There was the phenomenal strength in the 
a good flour trade, and half a 
dozen other minor considerations to make 
shorts uneasy about st2#nding on their lines 
over Suhday. In view of all this the net 
advance in July is insignificant and sug- 
gests the preponderance of local bearish 
sentiment. 
_ Crop prospects and a belief that Leiter’s 
influence is against July seem to outweigh 
everything else presented. Leiter reported 
the sale of 125,000 bushels of wheat abroad 
and as much more right here in Chicago. 
There cannot be much question as to his 
intentions in regard to:the May deal. He 
has been getting control of all his cash 
wheat here and in the Northwest and load- 
ing it out as rapidly as possible. He was 
loading three cargoes of wheat here yes- 
terday and a round lot by rail. 


Buys Off-Grade Wheat. 


More significant still is his appearance in 
the sample wheat market, competing for the 
grain which cleaning houses can make into 
No. 2 red or No. 1 Northern and dump on 
him on May deliveries. His representative, 
James 8S. Templeton, was an active buyer of 


off grade wheat yesterday. There is no 


question that Leiter is an aggressive bull in 
May wheat, and just why the crowd should 
so unanimously decide that he is short July 
and bearish on it is not clear. 

Leiter pooh-poohed the idea that he is a 
July bear, and intimates that he has no in- 
terest in that future. The rumor that a 
Leiter cargo had been seized by a Spanish 
man-of-war turned attention to possibilities 
of interference with commerce as having a 
bearing on prices. The local traders seem 
to have settled into a dogged indifference to 
everything but the new crop prospect, and 
into an idea that war is after all a bear 
consideration.

STORY OF THE STIRRING EVENTS OF A CENTURY AGO 


EN the world over are preparing 
to celebrate during the coming summer 
the ever ‘to be remembered uprising of 
1798. It is just a hundred years ago that 
a number of ardent patriots conceived 

the idea of an uprising in Ireland, and an 
invasion of the island by French troops to 
take place simultaneously, and had it not 
teen for treachery and the inadequacy on 
account of numbers of the French to cope 
with the situation victory would perhaps 
have perched on the patriots’ banners and 
the complexion of the map of Europe would 
have been materially changed. 

But if nothing else was achieved the up- 
rising made patriots and martyrs, and it is 
to commemorate this event that sons of the 
olf sod from South Africa to the Klondike 
and from America to Australia are pre- 

ng to make the home of the “ sham- 
rock so dear ’”’ the Mecca of their pilgrimage 
this summer. From the uttermost parts of 
the earth will go deputations and individuals 
to give potent effect to their aspirations and 
contentions that Ireland is still Ireland, and 
hopes some day to take her place in the 
national constellation. ets 

In every city, town, and village in Ireland 
committees are being formed and subscrip- 
tions raised to make the centenary com- 
memoration not only a success in its his- 
torical and picturesque aspect, but also to 
reaffirm with renewed vigor the principies 
of the uprising of 1798 and tell the world by 
the enthusiastic celebration of the event 
that the Irish nation represented now by a 
cosmopolitan population is as Irish 1n heart 
and soul as ever, and hopes and looks cen- 
fidently for freedom in the near future from 
the control of Albion. 


Best Speakers Are Secured. 


The celebration was to have taken place 
in May, but for important reasons has been 
postponed until July. Meanwhile prepara- 
tions are going on to make the event one of 
world-wide significance. The finest speak- 
ers, both native and of Irish descent, will 
tell the multitudes that will gather all over 
Ireland that now as never before were the 
prospects for the island’s future so bright, 
and the virtues of those who have died in 
the country’s causeewill be retold with all 
the pathos and rhetoric of which the oratory?

Every historic spot will be venerated as 
never before and the deeds recalled which 
have made these places dear to the heart of 


recall in 1795 of Lord Fitzwilliam. This 
nobleman came to Ireland with the avowed 
object of granting Catholic emancipation.

‘Tone Goes to France. 

In February, 1796, after he had been to 
America, Tone undertook the mission to 
France, for the purpose of securing the aid 
of an invading army which should coéperate 
with the uprising from the interior. The 
sincerity with which he pleaded his cause 
attracted the admiration of all with whom 
he came in contact, and through the influ- 
ence of letters of introduction which Tone 
had obtained in Washington from the French 
Minister, the French government apparently 
lent a willing ear. Tone requested that an 
army of 15,000 or 20,000 should be dispatched 
to invade Ireland. This could not be agreed 
to and the. negotiations extended into the 
winter of 1786. In the meantime Tone was 
made in turn a General of Brigade and Ad- 
jutant General in the French army and in- 
troduced to General Hoche, who was to have 
command of the invading forces when all the 
arrangements should have been completed. 
On the 16th of December everything was in 
readiness and Tone and Hoche set sail with 
forty-three vessels, carrying 13,500 men and 
200,000 stand of arms. This fleet which was

clear, never landed in an Irish port. There 
was an unaccountable delay at the beginning 
which kept the fleet in the harbor of Brest 
from the 7th to the 16th of December On 
the 17th anchor was shipped and sail set; 
Bantry Bay was sighted on the 21st, and, al- 
though weather and everything else was 
propitious, no landing was effected—in fact 
it was not even attempted. 

After the fleet set sail misfortune seemed 
to pursue it. One magnificent line-of-battle 
ship with 1,100. men on board ran against a 
rock in the narrow channel from Brest to 
the ocean, called the Raz, and all on board 
perished. The second day out the fleet was 
scattered by a storm and did not again fully 
reunite. The frigate on which were, by a 
fatal error, General Hoche and the Admiral 
of the fleet was blown far into the Atlantic 
and finally returned to France without see- 
ing any of its comnsorts. Fifteen sailed with 
§,000 men under General Grouchy and Ad- 
miral Bouvet, got into Bantry Bay, and 
while deliberating as to the prudence of 
landing a storm arose and reduced the force 
to 6,000 men. Notwithstanding the protests 
of Tone, another storm arising, the French 
Admiral gave ofders to cut cable and go back 
to France. General Grouchy afterwards 
expressed his regret to Tone that he did not 
take Bouvet by the collar and throw him 
overboard. In spite of the storm the fleet 
got back to’Brest with very little loss, 


Dutch Assistance Fails, Too. 

The abortive attempt to secure the end 
sought for did not discourage Tone from 
continuing his efforts, and he went to work 
again with increased vigor, although the 
future looked black and offered little hope. 
Through the influence of Hoche he suc- 
ceeded in getting the ear of the Batavian or 
Dutch republic, which placed at his dis- 
posal for the invasion of Ireland a large fleet 
and 15,000 men. They were ready to sail in 
the beginning of July, 1797, but contrary 
winds set in and locked them up in the Texel 
for six weeks, when all the provisions were 
exhausted and the troops were compelled 
to disembark. After the latter event Ad- 
miral De Winter, taking advantage of a

land, General 


was dispatched ta 


Ireland at the head of a force of 1,100 men 
and landed in Killala, County Mayo, in 
August, 1798, and occupied that town. At 
Castlebar, the capital of the county, aided 
by the Irish peasants who had joined his 
standard, Humbert routed with slaughtera 
superior British force under Generals Lake 
and Hutchinson. The flight of the British 
wa® so precipitate that the engagement is 
called to this day the “ races of Castlebar.” 
Humbert, after more successes, marched 
into the interior of the country, and was 
compelled to surrender to an overwhelming 
force under Lord Cornwallis at a place 
called Ballinamuck, in County Longford, 
on Sept. 8 The French were received as 
prisoners, but the Irish were slaughtere 
without mercy. 


/ Tone Condemned to Die. | 


In September another force of 3,000 men 
under General Hardy set sail. After a 
twenty days’ cruise this squadron, com- 
manded by Admiral Bompart, was encoun- 
tered by a British fleet under Sir John Bor- 
lase Warren, and after a severe fight Tone, 
who was on the Hoche, and the other officers 
of the ship were taken prisoners and brought 
to Letterkenny. Lord Cavan invited the 
officers to dinner, and during the course of 
the meal Tone was recognized and arrested. 
Tone was subsequently taken to Dublin and 
confined in the provost in the royal bar- 
racks. At his trial, which commenced on 
Nov. 10 and which resulted in his condem- 
nation to death, he read a paper which was 
designed to.place his efforts for Ireland on 
record beyond all possibility of a misconcep- 
tion as to his aims and ambitions. He said 
in part: 

The connection with England I have ever con- 
sidered as the bane of the prosperity and happl- 
ness of Ireland, and I have done everything in 
my power to break it, and to raise 5,000,000 of 
my countrymen to the rank of citizens. ete 
In the glorious race of patriotism I have pursued 
the path chalked out by Waehington in America 
and Kosciusko in Poland. Like the latter I have 
failed to emancipate my country; and unlike 
both, I have forfeited my life. I have done my 
duty, and I have no doubt the court will do 
theirs, and I have only to add that a man who 
has thought and acted as I have done should be 
armed against the fear of death. 


Career of Lord Edward Fitzgerald. 


Another picturesque and intensely pa- 
triotic character in this portion of Irish his- 
tory was Lord Edward Fitzgerald, a son of 
the first Duke of Leinster. While Tone was 
working in France he and other compatriots 
were doing their best to perfect the organi- 
zation at home and make it ready to strike 
an effective blow when the right time should 
come. Through the agency of spies the 
English government were first informed of 
the rebel doings in Ireland. On the 12th of 
March the Directory was arrested and on 
the 17th the remaining leaderg issued a 
manifesto counseling prudence and the de- 
sirability of waiting the arrival of the 
French, who were expected about the end 
of April or early in May. The Directory 
was arrested at Oliver Bond’s house through 
the treachery of Thomas Reynolds, to whom 
it has been stated the English government 


| 


paid the sum of $225,000 for the betrayal of 
political people. Lord Edward Fitzgerald 
had friends in high places, and when it was 
determined to effect the capture of the Di- 
rectory every opportunity was offered him 
to make his escape from the country. Lord 
Clare sent an emissary to him to say that 
every port should be opened to him and no 
opposition raised to his departure provided 
he would go at once. But he rejected all 
these offers. 

“It is out of the question,” he sald, “* Iam 
too deeply pledgéd to these men to be able 
to withdraw with honor.’’ 

Lord Edward went into hiding at once, so 
that his leadership might be effective when 
the opportune time came to strike the blow. 
In the meantime on the 30th of March a 
proclamation was issued declaring Ireland 
in a state of rebellion; It is only necessary 
to quote Lechy, the historian, to show what 
this proclamation meant to Ireland. He 
says concerning it: ‘It Operred a scene of 
horrors harauly surpassed in the modern his- 
tory of Europe.” This had the effect of 
hastening the time when the rebellion should 
become open, and the leaders consequently 
named the 23d of May as the best time for 
decisive action. During all this time every 
every effort was being made to effect the 
capture of Lord Edward Fitzgerald, but It 
was unsuccessful. So on the llth day of 
May a proclamation was promulgated offer- 
ing a reward of £1,000 for his capinre, and 
where sleuth hounds failed the treachery of 
supposed friends succeeded and he was ar- 
rested on the 19th of the month. Lord Ed- 
ward made a desperate fight for his liberty, 
but the odds were greatly against him, and 
he was finally overpowered after having his 
arm badly ‘shattered by a bullet fired by 
Sirr. He was taken to the castle and care- 
fully guarded. But his wounds were fatal, 
and on the 4th of June he died a martyr to 
his country’s cause. 


Insurgents Are Temporarily Successful 


The rebellion broke out at Naas, Prosper- 
yous, and Rathaugen, in Kildare, on the 23d 
of May. The insurgents were temporarily 
successful, but were finally subdued with 
much slaughter by the royal forces under 
General Duff. Irish historians claim that 
most of the rebels were* killed after sur- 
render. In the County Wexford the re- 
bellion began on the 26th of May under 
Father John Murphy, who defeated the Brit- 
ish forces at Camolin May 26, at Oulart Hill 
May 27, and Enniscarthy May 28, Desperate 
battles occurred also in front of Wexford 
Town, which was taken by the insurgents at 
New Ross June 5, where the fighting lasted 
thirteen hours and resulted in a drawn bat- 
tle. On June 9 was fought the battle of 
Arklow, in County Wicklow, one of the 
bloodiest of the war, and which ended in the 
death of Father Michael Murphy. The re- 
bellion in Wexford virtually terminated with 
the battle of Vinegar Hill on June 20. where 
20,000 British troops, after a fierce struggle, 
captured the Irish position, the Irish re- 
treating in good order. In the North of Ire- 
land the Presbyterian rebels under Monroe 
and McCracken made a most gallant fight 


at Antrim Town, Ballinahinch, and Saint- 
field. In the end, however, they were over- 
whelmed and the leaders who did not fall 
in*battle were captured and hanged. 

Lord Cornwallis was the last actor to figure 
extensively in this tragic drama of 1798. He 
was sent at the end of that year to act as 
Lord. Licutenant and Commander-in-Chief, 
and’he wrote in a letter to Pitt: “ The life of 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland comes up to my 
idea of perfect misery.’’ His administration 
&ave the rebellion its death blow, and he 
brought about the logislative union with 
Great Britain-which has ever since existed. 


Aim of the Commemoration. 


The coming celebration is intended not 
alone to honor the memory of the men who 
fought and died, but also to make Ireland 
and the world at large familiar with their 
principles and their objects. Tie demon- 
strations are expected to have a _ veri- 
fying effect on Lrish national politics. While 
the Irish people today recognize their pres- 
ent inability to meet England on the fleld of 
battle, as did their grandfathers in 1798, 
they at the same time evidently desire to 
let England and Christendom at large know 
that they have not surrendered the hope 
of ultimate independence,. and are not 
ashamed to honor the means by which their 
grandsires sought to obtain it. Had Glad- 
stone’s home rule bill carried in 1886 there 
whuld be infinitely less of bitterness in the 
commemoration of the great struggle of 
100 years ago, because then an Irish ParMa- 
ment would be enabled to lay a chaplet of 
glory on the graves of the heroes who died 
in the assertion of Irish liberty.

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EMPEROR OF AUSTRIA ASKS 
INSTRUCTION OF CHICAGO. 


Through His Minister of Justice He Gets the Particulars of 
the Bertillon System of Identification of Crimi- - *— 
| nals to Apply It in His Empire. 


RANZ JOSEPH, Emperor of Austria, 
has sent to Chicago to learn how to 
identify criminals. Paris, the home of 
the Bertillon system, furnishes no 
longer the’ foremost example of its 

use. Chicago has reached that distinction. 
In response to tRe request of the Minister 
of Justice of the Empire of Austria the Chi- 
cago Police department has just sent to the 
government of his imperial Majesty. Franz 
Joseph, photographs of four typical crim- 
inals, together with copies of the forms and 
measurements used by the department in the 
identification of criminals by the Bertillon or 
metric system of classification. These four 
pictures will be used by the Austrian govern- 
ment as the nucleus or foundation for the 
adoption of the photographic and metric 
measurement system of handling criminals. 
It is a fact not generally known outside 
of police and criminal cireles that the Chi- 
cago Police department has the second larg- 
est collection in the world of double photo- 
graphs of criminals and their physical 
measurements. Theré are more than 18,000 
of these pictures, and over 36,000 photo- 
graphs of lawbreakers grace the albums and 
indexed boxes in the Bureau of Identifica- 
tion, formerly known as “ rogues’ gallery,’* 
which occupy two large rooms on the second 
floor of the **‘ Armory” or Harrison Street 
Police Station. This city is also headquar- 
ters of the National Identification bureau, 
which is maintained by the national! organ- 


‘| ization of the Chiefs of Police of the prin- 


cipal American cities. According to Pro- 
fessor Nichols of the British Journal of 
Photography Chicago was the first city in 
the world to apply the science of photog- 
raphy to the practical work of thief catch- 
ing and identification. Under the super- 
vision of General Superintendent of Police 
Austin J. Doyle in June, 1884, the depart- 
ment established the “‘ rogues’ gallery,’’ and 
Captain Michael P. Evans, then a desk ser- 
geant at police headquarters, was placed in 
charge of the work of making pictures of 
criminals. In 1891 the Bertillon system of 
measurement was added, and also the prac- 
tice of making front and side view photo- 
graphs of criminals with records, since 
which time the fame of the Chicago Bureau 
of Identification has spread throughout the 
civilized world. , 


Chicago System in Germany. 


The Chicago system is in operation in Ber- 
lin and throughout Germany, the principles 
and sample photographs and measurements

qualities that will eventually, as they ex- 
press it, “* make him a great forger.”’ 
George, alias John, Stahl, the German type, 
is an habitual criminal. His chief spectalty 
is burglary, for which he was arrested five 
times in Chicago, the last time in August, 
1891, receiving a sentence of eight years 
under the habitual criminals act. Stahl is 
considered by the police to possess the hered- 
itary criminal instinct in a marked degree. 
Of his career in Germany before he came 
to this country little is known. He isan ex- 
cellent musician and until recently was the 
leader of the Jollet Penitentiary Band. 
Pedro Banardnae, alias Mauro Andrea, 
alias Carlo Pacini and Goella Natolina Pa- 
cini, is at present under arrest fn St. Louis 
for swindling a number of his fellow-coun- 
trymen out of several thousand dollars by 
means of a confidence game. He was ar- 
rested twice in Chicago and on Feb. 16, 1892, 
was sentenced to four years in Joliet for 
conspiracy to defraud. He is well known to 
the police of New Orleans, where he was a 


member of the Mafia and under arrest sev- - 


eral times for conspiracy and perpetrating 
confidence games. He bears the convict 
brard of the Italian government upon his 
person and also the insignia of the Mafia 
tattooed in biue ink upon his arm, as well 
as the name “ Pasquini Grelia Natolini,”’ 
which is believed-to be his true patronymic 


Good Criminal Types. 


These four pictures were selected by Cap- 
tain Evans and forwarded to the Austrian 
government because the chief of the Iden- 
tification bureau considered them first-ciass 
types of the class of criminals they repre- 
sent. Their measurements by the Bertiilion 
System accompany the photographs in suita- 
ble spaces on the cards, 

There cre two things which the modern 
criminal dreads more than the law. They 
are the photograph camera and the Ber- 
tillon system of measurement. The profes- 
sional criminal will take his chances with 
the law as his prototypes and predecessors 
did since the world first became cursed with 
crime, but no matter how shrewa the modern 
criminal may naturally be nor how wily he 
has become through training and experience 
he cannot combat or défeat science. Once 
his record goes into the archives and his 
photograph and measurements are taken 
he becomes a useless object im the field of 
crime and a more useful member.of the com- 


munity; for with the general adoption of the

While the Chicago Police department in 
1884 first adopted the custom af taking the 
photographs of all criminals of importance 
and established the “ rogues’ gallery,” con- 
taining over 8,000 single view photographs, 
to M. Alphonse Bertillon of Paris belongs 
the fame of originating the metric system 
of measurements which bears his name, 
M. Alphonse Bertillon is a bright, quick, 
active man with a penetrating and calcu- 
lative eye, who has devoted his entire ener- 
gies to the perfection of the system. To per- 
fect it and demonstrate its accuracy he has 
‘collected over 300,000 pictures of criminals 
and obtained their measurements, all of 
which are properly indexdd in the Depart- 
ment of Justice in Paris. M. Bertillon re- 
cently came into new prominence as an ade 
verso witness in the Zola trial, where he 
spoke decidedly as an expert in handwrit- 
ing, though that would hardly seem to come 
witnin his province. Heis distinguished pre- 
eminently as the author of a system which 
will always bear his name and ever be & 
terror to evil doers. 


National Identification Bureau. 


George M. Porteus, who went to Paris an@ 
atudied the system under Bertillon in 1939, 
is now im charge of the National Identifica- 
tion bureau, located on the top floor of the 
Chicago City Hall. This bureau has been 
established about five months, and it now 
contains nearly 7,000 pictures and measure- 
ments of criminals. It ‘s maintained by 
the National Association of Police Chiefs, 
and directed by a board of governors. . Thus 
far the work of the bureayg has been entirely 
educational, so far as the police depart- 
ments of the principal cities are concerned. 
The national gallery andeits records are of 
greater value to these cities than a large 
increase in their police force would be, . 

When a criminal ts caught by any of the 
departments having membership in the 
national bureau his picture and measure- 
ments are taken and forwarded to Super- 


intendent Porteus, who looks up his record, . 


When this is done, and returned to the de- 
partment making the arrest, the effect upon 
the criminal is almost magical. He imme- 
diately becomes ready to turn up any prop- 
erty he may have concealed, and gives the 
police a great deal of valuable information, 
for, in view of the fact that he ts In the na~- 
tional list, it becomes to his advantage te 
cultivate leniency, and make the best bar- 
gain with the police hecan. As fast as the 
different cities affiliated with the national 
bureau adopt the Bertillon system they 
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also establish their own photographic de- 
partments.

The three that do jhe next largest: busi- 
ness claim an average of perhaps 300 pairs. 
The four or five whose custom is among 
poorer people—people who do not invariably 
wear gloves and who rarely wear light 
colored ones—would average easily 20 pairs 
a day each. That means that at a most con- 
servative estimate less than a dozen depurt- 
ment stores in the center of the city handle 
for cleaning purposes only something like 
2,500 pairs of gloves every day in the year, - 
or 912,500 pairs annually. The actual clean- 
ing is all practically in the hands of one firm 
out on the West Side. From the hundreds 
and hundreds of small dyeing and cleaning 
establishments scattered all up and down 
the ‘highways and byways of the city it is 
impossible to get any figures on which to 
base statistics.

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TO EXPLORE KLONDIKE. 


Swedish Expedition Now in Can- 
ada on Its Way to Make a 
Scientific Investigation. 


SWEDISH scientific expedition to ex- 
plore the Klondike and the Yukon 
Valley gold districts in Alaska left 
Sweden the last days of March, and is 
now in Canada. 
The leader of the expedition is the geologist 
and traveler, Dr. Otto Nordenskjold, a son of 
the famous Professor Nordenskjold. The ex- 
pedition comprises nine members in all, 
among them being Dr. Frith Anderson, geol- 
ogist, and J. Lundblad, KB. Wrickson, and J. 
Akerstrom, expert river men from the north- 
ern part of Sweden. 
The expedition will remain for two years in 
Alaska, and thé expenses, estimated to about 
$50,000, aré paid by Coundilor C, A. V. Ek, a 
wealthy Swede fn Stockholm. The researches 
are to be conducted under the protection of 
the Swedish Oscar being 
much interested in the welfare of the expedi- 
tion. 
The journey has been taken by the way of 
Canada, because the Dominion government 
is much concerned in the results of the expe- 
dition, and invited Dr. Nordenskjold’to visit 
Ottawa, and deliver several. lectures on his 
aim and purpose, the results expected, and 
the geological and geographical condition of 
‘Alaska as far as it is now known to science. 
When the members of the expedition left 
Stockholm thousands of people gathered at 
the rallway station to bid them good-by, and- 
this was repeated at Gothenborg when the 
party left Sweden for England. The whole 
outfit of the expedition will be procured in 
Canada. From time to time reports over 
the progress of the expedition will be for- 
warded to Canada and Sweden. 
Just before leaving Stockholm Dr. Nor- 
denskjold was interviewed on the subject of 
his present journey. He said: 
“The scientific work will principally be 
geological. Alaska is at present almost un- 
known in a geological sense. It ie a rich 
field, and.J expect it will give most interest- 
ing results. Our work will no doubt be much 
facilitated by the numerous cuttings that 
have recently been made, permitting us to 
observe the various formations. 
‘To me personally it will be extremely 
interesting to compare the geological 
structure of Alaska with Terra del Fuego, 
which I have thoroughly explored. The 
many years that I have given to explorations 
of subarctic countries have convinced me 
that In Alaska important results await 
science. 
* Geology is not the only science that will 
be benefited from our expedition. In par- 
ticular I would like to mention that a large

He noti- 
fied the frm in Liverpool of the chance he 
saw, and, without waiting for a reply 
‘authorizing him to follow the ‘course he 
outlined, he took advantage of circum- 
stances and bought largely of the grades of 
tea his business judgment told him there 
was money to be madein. By return of 
steamer came a letter trom his employers 
complimenting him on his acumen and tell- 
ing him to draw on them for whatever money 
was needed and to be guided only by his own 
judgement in the amount of h!s purchases. 

When the letter reached Mr. Lloyd his 
‘purchases had all been made, and the trust- 
@i servant returned to England with the 
Satisfaction of knowing that his virtually 
unavthorized act had cleared for the house 
more money than it had made for years. 
Receiving the congratulations and compli- 
ments of his employers, he refused other 
recompense and settled down to the routine 
worl: of the house in Liverpool pending the 
time of his next trip to China. 

Lloyd was at this time about 40 vears of 
age. He was unusually vigorous of body 
and mind, and never had manifested the 
slightest vagary in speech cr action. The 
time for the next trip to China drew near, 
and the proprietors of the Liverpool firm 
told Lloyd when he started out that the re- 
sul: of his enterprise the year preceding had 
been so satisfactory he should feel at per- 
fect liberty to follow his own judgment and 
not take the trouble of sending for author- 
{zaticn in any deal he wished to make with 


the Chinese merchants. 


Drugged His Tea. : 
loyd arrived in China as shrewd an 
one as he had been the year before, and 
was met by those with whom he had had 
dealings with as apparent cordial- 
ity. Indeed, the fact that his large pur- 
thase of twelve months before had taken 
so many thousand pounds from the pockets 
of those with whom he had dealt was seem- 
ingly a dead issue. There was not the slight- 
est reference to the transaction made by 


either party, and Lloyd had no reason to. 


think that any grudge was held against him 
for what he had done. 

The Chinese merchants, however, had 
writhed under their smart, and had resolved 
to free themselves from the possibility of 
being caught again by the tea buyer, and 
at the same time wipe out old scores against 
him.

* What we know of what happened to him 
in China has been picked up piecemeal from 
those who became cognizant of the facts 
while visiting that country. The story of 
the banquet and the fatal drug has become 
current, and while I have not the means of 
proving or disproving it, I suppose it is to 
be taken as an explanation of the poor old 
man’s mishap. 

“It is hard to conceive of vengeance so 

cold-blooded and implacable as that which 
would prompt a body of merchants to get 
even with a former associate who had been 
sharper than they in business matters, hut 
perhaps such things are to be taken as an 
index of national character. I can only say 
that if brother were poisoned from spite 
work, as the story brought to England from 
China would have it, the men who posed as 
his friends were nothing more than fiends. 
** Brother for twenty years has been men- 
tally unbalanced to the extent that he is not 
responsible. There is no reason at the pres- 
ent time to hope that he will ever be differ- 
ent. So far-as I personally am concerned, I 
have grown to regard the nature, and per- 
haps the cause, of his affliction as an in- 
scrutable mystery. This much is certain—if 
brother were as deeply wronged as the story 
of the banquet relates, he has not mind 
enough left to feel resentful toward those 
who wronged him. I know he is just as 
happy as he is simple and inoffensive.

Death of Cardinal Tasehereau Raises 
a Problem as to His 
Successor. 


HB death of Cardinal Taschereau of 
Quebec makes an additional vacancy 
in the College of Cardinals which it 
will be very difficult to fill. Those who

will recall the fact that Cardinel Tascher- 
eau's elevation to the Cardinalate was part 
of the fulfillment of the promise made by 
Pope Leo XIII. to the British government— 
in an indirect and unofficial manner, how- 
ever, as the British government has no offi- 
cial relations with the Vatican—that the 
empire should be adequately represented in 
the College of Cardinals. This was deter- 
mined upon before Leo’s elevation to the 
pontifical throne, in fact, it was to be the 
outcome of the restoration of the British 
hierarchy forty-seven years ago, when the 
Cardinal was appointed. At the present 
time England is represented by Cardinal 
Vaughan, Ireland by Cardinal Logue, Aus- 
tralia by Cardinal Moran, and Canada was 
represented by Cardinal Taschereau, more 
worthy than whom no one could be found 
in all the Dominion. He represented not only 
the French people of Canada, but by reason 
of his great learning and broad-minded 
spirit was the accepted representative of all 
Catholic Canada. 

. ‘To find a successor to Cardinal Taschereau 
who will be so thoroughly acceptable to all 
classes of the Canadian Catholics as was 
his late Eminence will bea very difficult mat- 
ter. Now tha®the Premier, Sir Wilfrid

FROM THE SEAT OF WAR. 

The first seizure of the war was made by 
the cruiser Nashville, Captain Washburn 
Maynard commanding, at 8 o’clock on Fri- 
day morning, while the squadron was on its 
way to Havana. Gunner Michael Mallia 
fired the first shot of the war for Cuban lib- 
erty, a six-pound shell, which struck so close 
to the cutwater of the Spanish merchant 
steamer Buena Ventura that its Captain 
promptly hauled down his flag and: sur- 
rendered his vessel. The cruiser New York, 
after an exciting chase and firing two or’ 
three shots, yesterday captured the second 
prize, the Spanish merchant steamer Pedro, 
within twelve miles of Morro Castle, and 
Blanco for the first time heard the warning 
boom of American guns. There is also an 
unconfirmed report that the American ship 
Shenandoah, owned by Arthur Sewall of 
Bath, Me., which left San Francisco Jan. 5 
for Liverpool, has been captured by the 
Spaniards. The vessel is laden with wheat 


prize, but its capture is not credited by the 
owner. Reports were also in circulation 
in London yesterday that the American 
liner Paris had been captured by a Spanish 
cruiser, but at this writing it seems more 
than probable that they are incorrect and 
are only a repetition of the untrue stories 
told on Friday. The average speed of the 
Paris is twenty knots and this speed can be 
greatly increased. Unless it was surprised 
or run upon by accident it can show a clean 
pai? of heels to ‘any vessel in the Spanish 
fleet. Should it prove, however, that the 
Shenandoah and Paris have been captured 
Spain will have made a good trade for the 
Buena Ventura and Pedr. 

The draft of the new statute for calling 
out the volunteer troops having been ap- 
proved by the Attorney General, the Presi- 
dent yesterday issued his proclamation call- 
ing for 125,000 for a term of two years “ to 
fight Spain.”

Perhaps it may remain flying 
after that, and Hawaii may come per- 
manently under our protection. ; Whether 


in such an emergency as the present it 
becomes of the utmost significance. With 
the islands under the federal flag the prob- 
lem of furnishing our vessels with supplies 
} of fuel and other stores will be one of easy 
solution. We shall not only be on an equal 
footing with Spain so far as the Philip- 
pines are concerned, but immeasurably 
superior, as there is. reason to believe that 
its stocks of coal in those and other Pacific 
islands are but meager. The facts should 
turn the attention of Congress to this long 
pending question. If Hawaiian annexa- 
| tion—either in the form of the annexation 
treaty, or a joint resolution accomplishing 
- the same object—should be taken up as an 
emergency measure and carried to a suc- 
. cessful issue, the result would not only set- 
tle a question which has been too long 
pending already, but there is reason to 
believe may be of the most vital importance 
to us as a nation, especially if we are to 
have a protracted war. 

President McKinley will complete the 
preliminary record by issuing on Monday a 
formal declaration of war. The ultimatum 
expired at 12 o’clock noon yesterday, and 
Spain refuses to get out. War already ex- 
ists, but to leave no uncertainty and to 
clear the situation of any unnecessary tech- 
nicalities or quibbles the world will be in- 
formed of what Spain already knows.

ARMING THE INSURGENTS. 

According to a New York dispatch, one 

of the first things the War.department will 
do will be to send to Cuba a large consign- 
ment of rifles, cartridges, field pieces, and 
provisions for the equipment of the insur- 
gent army, so,that it may be in a condition 
to take the field at once. The number of 
rifles to be sent will not fall below 60,000, 
The insurgents have some guns, but not 
much ammunition. With the supplies which 
are to be sent it is believed they will be 
able to put about 60,000 men in the field. 

There is not expected to be any difficulty 
about putting these stores in the hands of 
the insurgents long prior to the landing of 
any American troops-on the island. It is 
taken for granted that as soon as General 
Gomez is advised of the plans of the Amer- 
ican government he will concentrate his 
forces and capture one of the seacoast 
towns at the eastern end of the island, all 
of which are held by the Spaniards now, 
thowgh they are not covered by the blockade 
just declared by the President. When any 
one of those towns has been captured com- 
munication will be opened up with the in- 
surgents, and there will be a Cuban port 
to which American vessels and those of 
any other nation can repair. — 

According to General Lee, Gomez has 
thus fargeen conducting a guerrilla warfare 
exclusively. He has scattered his troops be- 
cause “to concentrate would be to starve, 
having no conimissary train and no way to 
get supplies.” He has made raids rather’ 
than fought battles. The scarcity of am- 
munition has been such that sometimes 
when he got into a fight each man was or- 
dered to fire not morethan two cartridges. 
Gomez has men, but not arms, ammunition, 
and food. When he gets these he will be 
able to use about 60,000 men for offensive 
operations. 

By that time the American troops will be 
in readiness to move. With the codpera- 
tion of the insurgent forces the task of dis~ 
posing of the Spanish soldiers will be one 
of great ease. If Blanco desires to avoid 
the useless shedding of blood he will ca- 
pitulate at once, but he will probably feel 
that “Spanish honor” will not permit that 
to be done and that there must be at least 
a show of fighting.

BUSINESS CONDITIONS LAST WEEK. 

Those individuals who think the end of 
the world is near at hand when there is a 
flurry in the stock market, and who pleaded 
.for peace with Spain in order to avoid war 
in Wall street, must be reassured by the 
course of the stock market during the last 
week, at the beginning of which war be- 
came a certainty. Stocks fell only about 
$1.17 a share for railroads, and $1.93 for 
trusts, as is pointed out by one of the com- 
mercial agencies, railroad earnings are 14.3 
per cent larger than they were a year ago, 
and 4.8 per cent larger than in 1892. 
There was therefore no good reason why 
there should have been any decline in rail- 
way shares, except, perhaps, because of the 
large. sales on foreign’ account. The fall 
in Spanish bonds so extensively held in 
France has compelled French holders of 
American securities to realize on them. 

‘The fear of war is no longer a disturbing 
factor in Wall street. Most of the jack 
rabbits have consented to become jingoes, 
and have got rid of much of their timidity. 
In a short time the government loan bill 
will be passed, and it will be known how 
much of the capital of the country is to be 
put into new bonds. Then another ele 
ment of uncertainty will be out of the way. 
Stocks will begin to advance, and will keep 
ou going up, 2s reports of American suc- 
cesses continue to come in.

During the week 
80,000 tons of steel rails were shipped to 
Siberia and 7,000 tons to Quito. Of ather in- 
dustries Dun’s weekly review of trade re- 
ports: 

The silk manufacture is enjoying a period of 
pnprecedented demand and never has been more 
prosperous and busy. The boot and shoe produc- 
tion this year has been the largest ever known by 
10 per cert. In woolens the heavy canccllations 
recently reported prove to be in large measure re- 
quests for deferred deliveries, but a better demand 
has been seen during the last week in some quar- 
ters on account of the large government orders. In 
eotton goods the resumption of work by several 
large mills has increased the output and the de- 
mand does not appear to have diminished. Though 
print cloths are at the lowest point ever known, 
sales ane of considerable volame, and there. is at 
least enough demand for other goods to prevent 
any agreement of manufacturers as to a decrease 
of working capacity. 

Thus while war has come the paralysis of 
trade and commerce which the stock specu- 
lators predicted a few weeks ago has not 
come. It is true that when those individ- 
uals spoke of trade they meant only the 
trading in good, bad, and indifferent securi- 


now, even that kind of traffic, which is not 
a specially wholesome one, has not been 
harmed.

THE CAPTAIN the Spanish ship Buena 
OF THE Ventura by the _ cruiser 
NASHVILLE. Nashville furnishes a new 
illustration of the wiping 

out of the memories of the late war. Captain 
Maynard, the commander of the Nashville, 
over whose exploit the city of that name 
and the State of Tennessee are rejoicing 
today, is a native Tennesseean, being the 
son of the Hon, Horace Maynard, who en- 
tered Congress as an ‘‘ American ’’ from the 
Knoxville (Tenn.) district in 1857, serving 
until 1863, in spite of the fact that the State 


had attempted to secede from the union—he | 


being at this time a pronounced union man 
and acting with the Republican party. In 
the meantime his- property had been confis- 
cated by the Confederate government and 
his family driven from its home in. East 
Tennessee. Later he was Attorney General 
of Tennessee under the reconstructed State 
government, but in 1866 returned to Con- 
gress, remaining until 1875. He afterwards 
served as United States Minister to Turkey 
and as Postmaster General during the last 
few months of President Hayes’ administra- 
tion. In one of his later campaigns for Con- 
gress for, the State-at-large he defeated 
Andrew Johnson, who had been President. 
An original and uncompromising union man 
during the war, he continued a Republican 
up to his death, which occurred in 1582, 
being a leading factor in the national con- 
ventions of that party. Many who admired 
the sterling loyalty of the father in the face 
of political hostility and persecution will 
now rejoice over the honors paid to his son 
by those who Were arrayed against the 
former in civil war days. 


AFTER CUBA IS FREE-—-WHAT?! | 

Spanish utterances continue to harp upon 
the false assertion that the United States 
is bent on annexing Cuba. It serves the 
present purposes of the Dons to spread this 
falsehood as widely as possible, and to ig- 
nore the distinct disclaimer of any such 
purpose that was made a part of the joint 
resolution of Congress. Every intelligent 
person in Europe and America knows that 
the United States has no desire to annex 
Cuba, and never has had any such desire, 
but some. timid souls are already anxiously 
inquiring what we are to do with Cuba after 
we have wrested the island out of the 
clutches of Spain. 

The first thing will be to send the eman- 
cipated Cubans enough food to keep them 
from starving while they get their farms 
into operation again, and while they estab- 
lish such a republic as they find meets their 
requirements best. After that the work of 
developing a happy and prosperous Cuba 
will be a natural process under the powerful 
influence of commercial and intellectual in- 
tercourse, 

American capital will flow into Cuba just 
as it is flowing into Mexico. The inter- 
change of thought and the adoption of our 
ideas and institutions—modified, of course, 
for the requirements of the race—will begin 
at ouce. There will not be the unfortunate 
barrier of hostility to be lived down, as there 
was in the case of Mexico. On the con- 
trary, there will be as close sympathy as 
there can be between diverse races, and the 
Americanizing of the Cuban people will be 
completed by a natural and inevitable law— 
the law of free and friendly intercourse. 

There is no surer civilizer and no stronger 
international tie than commerce, and free 
commercial intercourse will be the one priv 
ilege that the United States will claim from 
the young sister republic of Cuba. This 
country has had the Cuban trade before, 
though it could.not be a large trade under 
the robbery and oppression of Spain. We 
shall have that trade in the future, and it 
will be a great trade such as befits the gar- 
den island of the Antilles. With the help of 
American capital and the gradual introduc- 
tion of American methods Cuba is likely to 
become the subtropical garden for supply- 
ing the United States with commodities 
which we cannot raise. In return we shal! 
send our breadstuffs and meats, our mer- 
chandise and machinery, and by a full and 
free reciprocity both countries will be the 
gainers. 

I’reed of the murderous Spaniards and of 
their back-breaking tax levies, Cuba will 
also become a favorite winter resort for 
Americans. All the charm of the world 
famous Italian Riviera hangs over the 
beautiful Cuban shores and mountains—or 
will do so when Spanish tyranny ceases to 
darken its skies. There is no resaon why 
fashionable winter resorts should not spring 
up in-every picturesque nook and be patron- 
ized by thousands of the most fastidious of 
American tourists. In the work sew 
with this and kindred enterprises there wil 
be a place for the profitable employment of 
such of the negroes in our own Southern . 
States as are desirous of more freedom from 
the galling of the color line. 

At the same time our own colleges and 
technical schools will be open to the Cuban 
youth. Cubans will send their ehildren to 
the United States to fit them for meeting 
the requirements of the larger-life hence- 
forth opened up to them. In the course of 
time Caba may also make itself an indus- 
trial country if it desires. The fruits of our 
experience are at its command, both in our 
factories and in our schools.

It will be thrown into daily con 
tact with American thought and American 
business methods. Its educated society wiil 
meet and fraternize with our own society 
of equal rank. Its blacks and lower classes 
will be leavened with an influx of the more 
enlightened and civilized hegroés and emi- 
grants from this country, Its ambitious 
youth will seek their lucation in American 
schools and colleges. The great republic 


| will forthwith become the admired model of 


the small republic, just as surely a8 it has 
for all the other Spanish-American repub- 
lies. Only the other day President An- 
drade of Venezuela put it thus: “ We owe a 
solemn debt of gratitude to the country of 
Washington, and while wé open to its citi- 
zens our markets for their industrial prod- 
ucts, we also extend to them the right hand 
of fellowship and a heart full of apprecia- 
tion for the kindness shown us.” Still more 
heartily may Cuba be expected to echo that 
sentiment when this nation has risen in its 
might and declared it forever free.

GREAT 
BRITAIN Is’ should blind no one to the 
FRIENDLY. remarkable unanimity of 


British support In the pres- 
ent crisis. There is private criticism of our 
policy among Englishmen, just as there is 
such criticism here and there in our own 
country, but there is scarcely a public man 
or an influential newspaper in,the United 
Kingdom that does not warmly support the 
United States. Nor is there justice in the 
epigram -that “Great Britain's sympathy 
for America is like Spanish diplomacy—ofmi- 
cially correct.’’ The approval of the great 
mass of Englishmen is no cold or hypocrit- 
ical formality. The general conviction in 
that country, as in this, is that Spain's abuse 
of power in Cuba has been atrocious and that 


| it deserved to be driven from the island long 


ago. This country is not taking its cue from 
Great Britain or from any other foreign 
power, but the hopeful significance of hav- 
ing the cordial sympathy of the other great 
English-speaking race should not be over- 
looked. These two great nations have never 
been so close to each other as they are at 
the present moment. When it is remem- 
bered that if they ever decide to act in unison 
they can absolutely rule the war and peace 
of the world the present moral rapproche- 
ment must be regarded as one of the most 
momentous of the salutary effects of the 
pro-Cuban war. 


THE WAR TAX BILL, 

The indications are that the war tax bill 
which will be introduced in the House on 
Monday or Tuesday will not get through 
Congress as rapidly as the 50 million appro- 
priation or the Cuban resolutions, Every 
interest which will be affected by that bill 
will have one or more representatives on the 
floor, who will give reasams why that par- 
ticular interest should not be taxed, while it 
is proper that all others should be. Some- 
body will plead that it will be unjust to 
make as popular a beverage as beer pay a 
higher tax than that imposed now. Some- 
body else will contend that a stamp tax on 
bank checks will restrict their use and 
“contract the currency.” The proposition 
to raise the tobacco taxes will meet with the 


-objection that they are high enough already. 


The Committee on Ways and Means has 
decided not to recommend the taxation of 
tea and coffee, from which articles about 
35 millions of revenue can be obtained with 
ease. The committee has been influenced 
by the objection that tea and coffee are 
* necessaries of life.” So it will leave them 
alone, and tax instead chewing gum—which 
has not become a necessity of life as yet— 
telegrams, and express packages. But the 
chewing gum manufacturers and the ex- 
press and telegraph companies will have 
friends in Congress who will argue that the 
proposed taxation is unjust. 

Nobody wants to be taxed himself, while 
perfectly willing that everybody else should 
be. So whatever recommendations the 
Committee on Ways and Means will make 
will be found fault with by somebody, while 
the free silverites will avail themselves of 
the opportunity to criticise the Supreme 
Court decision in the income tax case and 
to deplore the inability of the government to 
tax the hoarded wealth of the “ plutocrats.” 
When the bill reaches the Senate its pro- 
visions authorizing the sale of bonds will be 
objected to by Populists, who want the 
government to issue a lot of paper money 
“based on the credit and resources of the 
country.” Yesterday Senator Allen of Ne- 
braska offered a resolution declaring that 
war with Spain will not justify an increase 
of the interest bearing debt. A great deal 
of talking will be done before the war tax 
bill gets through the Senate, though it ought 
to become a law without loss of timé. The 
government will need the authority to sell 
bonds, and will need the increased revenue 
that bill will give it. |

NEW PAVEMENTS NEEDED. 

The Commissioner of Publie Works, 
speaking for the Board of Loca) Improve- 
ments, of which he is President, states that 
the streets dre in a disgraceful condition 
and new pavements of a permanent charac- 
ter are needed. Nobody will deny that. 
Many important thoroughfares are in a 
shocking condition. Travel over them is 
difficult and it is impossible to keep them 
clean. 

The commissioner alleges that the princi- 
pal reason why matters are in so bad a 
state is that cedar block has been used al- 
most exclusively. He adds: 


Th average life of this class of pavement is ten 
years. As @ result at the end of that time we have 
nothing to show for the money expended but a lot 
of decayed cedar blocks. In the future our street 
improvements must be of a permanent character. 
Granite, asphalt, macadam, and brick must be 
used. The same is true of sidewalks. The day of 
the plank walk in Chicago is passed. 


The principal reason why so many streets 
have been paved with wood is that the prop- 
erty-owners as a rule have not been able 
to afford anything better. It would have 


| been more economical to lay permanent 


pavements, but they have not had the 
ready money with which to practice econ- 
omy. 


Another fact which should not be forgot- | 


~- 


wooden pavements would have been much 
longer had they been decently laid on solid 
foundations. There has been an enormous 
amount of cheating done in connection with 
the construction-ef pavements. The vast 
sums paid by the property-owners should 
have secured them much’ better wooden 
pavements than those they have. 

Furthermore, it has been nonsensical to 
talk of “ permanent” street improvements 
while those streets were being torn up per- 
petually to lay new gas mains, electrical con- 
duits, and street railroad tracks. No pave- 
ment can stand the ripping-up process those 
of Chicago have had ta undergo. 

The time has come, however, when prop- 
erty-owners are better able to pay for dur- 
able improvements :than they have been 
in the past. There should be more asphalt, 
granite, and brick pavements, and fewer 
wooden block pavements. There may be 
cases, when the traffic is: light and the prop- 
erty-owners poor, where wood can be used 
to advantage if the foundation is good. 

But the Commissioner of Public Works 
understands that no pavement can be called 
permanent which is not honestly con- 
structed. Dishonest contractors codperat- 
ing with corrupt inspectors and negligent 
superiors can lay down brick or macadam 
pavements which will wear out in short or- 
der. Then the property-owner will pay for 
good work, and will not get it. 

The civil service law is. giving the city 
better inspectors than the old, rotten spails 
system gave it. The property-owners will 
get more for their money than they have 
been in the habit of getting. When they 
appreciate that fact and when they perceive 
that there ia not going to be as much tear- 
ing up of the streets as formerly they will 
be more ready to pay special assessments.

CUBA AND square miles, comparing 
PvupRTO Rico. most closely with Ohio, 
which has an area of 41,060 

square miles. It is a trifle smaller than Ten- 
nessee or Virginia, a trifle larger than Ken-+ 
tucky, and five-sevenths the size of Illinois. 
Puerto Rico is much smaller, with an area 
of 3,550 square miles, yet it is nearly three 


times the size of Rhode Island, which had| 


an area of 1,250 square miles. It is half 
again as large as Delaware, and just five- 
sevenths the size of Connectfcut. Only 190 
per cent of the area of Cuba has been culti- 
vated under the Spanish tyranny, yet enor- 
mous revenues have been wrung from it. 
The wealth thus yielded to Spain in the past 
is sufficient guarantee of the remarkable 
degree of prosperity that will be rendered 
possible under a free and enterprising home 
government. Though Cuba closely resem- 
bles both Ohio and Kentucky In area, it re- 
sembles only Kentucky In population, hav- 
ing had, before the beginning of the Span- 
ish butchery, a total of 1,631,696 inhab- 
itants, aS against Kentucky’s 1,858,635. 
Only about one-sixth of Kentucky’s in- 
habitants are colored, while about one-third 
of Cuba’s people are said to be negroes, 
But, taking into consideration the similar- 
ity of mountain regions, of area, and of 
races, probably Cuba is more nearly com- 
parable to Kentucky than to any other State 
of the union. As for the population of 
Puerto Rico, that was reported in 1887 to be 
813,937, with about the same proportion of 
negroes as in Cuba.. It therefore comes 
closest to West Virginia in population, that 
State having 762,794 inhabitants, though 
the caqlored population of West Virginia is 
infinitely less in proportion. Both islands 
are capable of developing a rich reciprocal 
trade with the United States under civilized 
methods of government. 


DON’T SHOOT THE WAR *POETS. 

As Senator Hoar says, this is a time for 
calm, judicial action. We know it is hard 
to bear the wild, weird tootlings of the 
spring war poets. But don’t shoot them. 
It really is not humane. Besides, they are 
doing their best. They cannot help it if 
they set one’s teeth on edge, and it would 
not be Christian to put them all to death. 
As a certain Chicago paper said in another 
connection, ““ Keep cool.” Here is a truly 
noble opportunity forself-restraint. And if 
the situation becomes intolerable let us 
even then not resort to firearms, but rather 
give the offenders a taste of their own medi- 
cine, something after this style: 

You chaps may think there's not 
Another thing as bad as Spain, 
If she blew up the Maine; 

But, gee whiz, 

There is! 

This is the correct national policy on this 
harrowing phase of the present situation. 
This is the real language in which to couch 
the war poet ultimatum. If there is a lack 
of cotton for your ears or the stock of cool- 
ness runs low in your heart don’t train a 
gatling gun or even a Krag-Jorgenson on the 
poor, palpitating rhymsters. Of course itis 
hard to keep cool while— 

Joshua Zeal and Zeb Maguire 
Snort their patriotic fire— 

-But it must be remembered that they 
mean all right, and that the statute for the 
prevention of cruelty to the lower orders 
of creation still stands upon the statute 
books. Besides, the slaughter would make 
a very inartistic mess. It would merely be 
replacing one crime with another to kill the 
poet who writes this: 


War has got to come, by Jinks! 
Carnage cut in sausage links 
Is the pattern of remains 
That is destined to be Spain's. 


Or this: 
Don’t talk to me o’ farmin’— 
Had polyticks enuff'— 
This war's a lively matter— 
The hottest kind o’ stuff. 
Or the Georgia veteran who wrote: 
Lost one leg at Manassas, 
Another at Bull Run; 
But, thank the Lord, I'm living yet 
With arms to hold a gun. 

It may be freely admitted that we have 
seen better’ martial verse than this, but 
these persons really mean no harm. One 
ough not to be beaten with many stripes for 
suggesting that they be spared yet a little 
longer. They are not wholly bad. There 
are one or two commandments in the deca- 
logue which they have not broken. Besides, 
if you fired into the crowd you might hit.a 
real poet—or at least the second cousin of 
one, such as the scribe who addresses the 
Spaniard thus eloquently: 

The curse of man is on you for the blue sea turn- 
ing red; 
The curse of God is on you for the mangled and 
the dead. 
Hark, as you lle a-quaking, and you'll hear the 
storm a-breaking, 
And the anger of this nation comes like thun- 
der overhead, 
And the roars of voices grow; 
We will bear no Ichger, no! ; 
Out, you bloody-minded devil, out you go! 


The storm that this poet speaks of is the 


identical meteorological disturbance re- 
ferred to by Robert Burns Wilson in his 
lurid but truly lyrica] poem closing with this 
stanza: 
God's sky and sea tn that storm shall be 
Fate's chaos of smoke and flame, 
But across that hell every shot shall tell, 
Not a gun can migs.its aim; 
Not a blow shall fail on the crumbling mail, 
And the waves that engulf the slain 
Shall sweep the decks of the blackened wrecks, 
With the thundering, dread refrain, 

** Remember, remember, the Maine!’

: Over $250,000 in Purses. 


There are eighty trotting and fair associa- 
tions in Illinois which will give race meet- 
ings this year. They will pay out in cash for 
purses over $250,000. More than a million 
citizens will pay gate money to witness 
these races. A small army of men will be 
given employment by associations, owners, 
and trainers as a matter of necessity. The 
railroads have to carry the crowds and 
transport the horses from one point to an- 
other. The hotels and restaurants have to 
feed the people. The street car lines have a 
rush business while the races areon. This 
is: but the preface to the story of business 
exhilaration and trace activity that er- 
meates every artery of a town ofa few thou- 
gand inhabitants. during the week of the 
races. 

What is true for Illinois Is true for a dozen 
-other States where the trotter holds sway. 
Few stop to consider what animmense busi- 
ness interest is represented in the racing of 
the light harness horse, to say nothing of 
the stock farms and the breeding end of the 
proposition. More than 1,000 trotting and 
‘fair associations will hold race meetings 
within the coming six months. Some of 
them will have more than one exhibition, 
and, judged by the reports of 1897, it is safe 
to assert that there will be over 1,200 race 


meetings held during the short period cov- : 


ered by the annual campaign of the trotter 
and pacer. Last year, while there were a 
mumber of meetings where the aggregate 
purses amounted to over $50,000, a large ma- 
ority showed less than $1,000, and a fairly 
arge proportion of associations did not give 
as much as $500. Despite the large number 


the average for the race meetings of 1897 
was something over §$2,800. Indications 
wntil quite recently have been that there 
will be more liberal purses this year than 
for several years past. Such associations as 
have had early closing stakes have placed 
gnore money in sight than for some time 
past, and there are more entries and corre- 
spondingly better prospects for brilliant 
racing. 

The drift towards war has had an apprecia- 
bie effect upon trotting matters within the 
Jast three weeks, Associations are holding 
off regarding stake announcements and own- 
ers are delaying to the last moment the mak- 
ing of arrangements regarding the campaign 
for fear that the development of the crisis 
with Spain may force them to make different 
arrangements. But, allowing for al! the un- 
certainty of the present, it is nevertheless 
assured that more money will be paid in 
purses tothe trotters and pacers at the 
race meetings of 1808 than for several years. 
A fair estimate of the total is $3,600,000. 
Last year over 12,000,000 people paid their 
money at the gates where the trotter was

Fashion in Carriage Horses. 


A reader of Tue TRIBUNE has asked as to 
the approved fashion in the manes and tails 
of carriage horses. It may be given as the 
most general acceptation of the term 
* fashion ’’ at this time that the light road- 
ster and gaited saddler shall have a {ull 
mane, foretop and tail, while heavy harness 
horses, high steppers, and plain gaited sad- 
dlers—walk-trot-canter park hacks—usually 
have their tails docked and their manes 
pulled. To those who are not familiar with 
the term “ pulled,” it may be stated that 
to pull a mane is to thin it on the neck and 


length. This serves to Nghten the appear- 
ance of the neck and to give it a more breedy 
look. The operation is by no means diffi- 
cult, and is performed by twisting the long 
hairs around a mane comb and jerking them 
out, or by simply pulling them out by hand. 
A bit of resin on the finger tips makes the 
work easier. The shears may be used to 
give the pulled mane an even edge. To 
“roach” a mane is to cut it off in a curved

PARIS’ NEW ABATTOIR. 


Model ‘‘Stockyards’’ Now Being 
Constructed to Take the 
Place of Old Ones. 


ARIS is to have a new stock-yards, 

One of the most complete and best 

Gevised, according to the Parisian 

papers, that has ever been construct- 

ed. The site has been selected on the 

left bank of the Seine and the “ yards ’”’ will 

supply the six neighboring wards of the 

city, thereby doing away with the old yards 

of Villejuif and Grenelle, the first of which 

is too distant, the second wholly inadequate 

to the demands upon ite The work upon the 
new yards has already begun. 

At Morillons, the site of the new abattoir 
the knowledge gained by experience has 
been applied.

The yards extend over a considerable 
stretch of ground, the various buildings and 
pens being separated by wide avenues. Air 
and light will enter everywhere, and ar- 
rangements have been made for the easy and 
frequent cleaning of al] spots likely to ac- 
cumuilate dirt and become breeding spots 
for the germs of disease. Running water 


will be led through the slaughter-houses to

Among the Champions. 


SIX TEAMS EMPLOYED. 


Michael Begins Light Training 
for His Summer Campaign. _ 


WORKS HARDER THAN FITZ 


(BY F. ED SPOONER.] 
ANAGERS of racing teams are now 
scouring the highways and byways 
of the land for material from which 
to make up their pacing teams. 
Racing men are actually a scarce 
commodity at this early stage. The old 
standbys have all been gathered in within 
the last week, and letters are being sent daily 
to far portions of the country for the best 
men of each district. These men are offered 
a sure thing for six months, salary and ex- 
penses, and an opportunity to compete in 
sprint races. They must man the pacing | 
mmachines on call, though, and are willing 
enough to do this for the chance to travel, 
see the world, and follow their cycle racing 
bent. 
When the seven teams have been completed 
there will have been given steady employ- 
ment to no less that 240 men. These will be 
scattered as follows: Woodside Park, Phila- 
delphia, forty men. This team will pace 
Bourotte of France, Kaser of Switzerland, 
Gardiner of Chicago, Cissac of France, A W. 
Porter of Waltham, and probably McLeod 
of Canada. 
Charles River Park track, Boston,forty men. 
This team is employed by the Track Owners’ 
association, and will pace Tom Linton, the 
Welshman; E. A. McDuffie of Boston, Tom 
Barnby of Boston, and Harry Elkes. 
Berkeley Oval, twenty men. This team 1s 
for hire to men competing in middle-distance 
races at Ambrose Park, and is a reserve sec- 
tion of. the Track Owners’ association team, 
James Michael, thirty men. This team isto 
be employed alone by Michael, and used, per- 
haps, by Fred Titus. 
Manhattan Beach, New York, sixty men. 
This team is employed to pace Major Tay- 
lor, the colored boy; Edouard Taylore, the 
French lad; and Fred Titus, and will travel, 
as will all the others, quite extensively. 
The sixth team is that being formed in 
Chicago by “ Mile-a-Minute’’ Anderson, C. 
C. Ingraham, and others, to consist of thirty 
men, and to travel independently, pacing 
wherever employed. Henry Bradis will fol- 
low this team should he be successful in 
middie-distance work.., 
Added to these will be twenty and more In- 
dependents, organized into pacing teams for 
triplets and quads, which will be for hire by 
middle-distance men unsigned by the asgo- 
ciations, and who will compete. indeperd- 


ently. 
Local Pacing Teams. 


In addition to these teams of national re- 


‘pute will be numerous local teams to be 


located at several tracks, among the number 
Buffalo, Pittsburg, Baltimore, and Chicago. 

The total number of'men in the teams for 
pacing along the circuits is 240 men. For 
these teams twenty-two trainers will be em- 
ployed, giving the total as 262. The addi- 
tion of the six managers brings the number 
to 268. 

To this total of 268 men of the second class 
must be added the stars of the path, twenty 
on the team of international champions, 
six on the track-owners’ team, four middle- 
distance men on the American association 
4eam, a score of men employed by the mak- 
ers for teams representing the makers direct, 
and two score men who -will travel inde- 
pendently with trainers, adding another 
score, and bringing the grand total to far 
over the 350 mark. 

Never before has the number mounted 
over 100 at a meet, and had the pacing teams 
of last season and all the circuit chasers 
been brought into competition at one meet, 
it is doubtful whether the total would have 
footed much over 125. Each of the pace- 
makers employed this year isa single-wheel 
rider, and were all the teams to be gathered 
at one track for a six-cornered race, as they 
may be, the entry list at that meet would 
lower all records by double or treble. 


Expense of Racing Season. 


The salaries of this great army of racing 
men will aggregate fully $100,000 for the 
season, expenses $150,000, and their mounts 
will bring an added expense of $50,000 at 
least. This is an aggregate of $300,000, 
to which should be added a half million dol- 
lars as the least expense to the meet pro- 
moter who must provide racing for the army 
depending upon him. The expense of con- 
structing new tracks throughout the country 
this season will easily foot $200,000, and will 
bring the expense of the season to $1,000,000 
conservatively estimated. 

‘*‘Jimmy ts riding like a lobster,” said a 
prominent trainer as he watched Michael 
pedaling round Manhattan Beach track in 
his early spins before starting his real traln- 
ing for a hard season before him. Michael 
was riding in the manner thus rudely para- 
phrased by the trainer, and at the close of 
his ride he was sought for an explanation.

This 
mount is said to be only anticipation by 
some, but others of the horse world say 
Michael will not only have one but two 
mounts, and they predict he will do well on 
his first appearance on the horse track. 

Should that be the case, then the wisdom 
of Pat Powers will be apparent, as it was 
Powers who signed Michael for six races in 
July, August, and September for a guarantee 
of $15,000. The wisdom of the bond re- 
quired, $5,000, for the faithful performance 
of the contract may also become apparent, 
as Michael is determined to make. horses his 
future field of endeavor whenever the time 
shall have arrived for his withdrawal from 
the cycle racing track. 

Michael has just started upon his terrible 
siege of training, terrible in thought to those 
who ever stop to think of the labor entailed 
for this little fellow, to round himself into 
condition for those wonderful rides he puts 
up so often during a long season to prepare 
his little 100-pound anatomy for the terrible 
strain which it must undergo.

European countries, however, and notably 
in Germany, a bit of gilt braid and a few 
brass buttons place a man away above his 
ungarnished countrymen. The spirit of 
military discipline is go predominant in 
Emperor William’s realm that a uniformed 
man, whatever his capacity, meets with 
instinctive deference from all classes of 
people. 

**I was forcibly reminded recently of the 


contrast between Germany and the’ United 


States in this respect. I wished to see 
Chief of Police McCullagh on a trifling 
matter, but thought I’ might meet with 
some difficulty, as an ordinary private citi- 
zen, in gaining an audience with him. On 
the contrary, I was admitted to his pres- 
ence without delay, and in a few minutes 


“When I was in Berlin I had occasion 
to see a Captain of Police. Not speaking 
German, I was obliged to employ an inter- 
preter. We proceeded to the police station 
together, but we had not got within a 
hundred yards of it before my assistant 
began to get nervous. When we reached 
the station steps he was fairly trembling 
in his shoes, and by the time we got Inside 
he seemed almost ready to drop. He took 
off his hat and began bowing at the door. 
He bowed himself all the way across the 
room to where the great official was seated 
behind a desk. The Captain’s answers 
were short and curt. When we had gained 
the information we sought the interpreter 
started to bow himself backward out of the 
room. Like a green actor going off the 
stage in the same way and backing against 
the scenery, the poor fellow steered injudi- 
clously and went bump against the wall. 
This confused him greatly, and before put- 
ting on his hat when he finally got outside, 
he stopped to wipe the perspiration from his 
face."’

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HONOR LINCOLN’S NAME. 


Citizens of Illinois Establish a Park 
in Which to Hold an An- 
nual Celebration. 


N the fourth day of next August the 
people of central Illinois will unite 
in an expression of reverence and 
vencration for the memory of Abra- 
kam Lincoln. They will gather on 
the very ground made sacred by its. his- 
toric association with the martyred Presi- 
dent to pay a tribute of divine homage to 
his name. 

Along the banks of the Sangamon River, 
near the now hallowed spot where Lincoln 
spent bis early youth and grew into sturdy 
manhdod, a tract of land has been purchased 
by the citizens of Menard.and neighboring 
counties. It is a timbered tract, admirably 
situated for the purpose for which it has 
been selected, that of a park. The grounds 
have been improved after the fashion of the 
most metropolitan retreats and supplied with 
the accompanying conveniences for the 
pleasure seeker. The original idea, that of 
holding an annual Chautauquan, has de- 
veloped recently until its scope now Includes: 
the popular notion of a yearly gathering to 
perpetuate the memory and hallow the name 
of the immortal Lincoln, to whom these 
woods were familiar haunts in years gone’ 
by. On the day above mentioned Robert T. 
Lincoln will deliver the dedicatory address 
and christen the encampment grounds in the 
name of the former home of his illustrious 
father. Apropos to this occasion Mr. Lin- 
coln will meet and greet the friends of his 
father’s boyhood days. There are a number 
of them here, scattered throughout the cen- 
tral part of the State, who romped over the 
same prairie and indulged in the same sports; 
men who “loafed”’ at the country store on 
the hill, fished side by side with Lincoln in 
the stream, heard and repeated his now 
famous stories, wrestied with him at the 
country gatherings, and hunted wild game 
through these woods. 

The gathering will be a notable one, and 
will include many of the elder Lincoln's 
warmest friends. The blossom of youth has 
faded from their furrowed cheeks, and 
streaks of gray and snow white locks have 
followed hard upon the hastening years. But 
they will rally there, tell the old-time tales, 
and relate once more the thrilling ex- 
periences of pioneer life at New Salem. In- 
deed, those who knew Abraham Lincoln best 
were those who knew him here.

Mary Reed's gentle voice, faltering only at 
her mother’s name and coming sorrow, told 
the secret of her affliction. 

“As my throbbing heart caught its first 
glimpse of her meaning, I covered my face to 
shut out the swiftly rising vision of her 
future even to the bitter end, and almost in 
agony cried out, ‘O, not that! do not. tell 
me that has come to you!’ ” 


Her Work in India. 

Upon her arrival in India Miss Reed was 
given suptrvision of the leper asylum at 
Chandag, Pitharagarh, Kumaon district. 
where there are said to be more lepers than 
in any other section of India. This asylum 
is one of the many centers of the leper 
work of a Scottish society known as the 


_‘* Mission to Lepers in India and the Bast.”’ 


The aim of the society is to establish and 
maintain asylums where lepers shall be 
under Christian instruction, and where it 
may be possible to stay the progress of the 
disease, or at least relieve the dreadful suf- 
ferings of the victims and provide for their 
simple wants. Homes are also provided 
for the untainted children of leprous par- 
ents. 

Since Miss Reed became superintendent 
of the asylum new buildings have been 
erected, and many more lepers have been 
received into the institution. The asylum is 
Situated within an inclosure of sixty-six 
acres, with a stone wall three feet high 
about it. Among the interesting buildings 
are Miss Reed's own bungalow, or home, a 
large building for men and boys, and two 
smaller ones for women and children. There 
are four other buildings. This asylum ts on 
the crest of a range of mountains, a thou- 
sand feet above a beautiful valley contain- 
jing six square miles, and is about nine days’ 
journey from the railroad. 

Here Miss Reed has about sixty lepers 
under her care. Most of them are in such 
advanced stage’ of the disease that death

LONDIKE MINES, Marth 7.—[Spe- 
clal Correspondence.|]—At last, after 
a month of waiting and despair of it, 
a mail, 1,500 pounds of letters, came 
to Dawson.

The miners at the 
location of new claims crowded the doors of 
gold commissioners dozens deep just the 
same after the law was proclaimed ag they 
did before.

They 
simply wanted claims on the Klondike and 
they got them, paying the $15 recording fees 
as fast as the claims could be recorded and 
the dust weighed out, and as the government 
now receives five times what it before re- 
ceived for recording the same amount of 
mining ground, and as the locaters still 
stand about the gold commissioners’ doors 
by the hundreds from morn until dewy eve, 
it is not the least probable that the 500 order 
of things will ever be restor.“” I have 
copied a part of the contract clause in the 
certificate of record issued yesterday, when 
the new seal and the new blanks were 
brought in by the new officials. After recit- 
ing the receipt of the money the certificate 
says: 

For the miner-like construction of 4 residence 
thereon and the exclusive right to £1! the pro- 
ceeds realized therefrom upon which, however, 
the royalty prescribed by clause 14 of the regula- 
tions ehall be paid. 

This clause makes the miner sad and sorry 
they had ever been heard to wish for the 
mail or that the new officials had ever been

Among his most pleasing works 
are a view of a street in a suburb of Munich, 
his views of Washington Park, and a sketch 
of two figures on a lawn in the shadow of a 
house, entitled ‘‘ From My Studio Window.” 

Of Edward James Dressler’s group of 
paintings nearly all are California scenes. 
Their subjects are well chosen and they are 
painted in a solid, vigorous style. Several 
recent productions in oil in which there are 
bright skies with floating white clouds and 
foregrounds usually in shadow, full of inter- 
esting detail, are among the best works this 
artist has ever produced. 

Harry Wallace Methven contributes fif- 
teen landscape subjects. They are less im- 
pressionistic than the work he has shown at 
other recent exhibitions. Most of them are 
small, but they are agreeable in color and 
attractive. One of the most pleasing is 
“The Milkmaid’s Path,” a sunny landscape 
with a figure of a girl in the shadow of a tree 
near a stone wall. 

Jules Mersfelder, the only Chicago artist 
who makes a specialty of painting marine 
views, shows a group of important works of 
this class. Some harbor scenes show excel- 
lent composition and quality of painting. 
In other works he shows careful study of 
the movement of surf. Not the least inter- 
esting of his works is a view of the dump on 
the lake front.

WRECK JIM FISK’S MONUMENT. 


Its Marble Figures and Portrait Have 
Been Marred and Mutilated by 
| Relic Hunters. . 


Brattleboro, Vt., April 12.—The monument 
over the grave of Colonel James Fisk Jr., in 
the cemetery here, has been seriously mu- 
tilated. It is of Italian marble, and was 
carved at Florence, Italy, at a cost of $25,- 
000. About the base of the shaft are four 
figures of women. One, with a steam engine 
carved on.the chaplet around her_brow, rep- 
resents the Erie railroad; another is Com- 
metce,.a‘symbol*for the Fall River line of 
steamboats; a third is the muse of Music, 
emblematic of the Grand Opera-House; and 
the fourth is typical of commerce in its 
broadest sense. In the figure represent'ng 
railroads the first three toes on the left foot 
have been broken off and all the toes on the 
right foot are gone. In the figure of the 
muse the hand resting on the lyre has been 
broken off nearly to the wrist, three toes 
of the right foot have been knocked off as 
with a hammer, and nearly half the left 
foot is missing The right foot of the figure 
‘representing Commerce has been badly 
mangled, all the toes being gone, and the 
left foot is broken back nearly to the instep. 
The Steamboat’s statue has been similarly 
disfigured. The top of the lyre of Music has 
been chipped off. Above the figures isa 
medallion in high retief on the face of the 
monument, with a portrait of Colonel Fisk. 
One side of his mustache has been chipped 


off. 

All of this work has been done by relic 
hunters. On a railroad train in New York 
State recently a drummer pulled a piece of 
marble out of his pocket, and, showing, it 
to a friend, boasted that it ‘‘ was a toe from 
one of Jim Fisk’s marble wives."” The Sun 
correspondent asked the superintendent of 
the cemetery why this vandalism was not 
stopped. The superintendent replied that it 
was exceedingly difficult to catch any one at 
the infernal work. The mutilation of the 
monument has been going on for some time, 
but so far no one has been detected in de- 
facing’ it. The sculptor of the monument 
was Lurkin Mead, whose statue of Ethan 
Allen is at Montpelier. 

A few years before Colonel Fisk's death 
an eftort was made by residents of the town 
to build a’ fence around the cemetery in 
which his monument now stands, and a com- 
mittee was sent to New York to solicit funds 
from former Brattleboro boys. Among those 
called upon was Colonel Fisk, and to the 
committee’s solicitation he replied: 

‘“‘Yes, I will give something; but I do not

Product of the New System Is 
Gas-Producing Carbolite. 


IRON TO BE A BY-PRODUCT. 


CHICAGO ironworker claims to have 
found a new use for slag, a waste 
product in the manufacture of iron. 
By utilizing it, he says, the cost of 
pig iron will be reduced one-half, 
which will effect a saving in a year’s out- 
put of upwards of $50,000,000. 

In a tew weeks there will be in operation 
at Hammond an establishment for the manu- 
facture of carbolite, which is a combination 
of carbide, calcium, aluminium, and silicon. 


is defined as an improvement on acetylene. 
The manufacture of carbolite, it is said, will 
revolutionize the manufacture of iron by’ 
making the waste slag into carbolite, there- 
by reducing iron to the state of a by- 
product. Ethylene gas will cost 50 per cent 
Téss than acetylene and will produce a much 
better light. 

On Jan. 4, 1898, the United States Patent 
Office issued to Herman L. Hartenstein three 
patents covering ‘‘ processes for utilizing 
waste products of blast furnaces."”” By 
methods protected by these patents it is 
proposed to make an extraordinary reduc- 
tion in the cost of iron and artificial light. 

It is known that about 13,000 pounds of 
substances is wasted in the blast furnace 
for every 2,000 pounds of pig iron produced. 
By using ore containing 50 per cent of 
metallic iron the substances consumed and 
produced would be about as follows:

For every 2,000 pounds of pig iron there is 
obtained 1,500 pounds of blast furnace slag. 
This is not only a waste product, but its 
removal is usually charged up to tHe cost 
of iron. It has been used somewhat for the 
adulteration of the cheaper grades of cement 
and to manufacture mineral wool, but its 
success for these purposes has been limited, 
For the most part it has been used for rail- 
road ballast and for street making, but the 
revenue from these sources has not paid for 
the handling. By using Hartenstein’s proc- 
ess, the inventor claims, this slag is com- 
bined with carbonaceous material such as 
coke, and a new product known as carbglite 
is produced. Jn bringing carbolite int#con- 
tact with water or other liquid a ggs is in- 
stantly generated which when used in suita- 
ble burners gives a white flame of great 
steadiness and remarkable luminosity. 


Method of Production. 


The method of producing carbolite is as 
foliows: Slag being a combination of ail 
the non-volatile subsc:ances contained in the 
churge except iron, and being lighter than 
smelted iron, floats on the top, and is drawn 
off through an aperture in the furnace at 
the upper lihe of the molten iron into suit- 
able receivers so constructed as to retain the 
great heat. 
is almust as fiuid as water, and. by means of 
great ladles, operated by hydraulic power, is 
passed into converters similar to those used 
for the manufacture of Bessemer stee). Ex- 
cept that their tops are somewhad closed 
the opening being much smaller than their 
central diameter, these converters may be 


tip orturn. Through these hollow shafts or 
trunnions iron pipes are run leading to and 
cunneciing with a number of small tubes 


ers. 
that finely pulverized 
through them. Before the slag is poured 
imto ihe converter a strong gas biast 1s 
forcei through the pipes to keep the molten 
mass from running into and filling them up. 
As soon, however, as the slag is poured into 
tiie converter the pulverized coke is fed into 
the molten mass. This is continued until 
the slag is thoroughly impregnated with the 
coke. To insure uniform mixture the con- 
verter may be tipped back and forward’as 
desired, thus increasing the. agitation. 
When the mixture is complete the con- 
verter is turned on its shaft so as to allow 
the mass to flow between a series of carbon 
bars or electrodes which serve to introduce 
a powerful electric current. Coke is an ex- 
cellent conductor of electricity, while siag 
isaresistant. The result is that the particles 
of slag in connection with the particles or 
coke form innumerable electric arcs produc- 
ing a most intense heat within the mixture. 
In the course of about twenty minutes the 
mass becomes so superheated that the slag 
is deoxidized, and becomes fused or car- 
bureted with the coke. When this fusion is 


poured into molds of any desired form Qgr size. 
When cool it is of crystalline formation, hasa 
metallic glitter, and is nearly twice the 
weight of coal. The finished product is car- 
bolite, which can be kept indefinitely, and 
transported without difficulty. Protected 
by wood-jacketed tin cans from water and 
air moisture it can be kept as a common ar- 
ticle of merchandise, and supplied to the 
consumer with much less difficulty than il- 
luminating oil. Each pound of carbolite will 
produce five feet of gas. Each cubic foot is 
equal in illuminating power to fifteen feet of 
ordinary coal or water gas. By a little cal- 
culation it will beseen that at $50 a ton or two 
and a half cents a pound, 35 cents worth of 
carbolite will produce as much light as 1,000 
feet of gas, costing $1. The same amount 
of light produced by sixteen-candle power in- 
candescent electric lamps at one cent an 
hour will cost $2. | 


May Be Used Anywhere. 


Carbolite is equally adapted for use in 
isolated places or to supply large cities. For 
individual use generators are built which 
operate automatically. When the lights 
are burning the machine makes gas; when 
they are out the machine and the consump- 
tion of carbolite is stopped. The generators 
are simple and inexpensive, so that any ordi- 
nary person may operate and afford one. | 

For automatic town plants the cost is 
many times less than those nowinuse, The 
cost of piping is smaller and maintenance

The use of carbolite gas for heat and 
power purposes is almost unlimited. It may 
revolutionize important industries. From 
it ether may be produced at one-tenth of its 
present cost. Alcohol may be made in quan- 
tity. In the manufacture of alcohol by the 
carbolite process carbonic gas is produced. 
The most modern use for carbonic gas is 
the extinguishment of fires on shipboard.

WO women, one of whom turned a 

grindstone in the woods to help her 

husband perfect an invention he was 

ashamed to let the world know he 

was frittering away his time to de- 
velop, the other, who made her husband 
go angry he would not speak to her because 
she saw riches in another-man’s rival de- 
vice, helped to lay the broad and deep foun- 
dations on which has just been reared in 
Chicago one of the giant manufacturing 
concerns of the world—the American Steel 
and Wire company, capital $24,000,000. 

‘Mrs. Joseph F. Glidden of De Kalb, IIL, 
now dead, turned the grindstone. 

Mrs. Isaac L. Ellwood, also of De Kalb, 
asked by her husband whether she thought 
his barbed wire fence or ‘“* Uncle Joe ’’ Glid- 
den’s was the better, shrewdly replied that 
Glidden’s was her choice. Mr. Ellwood 
was so exasperated at this that he would 
not speak to his candid partner for an aft- 
ernoon and a night, but finally he came to 
believe she was right. He bought a Aalf 
interest in Glidden’s fence. He paid $1 for 
it Today he is worth, by estimate, $15,- 
000,000. 

Starting from meager beginnings, with 
beth the wriginators and a third inventor, 
tacob Haish, also of De Kalb, obscure men 
inthe world, their wonderful devices leaped 
fito a demand undreamed of. With pros- 

‘perity came savage battles for supremacy, 
and as the last step toward peace the Amer- 
itan Steel and Wire company makes_ its 
bow to the commercial: world and to 12,500 
employés in fourteen miliae Jn. bringing. 
about this latest combination, a sticcess 
where the master mind of J. P. Morgan 
failed, credit is given by the trade to Col- 
onel John W. Gates, Colonel John Lambert, 
Colonel Isaac L. Ellwood, and William Eden- 


born. 
How Glidden Made the Barb. 


“TI was looking for something éasy,” said 
Joseph F. Glidden, inventor and patentee of 
the original Glidden barbed wire, when he 
was asked how he came to hit on the scheme 
which has revolutionized the business of 
fencing, and made himself and others rich. 
“It was too hard work to split rails for 
fencing, and boards were too expensive, as 
the cattle kept constantly breaking them 
down. So I fenced my farm with smooth 
wire, but found this was of little conse- 
quence, as the cattle would crawl through 
between the wires and damage the crops of 
my neighbors. This made me constant 
trouble 


* One day in the fall of 1873 I twisted some 
small pleces of wire around the wires of my 
barnyard fence, and found that the cattle 
kept away from the stretch of wire with the 
4mall pieces attached. Then it struck me 
that that was the kind of a fence needed, 
and I went to work.” 3 

At that time Glidden was a poorman. To 
be sure he was the ostensible owner of a farm 
of several hundred acres, one mile west of the 
then village of De Kalb, Ill., but the land was 
80 plastered with mortgages that it was im- 
Possible to plow through them, and the old 
farmer was being hard pressed on all sides 
by importunate creditors. He was convinced, 
however, that he had hit upon a plan to aid 
the farmers of the country in caring for their 
stock, but how was he to develop his plans? 

By experimenting he found that a barb 
could not be fastened on a single wire so 
that it would not slip, so two wires must be 
twisted together. He was without tools 
and without capital, but he had determined to 
work out the problem, and that, too, without 
the knowledge of his neighbors. He wa 
afraid they would laugh at him for fritter! 
away his time. 


On the Glidden farm was a large strip of 
Woodland, and in the middle of these woods, 
away from the sight of curious eyes, “‘ Uncle 
Joe,” as he is called by all who know him, 
set up his first barbed wire factory. Its walls 
Were the scattered trunks of sturdy oaks, 
and the roof was the spreading boughs cov- 
ered with thick green foliage. His tools and 
Machinery consisted of an ordinary grind- 
#tone and frame, a saw horse, a cold chisel, 
& hammer, and an old-fashioned coftee mill. 

Taking with him his wife the inventor 
Went to his factory. On his shoulder he car- 
fled a small coil of wire. With the hammer 
@nd cold chisel he cut a number of small 
Pieces of the metal, Then with the aid of 
the coffee mill he coiled the small pieces tnto 

tbs, which were slipped over the end ofa 
plece of wire two rods long. The barbs were 
Placed at regular interwais along the plain 
Wire and then another plain wire was 
Stretched parallel with the metal jn which 
the barbs had been fastened.

One end of the wires was attached to the 
shaft of the grindstone, while the other was 
attached to the saw horse. The rods were 
drawn taut and “ Uncle Joe” seated himself 
on the saw horse to keep the wires from 
drawing up too fast and kinking. 


Mrs. Glidden Turns the Crank. . 


Then Mrs. Glidden turned the crank »f the 
grindstone until the two wires had been 
twisted and the barbs fastened firmly in 
place; and the first strand of original Glid- 
den barbed wire, destined to make fame 
and fortune for its inventor, was complete. 

Being made out of No. 9 wires, the sample 
was big and clumsy, but it was givena place 
of prominence on the Glidden farm, and to 
this day it may be seen, surrounded’ by im- 
proved and more artistic fencing, but in the 
eye of “Uncle Joe” it is the handsomest 
string of barbed wire ever erected. 


Ellwood Has a Fence, Too. 


In the Village of De Kalb lived Isaac L. 
Ellwood, the proprietor of a small hardware 
Ellwood, now a multimillionaire and 
a Colonel-on Governor Tanner’s staff, was 
having a hard fight against the breakers of 
the sea of finance. He, too, had been work- 
ing on a wire fence along much the same 
lines as Uncle Joe ”’ Glidden, but with not 
as much success. Where Glidden used barbs 
Ellwood employed pleces of flat metal 
sharpened at the ends, perforated in the 
middle for the wire to pass through. It was 
a clumsy affair, but the maker was suffi- 
: raged to put out a sample near

Near by was a section of the 
Glidden fence, so that comparison of the 
merits of the two was easy. Mr. Ellwood

This decision at first took Mr. Ellwood’s 
breath away. Then it made him very angry. 
According to the story told by pioneer wire 
men he silently helped his wife into the 
buggy, drove back home without speaking 
to her, and during the entire evening be re- 
fused to have any conversation with Harriet. 
After he had gone to bed, however, he kept 
thinking over the proposition, and when he

In the meantime ‘‘ Uncle Joe ’’ Glidden had 
become convinced that his invention would 
net him a fortune, if he could only get it 
patented and secure the capital to start its 
manufacture. Naturally he turned to Mr. 
Eilwood, the DeKalb hardware merchant, 
as the mam who would h&ve a knowledge of 
handling metals and perhaps the ac- 
quaintance to procure funds for introducing 
So the farmer approached the 
business-man with his invention. 

“If you will put in $400 or $500 to get this 
thing going,” he said, “ I'll give you a half 
interest in it.”’ 

“I'll give you $1 for a half interest,” re- 
pied Ellwood, remembering what his wife 
had said of the Glidden fence, but still hav- 
ing a good bargain im view. 

‘“* Well, I'll take you up,” replied “ Uncle 
Joe,” and the deal was closed. 

This was in the spring of 1874 and at that 
time no patent had been secured. Neither 
of the owners had sufficient ready money to 
defray the expenses of a trip to Washing- 
ton, D. C., to secure a patent. Ellwood, 
however, made a hustle among his friends 
and succeeded in borrowing sufficient funds 
for the trip, and on the night following the 
day the deal was made both men started for 


Washington. 
Make Fence by Hotse Power. 


The patents were allowed and a few weeks 
later a small frame shed was built in the 
Village of De Kalb, and every morning 
Glidden and Ellwood would each shoulder a 
coil of plain wire and lug it from Ellwood’s 
hardware store to the embryonic factory, 
where it was transformed into barbed wire. 
Horse power was used to do the twisting

that they were unable to supply the demand 
for barbed wire, which at that time readily 
sold for 18 cents a pound. 

In November, 1874, Glidden received his 
patent, and during the following winter a 
brick factory was built and improved ma- 
chinery for the manufacture of the fence 
Was secured. Money rolled in, until the 
Wildest dreams of wealth of the two manu- 
facturers were more than realized. 

In 1876 Glidden. sold his interest in the 
patent and business to the Washburn & 
Moen Manufacturing company of Worcester, 
Mass., for $80,000 in cash and a royalty of 
25 cents a hundred pounds on all the barbed 
wire made. So rapidly did the business grow 
and so great were the royalties that the 
modest old farmer-was at his wits’ ends to 
know what to do with the money which 
rolled into his coffers at the rate of $2, 

a day. He gave with liberal hand to rela- 
tives and charities of all kinds, and yet he 
could not get out from under-the avalanche 
of gold which threatened to bury him. 


Voluntarily Reduces His Royalties. 


Finally in sheer distress he voluntarily 
reduced the royalty from 25 cents a hundred 
to 12% cents, and in later years again cut 
it in two. He added .to his farm until he 
now has 1,500 acres in De Kalb County. He 
bought ranches in Texas until his holdings 
in the Lone Star State represent 280 square 


to hold in check the 50,000 head of caitle 
grazing on the same. 

Joseph F. Glidden is a remarkable man. 
He was born in Charleston, Sullivan County, 
N. H., Jan. 18, 1813. He removed to De 
Kalb County in 1842, where he has since 
lived. Although. over 85 years old, he is 
bright and cheerful, and personally looks 
after his large land and stock interests, be- 
sides conducting a hotelin De Kalb. Hehas 
always been a Democrat, and has always 
taken a prominent part in Democratic pol- 
itics of his county. In 1852 he was elected 
Sheriff of De Kalb County, and bears the 
proud distinction of being the last Demo- 
crat to hold a county office in De Kalb 
County. His wife died several years ago, 
and he has but one child, Mrs..W. H. Bush } 
of Chicago. ‘ 


Haish, “ the Fighting Dutchman.” 


/When Mr. Glidden stepped out of the 
warbed wire field trouble began. Washburn 
& Moen had been accustomed to control every 

usiness with which they were connected, 

nd they proposed to do the same in their 
new field. In this they run up against a 
snag in the shape’of Jacob Haish, who was 
afterward known through the barbed wire 
world as ‘‘ the Fighting Dutchman,” the man 
who ¢gouldn’t be downed. He was the in- 
ventor of the “*S”"’ barb, and manufactured 
barbed wire fence before the issuance of the 
Glidden patents, but failed to apply for a 
patent until it was too late, but he kept on 
making barbed wire in spite of all objectors. 

The story of his invention and fight for 
business life is best told by himself. 

“The farmers to whom I was selling lum- 
ber in De Kalb for fencing were continually 
complaining of the cattle breaking their 
fences,”’ said Mr. Haish the other day as he 
was seated in his cozy office In the Barb City 
Bank, of which he is proprietor. ‘“ I racked 
my brains to discover kome means of pro- 
tecting the fence against unruly stock. I 
finally hit upon the plan of winding small 
pieces of Osage hedge around plain wire, de- 
pending on the thorns on the hedge to keep 
the cattle away. I tried it, tying the ends of 
the hedge with twine. Then I realized that 
the erickets would eat off the twine, and con- 
cluded to substitute very fine wire for string. 
** In winding the fine wire around the hedge 


avire, and instantly the thought flashed 
through my mind, ‘ why not twist pieces of 
wire around the main wire in place of hedge?’ 
I tried it, but could not prevent the small 
pleces from slipping together. Then I 
twisted small pieces of wire into the shape 
of a letter S and fastened them to two para!- 
lel wires, twisting the two wires to hold the 
barbs in place. I thought the fence should 
be in equal lengths to fence boards, and I 
made three pieces sixteen feet long. 


‘threw His Invention Away. 


“This was in the spring of 1873, and I did 
the work in a carpenter shop over my lum- 
ber office. Having made the fence, I thought 
so little of it that I threw it under the work 
bench and was afraid people would find out 
[ had been wasting my time. I did not think 
it would ever amount to anything, and 
such a thing as applying fer a patent on the 
device never entered my head. 
‘‘Several months later a farmer was/in 
my workshop and saw the pieces of barbed 
wire and wanted to buy them to close @ gap’ 
in a hedge fenee. I sold them to him\ for 
50 cents and that was the first barbed wire 
ever put to-practical use in this country. | 


den and Ellwood were at work with barbéd 
wire, and I then thought it might amount 
to something, and I determined to secure 
a patent. I made samples of my fe and 
went to Washington, D. C., to secure a 
patent.

wanted to buy an Interest in my business, 
but I was afraid and I refusedtosell. They 
then purchased Glidden’s interest and I con- 
cluded I would sell.-I followed Mr. Moen into 
Chicago and offered to sell him my entire 
business for $25,000, but he declined the offer. 

“A short time later Washburn & Moen 
and I. L. Ellwood began suits against all 
manufacturers of barbed wire, myself in- 
cluded, for infringement on the Glidden 
patent and insisted that all should pay a 
royalty of 75 cents a hundred pounds on all 
barbed wire made. I refused to accept the - 
proposition and litigation extending overa 
period of nearly five years began. Wash- 
burn & Moen finally won their suits, but not 
until after they had made an agreement 
with me by which I was to be allowed to 
manufacture and sell my wire without 
license and without the payment of royal- 
ties, Every other manufacturer of barbed 
wire was compelled to pay a royalty of 75 
cents a hundred pounds during the life of 
the Glidden patents. 

‘*Tt was expensive business, but it paid in 
the end. It cost me a little over $75,000 to 
fight the big feljows. At the time of mak- 
‘ing an agreement with them I was shown 
their books, and the five vears’ litigation had 
cost the Washburn & Moen company and 
I. L. Ellwood in round figures $1,200,000.” 

Jacob Haish was born in Germany in 1827 
and came to De Kalb County, IIL, In 
1848. He ‘is a determined man, and 
Mr. Washburn declared he was the only 
man he ever met whom he could not manage. 
Notwithstanding the years of expensive 
litigation Mr. Haish has succeeded in 
amassing a fortune estimated at $2,000,000. 
He is married, but is without children. 

At the time of the barbed wire litigation 
Haish and E!!wood lived on the same street 
and were near neighbors. So bitter was 
the feeling between the men that it led toa 
personal encounter on the street. For years 
the two men were not on speaking terms, 
but time has bridged the chasm and they are 
now not only friends, but work together for 
the good of the handsome little ‘city of 
which they are two of the most prominent 


residents. 


Career of Colonel Ellwood. 


Colonel Isaac L. Ellwood, who has suc- 
ceeded in amassing a fortune estimated at 
$15,000,000 through his connection with the 
barbed wire business and other fortunate 
ventures, began life in a very humble way. 
He was born in Salt Springville, Otsego 
County, N. Y., Aug. 3, 18383. He was the 
seventh son, which fact, in the eyes of some, 
mav in a measure account for his good 
fortune. Having received a meager educa- 
tion in a district school, he began life by 
driving a team on the Erie Canal at $10 a 
month. 

In 1851 he was struck with the gold fever 
and went to California. After mining fora 
short time he engaged as a clerk in a store 
in Sacramento. In 1855 he returned from 
California and settled in De Kalb, where 
he opened a small hardware store. In 
he married Harriet A. Miller, and seven 
childrem, were born to them, five of whom 
are still living. 

Refore embarking in the barbed wire busi- 
ness Mr. Ellwood spent such time as he 
could spare from his hardware business as 
an auctioneer at sales of st and farm 
machinery. .So successful was he in this 
line that he had the réputation of being the 
best auctioneer in the West and his services 
were in wide demand. 

In 1889 he sold his entire interest in the 
barbed wire business to the Washburn & 
Moen Manufacturing company. In 1898, 
when Washburn & Moen threatened to de- 
sert the plant at De Salb and transfer all 
their Western interests to Waukegan, IIL, 
he repurchased the business that it might 
not be removed from the town in which it 
originated. 

Aside from his wire interests Mr. Ellwood 
is the owner of 4,000 acres of the richest 
farming land in northern Illinois, a 200,000 
acre ranch tn Texas, and stocks and bonds 
in numerous railroad and other corpora- 
tions. He has always been a strong Repub- 
lican, although having never sought or held 
an elective office. He ts quiet and retiring 
in his nature, cares nothing for show, and 
notoriety is distasteful to him. was

’ through his efforts, largely, that the Normal

Mrs. Isaac L. Ellwood is a plain, every- 
day woman who cares nothing for society 
or show, but finds her chief enjoyment in 
her home and in working among her flowers 
and shrubs.

Consolidated Company Is Formed. 


The Consolidated Steel and Wire company, 
the first large merging in the wire business, 
was formed on Oct. 5, 1892, because the 
Bradd8ck Wire company of Braddock, Pa., 
the St. Louis Wire Mill company of St. Louis, 
Mo.; the .lowa Barbed Wire company of 


Allentown, Pa., and the Lambert & Bishop ) 


Wire Fence company of Joliet, ILL, were in 
too active competition for individual wel- 
fare. The idea of the consolidation was, 
according to its sponsors, “‘ to reduce ex- 
penses, stop competition, sell goods cheaper, 
increase the output, and, if possible, make 
larger returns for the stockholders.’’ The 
prime movers apd originators of the scheme 
were John W. Gates, then President of the 
St. Louis Wire Mill company and the Brad- 
dock Wire company, and John Lambert of 
the Lambert & Bishop Wire Fence company. 
The capital of the new concern was $4,000,- 
000. Subsequent developments showed that 
‘the new company worked not only as its 
promoters expected, but developed a greater 
amount of saving and an increase of busi- 
ness Way beyond what had been hoped for. 
It manufactured plain wire, nails, barbed 
wire, and annealed, bright, and market 
wires. 


Consolidation a Success. 


The merging of these companies into the 
Consolidated Steel and Wire cuompary, 
which, by the way, had headquarters in Chi- 
cago, proved so successful it was clearly 
seen by the management that it was only a 
question of time when it would be necessary 
to bring practically all of the companies in 
the business nearer together. The proposed 
deal that’ was undertaken by J. P. Morgan & 
Co. of New York undoubtedly was started 
on account of the success of the Consoli- 
dated Steel and Wire company, but the Mor- 
gan idea, which contemplated buying out 
all the companies in the wire and nail busi- 
ness, failed largely because the companies 
that make up the new American Stéel and 
Wire company declined to come in for the 
reason that they considered the proposed | 
capitalization entirely too large. It was 
$87,000,000. The options taken for this con- 
cern expired on April 1 last. 

After the failure of the Morgan deal the - 
American Steel and Wire company was or- 
ganized, with a capital stock of $24,000,000, 
of which $12,000,000 is preferred stock and 
$12,000,000 common stock, with 7 per cent 
per annum accumulative interest guaran- 
teed on the preferred 

These combined companies make fully 80 
per cent of all the wire, wire nails, plain, 
annealed, galvanized, and market wire, also 
poultry netting. and field fencing manufac- 
tured in this country. 


Pioneers and Promoters. 


The real pioneers in the wire business, one 
of whom, Colonel Ellwood, is a leading off- 
cer in the new company, are Colonel Isaac 
L. Ellwood and Joseph Glidden of De Kalb, 
Ill., the romantic and picturesque stories of 
whose early inventions and struggles are 
told in the foregoing. But, as with all great 
discoveries, other people soon came into thé 
business of financing the companies and 
manufacturing the products. In this case 
three men are entitled te great consideration 
for the foresight they have shown in build- 
ing up strong companies. They are Colonel 
John |W. Gates, now President of the Illinois 
Steel company; Colonel John Lambert, Pres- 
ident of the new American Steel and Wire 
company; and William Edenborn, who was 
President of the Consolidated Steel and Wire 
company. 

Colonel John W. Gates. organized the 
Southern Wire company in 1881, with himself 
as President. In 1884 he organized the Brad- 
dock Wire company at Pittsburg, Pa., and 
then successively acquired an interest in the 
lowa Barbed Wire company of Allentown, 
t. Louis wire mill, and the Baker

CHICAGO SCHOOL CHI 
MAKE TINY LOOMS AND WEAVE 


LDRE 


Forty Young Pupils of the Madison Avenue School at Grand 


Crossing Are Successful in a Beautiful and 


Practical Art of the Hands. 


SIMILAR WORK AT THE MYRA BRADWELL AND FARREN 


ORTY pupils in the Madison Avefue 
School at Grand Crossing are taking 
artistic instruction in weaving at 
looms, to give them a taste of manual 
training, along with the education of 

their little minds. Not only do these bright 
boys and girls weave, but they themselves 
have made the machines on which they in- 
termingle the colored strands into a lasting 
fabric. 

Their work is considered all the more re- 
markable because the school has not been 
equipped with the regular manual training 
appliances, nor afforded teachers of the art 
of handicraft. + 

That the children are enthusiastic about 
the weaving is shown by a visit to the 
school. Forty eager faces bend over the 
small and quaint-looking looms, eighty 
hands nimbly work with the strands, and 
forty little ones sigh regretfully when the 
looms go back to the window ledges, upon 
which they repose when not in active 
service. 

To begin at the beginning, the boys In the 
higher grades sawed the timber for the 
foundation boards into suitable shapes and 
sizes—pleces about a foot long and eight 
inches wide. The children for whom the 
looms were designed then proceeded as fol- 
lows: 

Small brass furniture hooks were tapped 
into place in a single row across each end 
of the foundation board, and then screwed 
firmly into position, with the hooks facing 
outward. Between these hooks bright-col- 
ored woolen threads were stretched. Then, 
using a shuttle pretisely tke the primitive 
instruments with which the weavers of 
ancient Egypt labored, and similar in out- 
line to the netting shuttles of fifty years 
ago, more gayly-tinted strands of wool were 
woven back and forth across them, the pre- 
cision and daintiness of touch learned in 
the kindergarten work coming admirably 
into play. And so, bit by bit, the small 
squares of loom-woven cloth are being 
made. When sufficient have been com- 
pleted they will be sewed together, to form 
a rug for the floor in front of the plano. The 
initial efforts of the children in the way of 
weaving are fashioned into bean-bags. 

Boys and girls alike rejoice in the making 
of these simple articles. Unconsciously, and 
without realizing how much they are learn- 
ing, the children acquire much valuable 
knowledge while working at their looms. 
Neatness, lightness of touch, manual dex- 
terity, patience, and a host of kindred vir- 
tues and attributes are woven in with the 
brilliant woolen threads. 


Views of Mrs. Young. 


Mrs. Ella F. Young, the division superin- 
tendent, considers that the possibilities of 
this work are practically limitless. Giving 
her explanation of the philosophy underly- 
ing it, she said: 

‘*‘T sympathize with the manual training 
idea heartily, but I think that it is usually 
commenced too late. The course of study in 
the schools which have manuai training and 
those which do not are identical; the manual 
training, therefore, is an adjunet, en addi- 
tion to the regular school course, not a part 
of it, as I believe it should be, and it is not 
begun until some time after the commence- 
ment of the grammar school work. The 
principals and teachers in my division have | 
been trying some interesting experiments in 
the way of modified manual training in the 
lower grades. The little loom weavers show 
forth the result of the most recent of these 
experiments. Their work in this line comes 
next to the kindergarten work and forms a 
direct- sequence with it. 

‘“‘In the kindergarten the little ones are 
taught to make mats of braided paper. Form 
and something of color are thus made plain 
to them, but of fabric and textile they neces- 
sarily remain ignorant. It was to supply 
this lack, in a way, that the looms were 
brought into use. Later we shall take up 
braiding in many colors and with many 
strands, knotting, hemp working, and kin- 
dred practical arts. For the present the 
weaving supplies every need for which it 
was designed. The children are enthusiastic 
concerning the delightful new work, and the 
teachers no less so regarding the results 
of the training thus given the pupils under 
their care.’’ 

_**Let everything be either beautiful or 
useful, both if possible, but never merely 
pretty,” is one of the first lessons inculcated 
along with the new system of manual! train- 
ing for the schoolroom babies of Chicago. 
Mrs. Young, holding this rule to embody 


the very heart and core of child training, 
endeavors to see that all the studies taught 
in her division tend toward this end Even 
the very small workers, who find in the 
manufacturing of paper and cardboard 
boxes the sole expression of their individu- 
ality open to them, are taught to consider 
the use as well as the beauty of everything 
which they undertake to construct. The 
neat and strongly made cardboard boxes 
turned out by their baby fingers are fash- 
foned for the purpose of holding pencils and 
crayons; the older children make wooden 
boxes in which to sow the seeds for their 
nature-study work. The little weavers are 
taught that not.only must the squares of 
cloth which they manufacture be pretty 
and neatly finished, they must also have a 
definite. purpose, be that purpose the preser- 
vation of a cherished bean-bag or the adorn- 
ment of the schoolroom floor. The thildren 
who are to learn braiding and knotting, as 
well as weavirg, will make hammocks, bags 
for their personal use and convenience, In- 
dian blankets in which to drape the Hia- 
watha and other characteristic models for 
the drawings which give life. color, ard 
lasting benefit to their study of Longfellow 
and American history, and hosts of kindred 
articles both useful and attractive, thus 
re lessons in one. 
me of the boys at the experiment 

school of the Chicago University’ have 
ready constructed a “ necktie blanket ”’ by 
weaving together the fragments of their 
discarded neckties. At another of the public 
schools, at which this and similar training 
is given, the children are ‘making chenille 
balis of bright colored wools, and these balls 
would be a@ credit to workers far older than 
the little students who labor over them. « 


Bradwell and Farren Schoolma’ams. 


The little ones of the Myra Bradwell and 
Farren Schools are also engaging in the luom 
weaving, although the pupils taking up the 
work are older than those of the Madison 
Avenue School. To watch the progress of a 
class of these eager weavers is truly fas- 
cinating. Back and forth,.back and forth 
go the tiny fingers; lower and lower bend 
the attentive heads; under the skilled efforts 
of eyes and hands the fragments of pretty 
cloth grow rapidly. The fact that all chil- 
dren nacrurally and instinctively love to: 
work with fingers as well as brain is strong- 
ly brought out by the absorbing interest dis- 
played in the work. Outdoor recreation 
would be entirely neglected for the work of 
the primitive looms were this allow:d. And 
the process of weaving contributes in no 
small degree to the interest of the studies 
more generally placed on the curriculums 
of the Chicago public schools. The life and 
habits of the wool-bearing animals, the 
peculiarities and characteristic traits of 
those nations which are the greatest and 
most successful weavers, the fabrics and 
textiles manufactured in the principal coun- 
tries of the world, the machinery and ap- 
pliances by which they are evolved—all these 
subjects cluster around the study of the 
loom, and the teachers declare that the 
amount af miscellaneous but valuable in- 
formation which the children voluntarily 
acquire in tneir outside study of the sub- 
ject is remarkablé. ‘ 

‘* We started the children on the study of 
weaving,” said a progressive young grade 
teacher, ‘*' but they have practically out- 
stripped us in the width and variety of their 
knowledge and research. Those artistic 
students who complain that only coarse, 
common, ¢crude-toned stuffs are woven in 
America and that the citizens of this country 
know practically nothing of textiles or fab- 
rics ‘will soon find themselves complaining 
without reason if these little weavers con- 
tinue to progress as they afte now doing.

However this may be, the work done by 
the children of the three Chicago schools 
in which the looms have been introduced 
{is nothing short of remarkable, and the en- 
thusiastic Gelight and interest of the small 
weavers no less so. Looking from the neat 
and tasteful bits of cloth woven by these 
first and second grade children, few if any. 
of whom have yet attained the age of 8 
years, to the eager and interested faces 
bent above them, and listening to the per- 
fect flood of technical and correct knowledge 
poured forth by the eager childish lips, the 
conelusion that manual training for the 
younger children in general, with weaving 
in particular, is strongly advisable if not 
necessary seems almost inevitable,

Thirty-five of them go out to the Armour 
Institute one, two, or three days every week, 
and learn how to’ tle bows which would de- 
geive the elect, and how to cover chiffon and 
straw hats with trimming in such a way 
that to the uninitiated observer they seem 
direct importations from Paris. A few of 
them are so determined and enthusiastic 
that they are taking the professional or 
technical course offered by the institute au- 
thorities, and stitch and trim away five 
mornings a week with all the vim and energy 
with which they attack golf balls or the 
woman suffrage question, and it is doubtful 
if they bring to either of these subjects the 
eager enthufgiasm with which they devote 
themselves to ribbons, velvets, and laces. 
The majority of these busy women are 4s

At the institute the matter of the society 
women whd are personally doing the work 
relegated, under ordinary circumstances, to

“They are among my brightest and most 
talented pupils,” says Miss Emogene Ken- 
nedy, the millinery instructor, and that is all. 
The women themselves, while strongly ob- 
jecting to any publicity in regard to their 
new and delightful work, are by no means 
dilatory in discussing it unofficially. 


Tired of High Prices. 


* Why did we take up millinery? ’’ Jaughed 
woman whose name is almost as familiar 
to New York and European society folk as 
to Chicago people. ‘‘ Well, we were tired 
of the manner in which the milliners fleeced 
us, I suppose. Then, too, many of us have 


pleasure in the trimming or constructing of 
a hat or bonnet... Many Chicago women 
habitually make their own neck decorattons 
Last winter a 
small coterie of us employed the bow-maker 
of one of the large department stores to give 
us regular lessons in this art. When, a fcw 
months later, it was brought to our attention 
thai a regular course in millinery was offered 
here we were quick to take advantage of it. 
I have made all my hats and toques for over 
six months now, and am far more proud of 
each new triumph than when I won my first 
game of golf. The work is charming, and 
there is a pleasant sense of freedom and in- 
dependence in the knowledge that one is able 
to make pretty things for one’s self and 
others.” 

_ The institute authorities, however, are in- 
clined to think that the instruction given 
the society women will also work in a man- 
ner precisely opposite to that most naturally 


“Of course the woman who can make her 
own hats successfully is apt to think a mil- 
liner’s charges enormous,”’ is the way in 
which the°woman who teaches all the rest 
to make and trim hats and bonnets looks at 
the subject. “ But, on the other hand, she 
knows just how much the labor and ma- 
terials are really worth,” and she is far less 
likely to want an expensive hat for an un- 
reasonably low price than her sister who kas 


millinery question. I have pupils among the 
society women working here who declare 
that they will never again grumble at the 
prices asked by professional miiliners.’’ 
“*I would not make a chiffon hat for any 
one for less than $20,’ said a clever society 
._girl to me.not long since. 
“That girl, in all probability, would have 
thought before the commencement of her 
lessons here that the milliner who asked 
her such a price for a bare hat was either 
insane or dishonest. Now she knows differ- 
ently. My society pupils are famous for 
knowing a good thing when they see it, and 
they are among the hardest and most stu- 


Mix Work and Play. 


To watch these women at their lessons is 
to fancy the work play, and delightful play 
‘at that. Their tongues fly as rapidly as 
their needles, jokes and fragments of dainty 
laughter are snipped off as swiftly and easi- 
ly as bits of ribbon and lace. ‘The hats and 
‘bonnets under process of manufacture are 
held up for general inspection and criticism, 
and much pride is taken in an especially 

good result. 

* I’ve telegraphed my sister, now in Paris, 
to bring no hats home with her,’ announces 
one pretty girl, whose delicate fingers busy 

_ themselves with the folds of a platd rib- 
bon, “ for I want a chance to air my new- 

‘found skill and knowledge, and I've already 
surfeited both mamma and myself with 
spring and summer creations. Now I’m just 
aching for fresh fields to conquer.”’ 

“Well, I tol4 my husband when I com- 
menced work here that he need not fancy 
ITshould never buy another hat just because 

‘T could make my own,’ remarks a matronly 
woman, hard at work upon a dainty theater 
bonnet, “ for I should patronize the milliner 

“Just as often as I felt inclined, but now I 
do not think that time will ever come. I 
never had a hat which was just exactly as 


own.” 
This is the spirit in which the work is un- 


dertaken, and that it 1s done as thoroughly 
‘as joyously the instructor is careful to see. 
Her society pupils, it is whispered, in com- 
mon with the majority of their less wealthy 
sisters, who kre more accustomed to making 
their own pretty trifles of attire, prefer trim- 
ming and finishing to the more prosaic work 
of preparing and making the hats. But a 
thorough course, beginning with the milli- 
nery rudiments of making wire frames and 
covering them with buckram or straw, and 
-* continuing until all the mysteries of velvet, 
chiffon, and straw hat making are elucidat- 
ed, is given them, and each successive point 
presented must be mastered before it is 
passed by for the next. Every kind of hat 
worn by fashionable women is made the 
*subject of one or more lessons as the course 
progresses, but no lessons are made up. 
, Bo.the society women who purpose putting 
' their knowledge to practical use must once 
“more submit to the discipline and regularity 
of a modified schoolroom.

We learn to remodel as well as make, and 
some of the ‘made over’ creations which 
we have given away this season were far 
prettier when we dispensed with them than 
when they came to us first fresh from the

HERE is no other name for Mr. Stock- 
ton’s humor than Stocktonesque. You 
cannot call it American, because it is 
not distinctively American. It is not 
English, nor is it French, German, or 

Italian. It is go unique. Mr. Stock- 

ton created it, and it must bear his name to 
rightly describe it. It is as,new and fresh 
as the humor of Lewis Carroll. I have been 

trying to discover how he does it, and though 

I have read nearly everything that he has 

written I am no nearer solving the mystery 

than when I began. The only book of Mr. 
lacked his distinctively 
humorous touch was “ The Adventures of 

Captain Horn. If his name had not been 

on the title page I should never have sus- 

pected that he was its author. 

Mr. Stockton’s new book, “ The Girl at 
Cobhurst,”” which will soon be published by 
Messrs. Scribner, is an unmistakable Stock- 
ton story. From the first page to the last it 
is his, and among his best. The names would 
confess it if the reader went no further: Dr. 
Tolbridge, Miss Pacewalk, Miss Panney, 
Mrs. Drane, and Dora Bannister. They are 
as characteristic as Mrs. Lecks and Mrs. 
Aleshine. 

There is a good deal of plot in this story, 
but it is wholly a Stockton plot. An old 
maid, Miss Panney, is trying to make a 
match between Ralph Haverley and Dora 
Bannister, while La Fleur, Dr. Tolbridge’s 
French cook, is trying to make one between 


the same young man and Miss Drane, with

HER FIRST APPEARANCE. 


Lewis Carroll’s Original Manu- 
script in Which ‘‘Alice’’ Made 
‘Her Entry Into ‘‘Wonderland.”’ 


QUEER man, a very queer man, in the | 


eyes of a commonplace world, was 

** Lewis Carroll.” Heis better known 

by his *‘ nom de plume” than his real 

name, the Rev. Charles Lutwidge 
Dodgson, and his memory lives not through 
the sober labors of his life, but because of 
the nonsense to which he turned to amuse a 
child. And because that nonsense found a 
ready audience and became classic nonsense 
the original form in which it appeared from 
** Lewis Carroll's "’ pen is interesting. 

“‘ Alice’s Adventures” appeared -in 1865, 
and never has any book attained a greater 
popularity. It was followed in 1872 by 
“Through the Looking Glass,” which is as 
well known as its predecessor. In 1876 ap- 
peared the long poem (or rather “‘ agony in 
eight fits”) called “‘The Hunting of the 
Snark.”’ 

These are the three best known of his 
books, although he wrote many others, and 
it will take long for them to growold. At 
the time they appeared they were a revela- 
tion—a sensible, nonsensical phantasy, full 
of queer words which never before had as- 
sailed the ears of mortal man, “ portmanteau 
words,” which contained much in little. 
For, their author explained, these words 
were due to a perfectly balanced mind, a 
mind so well balanced that its possessor 
when thinking of two things at the same 
time was unable to mention one before the 
other, but spoke them both at once—so that 
thinking. of snail and shark, he naturaily 
said snark.”’ 

Never, surely, did any man make more 
friends among children than he did during 
the earlier and middle parts of his life. 

It was this love for children, combined 
with his inventive faculty, that led him to 
tell that most original story which after- 
wards developed into “ Alice in Wonder- 
land,”’ of world-wide fame. His audience 
consisted of the little daughters of Dean 
Liddell, who lived then in the opposite cor- 
ner of the great quadrangle of Christ Church, 
and from one of them Mr. Dodgson borrowed 
the name to give”to the heroine of those 
marvelous adventures. His friends begged 
him to write it down, and we may today see 


the published facsimile of the author's orig- 


inal MS. with his own illustrations.

O many years have elapsed since the 
United States has been engaged in 
any kind of hostilities, save the sup- 
pression of risings onthe part of 

. redskins, that a few remarks on the 
subject of the rules and regulations of war 
may be of timely interest; .all the more 
80 as it appears probable that the President 
will call for the services of many thousands 
of militiamen and volunteers, who, not being 
professional soldiers, and having never 
gone through a course of study of the rules 
of war which form a most important branch 
of the studies at West Point, may possibly 
be deficient in the knowledge of this par- 
ticular branch of military science. 

_ The absence of instructions of this char- 
acter was severely felt during the civil war, 

when the armies placed in the field were 

composed in greater part of men taken 
from civil pursuits and unfamiliar with the 
usages of war. Indeed, so serious and em- 
barrassing were the difficulties arising there- 
from that before the hostilities had been in 
progress for eighteen months Secretary of 

War Stanton requested an eminent jurist 

of the name of Francis Lieber to prepare a 

code of instructions for the government of 

the troops engaged in operations against the 

Confederacy. The rules prepared by Dr. 

Lieber were submitted to and approved by 

a board of officers and were thereupon pub- 

lished in 1863 in the form of a general order 

of the War department, making them ob- 
ligatory upon the armies of the United 

States. 

Nearly two score years have passed by 
since their promulgation, and, moreover, the 
war to which they were intended to apply 
was of a strictly internal character. There- 
fore, although Dr. Lieber’s:code may be 
taken, broadly speaking, as a basis for the 
modern laws of warfare, yet their enforce- 
ment in the forthcoming struggle with Spain 
— necessarily be modified by the fact 
that the foes are not fellow-countrymen en- 
gaged in rebellion, but the citizens of a 
foreign power, and likewise by the circum- 
stance that the various wars which have 


{ taken place in the Old World during the 


Yast thirty years, as well as the congresses 
of international law held in the different 
capitals of Europe, have had the effect of 
rendering necessary a number of changes 
in the so-called Lieber rules contained in 
Genera] Orders No. 100, issued by the United 
States Adjutant General's office in 1863. 


Spain’s Methods Still Barbarous. 


In fact, it is difficult to give any perma- 
nency to these laws, since the conditions of 
modern warfare are ever changing, and the 
rules have to be modified in order to render 
them adaptable thereto. Fortunately the 
tendency of these changes is invariably in 
the direction of greater humanity and lib- 
erality, and the only civilized nation that 
has retained the harsh usages, the cruel 
practices, and the barbarous features of 
wars of times gone by are precisely the 
Spaniards, whose methods of campaigning 


in Cuba are indeed one of the chief causes

of the conflict now imminent between the 
United States and the Dons.” 

From inquiries which I have made during 
the last few days at Washington I am led to 
believe that the United States in its war 
with Spain will to a great extent base its 
conduct upon the code recommended for 
adoption by the Institute of International 
Law at its session in Oxford, September, 
1880. The code in question is based on the 
following authorities: 

The Dr. Lieber code, adopted by the United 
States army in 1863. 

The Geneva convention of August, 1864. 

The additional articles of the Geneva convention 
of October, 1568. 

The declaration of St. Petersburg of November, 
1868. 

The declaration of Brussels, 1874. 

The latest official manuals adopted by the gov- 
ernments of France, Germany, Russia, Holland, 
Italy. and Austria. 

The Paris convention of 1856. : 

The Brussels session of the Institute of Inter- 
national Law of 1879. 

One of the fundamental rules of this code, 
which has not yet been officially adopted by 
either the American or the English govern- 
ment, both of which, however. may be relied 
upon to conform to its provisions, is that the 
state of war does not admit of any fighting.

entitled to the privileges of belligerents, but 
may, if captured, be treated summarily as 
highway robbers, pirates, and spies. 


Ground for German Executions. 


It is on this ground that the German troops 
In 1870 shot and hanged so many of the 
French Franctireurs. They accorded, how- 
ever, to the latter the privileges of ordinary 
prisoners of war when it could be shown that 
the captivesshad been inhabitants of non-oc- 
cupled but invaded territory, who, at the ap- 
proach of the enemy, had taken arms openly 
and spontaneously to resist the invader, al- 
though they might not have had time to reg- 
ularly organize themselves into corps or 
regiments. . 

In order to explain this more fully I would 
Say that where, for instance, the owner of a 
farm or plantation in Cuba, who prefers 
Spanish tyranny to American protection, 
openly arms his family, his retainers, and 
himself for the purpose of resisting American 
intervention, he is*entitled to be treated as a 
bona fide belligerent, whereas, if he, under 
the guise of friendship, lures the American 
troops into an ambush, and then takes ad- 
vantage of their belief in his good will and 
hospitality to attack them, he is worthy to 
be debarred of all the rights of a combatant, 
and ts liable to the fate of a bandit or ofa spy. 

The same punishment should be meted 
out to guerrillas, who engage in a form of 
warfare inaugurated by the Spaniards, and 
in which they are adepts. The guerrillas 
act sometimes singly and sometimes in 
bands, wear no uniform, act without the 
orders of their government, and devote 
thegnselves chiefly to the killing of picket 
guards, outposts, and sentinels, in the as- 
Sassination of isolated individuals or detach- 
ments, and in robbery and other predatory 
acts. As they are not controlled in their 
undertakings by the laws of war they are 
not entitled to their protection. Whenever 
they have been captured by the Spanish reg- 


campaigns against the Cuban insurgents, 
they have been invariably treated with the 
utmost severity, being usually hanged or 
shot, and the United States troops will, 
therefore, be perfectly justified by precedent 
and by usage in adopting identically the 
samé measures towards any guerrillas 
whom they may find in arms against them in 
Cuba or Puerto Rico. 

Every one knows the fate reserved in 
time of war for spies. But few are aware 
that the same capital punishment is assigned 
to those prowlers, armed.or unarmed, caught 
within the lines of the hostile army for the 
purpose of stealing, killing, robbing, or de- 
Stroying mail, cutting telegraph wires, or 
destroying bridges, roads, canals, or rail- 
ways. 

Use of Poison Forbidden. 


It is strictly forbidden by the rules of war 
to make use of poison in any form whatso- 
ever, special reference being made to the 
poisoning of wells and drinking water. Itis 
likewise.forbidden to keep assassins In pay, 
or to make or to feign surrender for the pur- 
pose of obtaining advantage of the enemy. 
Equally reprehensible is the concealment of 
the distinctive signs of an armed force in 
the attack upon an enemy, While the tm- 
proper use of the national flag, uniform, or 
other distinctive signs of the enemy,.the 
improper use of the flag of truce or of the 
distinctive signs of the Geneva convention 
are sufficient to entail the forfeiture of bel- 
ligerent rights, and to expose those who 
offend in this respect to the most drastic 
penalties. 

Further, it Is forbidden to use rifle bullets 
that are explosive or charged with fulminat- 
ing*;substances, to kill or injure an enemy 
who has surrendered or who is disabled, or 
to declare in advance ¢hat quarter wili not 
be given even by those who do not ask it for 
themselves. 

It is hardly necessary to inform an Amer- 
ican soldier that the robbing or the mutila- 
tion of the bodies of the dead lying on the 
battlefield is strictly prohibited. The bodies 
must not be buried until they have been 
carefully examined, and all articles which 
may serve to fix their .identity—such as 
names, medals, numbers, pocketbooks, etc. 
—have been secured. The articles thus col- 
lected from the enemy’s dead should be 
transmitted to their army or government. 

It is forbidden to pillage or loot even places 
taken by storm, and it is equally reprehen- 
sible to destroy public or private property, 
unless such destruction is demanded by 
urgent military necessity. In cases of 
bombardment all needful measures must be 
taken to spare if possible buildings devoted 
to religion and charity, to the arts and sci- 
ences, hospitals, and depots of sick and 
wounded, 


May Fire on Escaping Prisoners. 


Prisoners of war attempting to escape 
may be fired upon, but if recaptured are only 
liable to ordinary disciplinary penalties. 

Impositions in kind or requisitions levied 
upon communes or the residents of invad- 
ed districts must bear direct relation to 
the generally recognized necessities of war, 
and must be in proportion to the resources 
of the corporation or individual thus im- 
posed; and the invader cannot levy extraor- 
dinary contributions of money save as equiv- 
alents for fines. He may levy, however, in 
the way of dues and imposts, such as are 
already established for the benefit of the 
State revenue. Means of transportation, 
telegraph lines, landing cables, ete., can 
only be temporarily appropriated by the in- 
vader, and their destruction is forbidden 
save in case of military necessity. 

Individuals who accompany an army, but 
who do not form part of the regular armed 


| forces, such as for instance newspaper cor- 


respondents, traders, sutlers, etc., who fall 
into the hands of the enemy, can only be 
detained for such length of time as is war- 
ranted by strict military necessity. 

Guides, when it is proved that they have 
misled intentionally, may be put to death, 
and the same fate is awarded to any one, be 
he official or private citizen, who betrays 
information to the enemy or who holds any 
intercourse with the latter. Foreign resi- 
dents or. visitors of the invaded or occupied 
territory can claim no immunity from this 
law, and instant expulsion is the very least 
punishment which they can expect. It is, 
however, forbidden to punish a bona-fide 
prisoner of war for having given false infor- 
mation concerning the military forces to 
which he belongs. 


Chaplains and Surgeons Exempt. 

Money and other valuables on the per- 
son of a prisoner are his private property, 
and the appropriation thereof is considered 
dishonorable and is prohibited, save when 
large sums are found upon their persons, 
when a certain proportion thereof may be 
applied to the war chest of the invading 
army. The enemy’s chaplains, medical offi- 
cers, ambulance men, etc., are not prison- 
ers of war, and should not be detained as 
euch. 

Reprisals can only be resorted to with the 
express authority of the General-in-Chief. 
They must conform in all cases to the laws 
of humanitx and morality. This rule is of 
particular importance in the present case, 
as the Spanish methods of warfare are 
characterized by so much savagery that the 
American troops will be frequently exposed 
to the temptation of retaliating in kind. 

In conclusion I would point out that the 
United States, in carrying on a war with a 
nation so partly civilized as Spain, and 
which has repeatedly demonstrated that it 
neither understands nor cares to observe the 
rules of modern warfare, has peculiar duties 
and responsibilities toward its opponents. 
The notoriously barbarous usages of the lat- 
ter must be carefully studied, and the opera- 
tions undertaken against them should be so 
planned and arranged as to render it impos- 
sible for serious violation of the laws of war 
to occur. In the case of the Spaniards the 
violations of these rules take chiefly the 
form of their cruel treatment of wounded 
and unwounded prisoners, and in their tend- 
ency to indiscriminate slaughter, pillage, 
outrage, and destruction, while passing 
through inhabited districts. To remedy this, 
which is not a task of insuperable difficulty, 
the American forces employed against them 
should be sufficient in number to accomplish 
the legitimate purpose of the war as expe- 
ditiously as possible, and to avoid at all 
costs that particular military fault to which 
the English speaking races are most prone— 


namely: that of underrating the enemy.

This flag Captain Jones hoisted over the 
Ranger when he sailed for France tn the 
autumn of 1777. Arriving in Quiberonm Bay 
where Admiral La Motte Picquet was in 
command of the French fieet, Captain Jones 
obtained: the first salute ever fired for the 
Stars and Stripes by a foreign naval power. 

As First Lieutenant of Commodore Hop- 
kins’ flagship, the Alfred, the first duty of 
Paul Jones had been to hoist the first flag 
of the revolution—the rattlesnake flag with 
the motto, “Don’t tread om me.”” As the 
Captain of the Ranger he raised the new 
flag, the emblem of the united colonies, and 
demanded and obtained the first foreign 
galute given the American flag.

NIQUE PASSING OF A SPARROW. 


BATH in curious forms lies in the 
path of the birds that are now in the 
height of their annual migration to 

the north. Few persons realize the 
dangers which await the winged vis- 
itors as they fly in the night or the many 
mechanical accidents that befall them after 
they have reached their summer homes. 
The lives of birds are filled with tragedies. 


No more faulty comparison than “as 
happy as a bird” was ever made. The 
man who wrote “I would I were a bird" 
and gave as a reason for “ woulding ” the 
joy-burdened lives of the winged creatures 
knew more about musical sentimentalism 
than he did about natural science. Bradford 
Torrey has said that two birds die annually 
’ for every one that survives. Take @ row- 
boat on any morning succeeding a foggy 
night this month of April and row to the 
lighthouse off the mouth of the river and 
you can pick up from its base the bodies of 
scores of birds which have dashed them- 
selves to death against the glass that pro- 
tects and magnifies the flame of a powerful 
lamp. Birds of all kinds fly not infrequently 
against the tower of the Auditorium and fall 
dead to the roof below. The Masonic Tem- 
ple claims its victims by the hundreds, 
especially when its towering, glass-inclosed 
roof is illuminated, 

on clear nights the birds in their north- 
ward flight seem to be able to direct their 
course without accident, but the instant that 
a fog closes down they become bewildered, 
and, like the helmsman of a mist-shrouded

Hawk Executed on a Barb. 


A great hawk known as the red tail came 
to his death at Highland Park the other day 
after a peculiar manner. Death overtakes 
birds in many ways, but it is doubtful if a 
stranger fate than was this hawk’s ever 
overtook one of the feathered kind. The 
bird of prey was found hanging by the upper 

. tendons of his left wing to a barb on the 
lower strand of a barbed wire fence. The 
creature, with the flerce rush through the 
air characteristic of its kind, was pursuing 
its quarry, probably some ground-burrowing 
- animal, when it struck the fence with terrific 
force. The barb entered the skin and ten- 
dons of the wing and held the bird fast.
